FOREWORD 

Genealogy  treats  of  the  identification  of  each  individual  in  every 
family,  grouped  into  a  chain  of  families,  descending  from  a  common 
ancestor,  extending  over  a  period  of  several  generations  and  often 
many.  It  should  contain  a  complete  record  of  the  name,  date  and 
place  of  birth,  date  and  place  of  death  of  each  person  together  with 
the  date  and  place  of  the  marriages.  For  such  a  work  to  be  interest¬ 
ing  and  entertaining  and  instructive  in  the  full  there  must  be  added 
short  biographical  sketches.  A  work  of  such  magnitude,  so  full  of 
exacting  details,  cannot  be  completed  in  an  hour,  in  a  day  or  in  a 
few  weeks,  but  rather  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  patient  and  arduous  and 
determined  and  persistent  research  extending  over  a  period  of  years. 

Of  the  families  recorded  in  this  book  none  were  found  to  have 
been  previously  worked  out  and  written  up,  except  now  and  then  a 
branch.  To  work  out  the  Burbank  family  complete  in  all  of  the  many 
branches  would  require  many  years  of  research.  And,  if  I  attempted 
to  continue  and  prolong  this  work  for  several  years  the  chances  are 
that  it  might  never  be  published.  All  in  all  it  is  considered  best  to 
print  at  this  time. 

It  has  taken  much  of  my  time  for  the  past  seven  years  and  consid¬ 
erable  money  to  produce  this  book.  I  hope  to  get  back  the  money,  or 
the  most  of  it,  from  the  sale  of  books,  even  if  I  get  no  pay  for  my 
time  and  work.  I  have  intensely  enjoyed  doing  the  work.  (My  first 
work  of  this  kind.)  The  people  I  have  met  and  the  acquaintances  I 
have  made  through  correspondence  has  been  very,  very  pleasant. 

As  an  amateur  genealogist  I  did  not  work  long  before  I  discovered 
that  I  was  related  to  many  people  —  a  descendant  of  many  ancestors. 
At  the  time  when  the  population  in  England  was  two  million  nearly 
all  the  families  were  related.  The  “  Doomsday  Book  ”  which  is  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  this  work  is  a  census  of  England  and  survey  of  all  the 
lands  taken  in  1066  by  order  of  William  the  Conqueror. 

No  doubt  errors  will  be  found.  It  would  be  almost,  if  not  quite, 
impossible  to  write  a  book  of  this  nature  without  an  error.  The  larger 
part  of  the  material  has  been  copied  from  the  original  records  such 
as  town  records,  probate  court  records,  wills,  deeds,  church  records, 
family  records,  Bibles,  grave  stones,  census  of  1790,  town  histories, 
pension  bureau  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  records  of  soldiers 
■from  the  archives  of  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  and  Ver¬ 
mont.  Also,  much  valuable  material  was  found  in  genealogical 
libraries,  viz.,  Maine  Historical  Society  of  Portland,  New  England 
Historic  Genealogical  Society  of  Boston,  Mass.,  Minnesota  Historical 
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Library  of  St.  Paul,  Essex  Antiquarian  of  Salem,  Mass.  Even  then 
small  errors  will  occur.  Dates  of  the  same  birth  or  death  or  mar¬ 
riage  are  found  varying  from  a  few  days  to  a  year.  In  cases  where 
there  is  a  disagreement  in  a  date  between  the  town  record  and  the 
record  on  the  grave  stone  the  town  record  is  given  the  preference. 
Disagreements  in  a  name  or  a  date  are  often  confusing  and  some¬ 
times  quite  impossible  to  tell  from  the  information  available  which  is 
correct.  When  these  differences  with  references  and  explanations 
and  conclusions  are  written  into  the  text  it  is  more  or  less  confusing 
to  the  reader.  Occasionally  it  seems  best  to  give  to  the  different 
versions.  Then  again  it  is  possible  to  mis-read  a  date,  or  to  make  an 
error  in  copying  and  re-copying.  Frequently  the  age-old  writing  has 
faded  or  is  illegible.  Occasionally  incorrect  data  is  received  from 
members  of  the  family.  References  as  to  where  the  records  were 
found  are  omitted  in  most  instances  from  the  body  of  the  book  to 
save  space. 

There  is  more  or  less  difficulty  in  genealogy  in  regard  to  time 
known  as  old  style  ”  and  “  new  style  ”  which  accounts  for  the 
double  dating,  as  1742-3.  In  1752  England  changed  the  first  day  of 
the  year  from  March  25th  to  January  1st.  Also,  previous  to  this 
there  had  been  other  changes  in  time.  (See  "time”  in  an  encyclo¬ 
pedia.) 

Genealogical  experts  and  critics  may  not  like  the  make-up  of  this 
book,  and  it  is  presumed  that  several  of  the  female  lines  are  carried 
along  farther  than  would  be  considered  expedient.  The  book  is  writ¬ 
ten  for  the  benefit  of  the  descendants. 

Records  of  individuals  and  families  and  nations  have  been  pre¬ 
served  since  mankind  first  set  thoughts  on  stone,  parchment,  paper. 

During  the  middle  ages  a  person  had  no  name  but  the  Christian  or 
baptismal  name.  In  the  course  of  time  there  arose  the  necessity  for 
some  further  distinction,  and  a  man  was  described  according  to  his 
trade,  his  business,  his  father’s  name,  or  some  personal  peculiarity, 
while  others  took  family  names  from  rivers,  lakes,  mountains,  towns 
and  colors.  Surnames  first  came  into  use  about  the  time  of  the  Nor¬ 
man  Conquest  in  1066,  but  were  not  in  general  use  among  the  common 
people  until  1300. 

In  the  early  New  England  colonies  men  could  not  vote  until  they 
took  the  freeman  s  oath  before  the  court.  They  were  not  made  free¬ 
man  unless  a  member  of  the  church  and  in  good  standing.  To  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  church  they  had  to  be  of  fair  character.  In  order  to 
have  the  children  baptized  one  or  both  of  the  parents  had  to  belong 
to  the  church.  Anyone  who  was  not  a  freeman  stood  a  poor  show  in 
the  community. 
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I  was  stirred  with  deep  emotion  in  the  summer  of  1922  when  I  vis¬ 
ited  the  town  of  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  and  trod  the  same  ground 
where  my  first  American  ancestor,  John  Burbank,  settled  in  1639.  I 
visited  the  seventh  lot  on  Bradford  street  which  was  allotted  to  John 
Burbank  in  1643 -—where  he  built  his  home;  where  he  lived  and 
died;  where  his  descendants  lived  in  this  home  and  in  other  homes 
in  the  neighboring  vicinity  for  many  generations. 

I  visited  the  near-by  well  kept  cemetery  and  noted  that  the  head 
stones  of  first  buried  had  gone  to  decay  or  been  covered  with  earth 
and  that  time  had  leveled  the  older  part  leaving  a  smooth  and  per¬ 
fectly  level  plot  of  land. 

Also,  it  was  my  great  good  luck  to  attend  services  at  the  village 
church  on  a  Sabbath  morning  and  listen  to  a  memorial,  by  local 
speakers,  on  the  commemoration  of  an  early  settler  of  Rowley. 

In  writing  the  history  of  the  numerous  families  of  the  many 

branches  I  have  tried  to  be  frank  and  have  suppressed  nothing _ even 

where  the  information  was  detrimental  to  the  individual.  I  want  to 
know  what  manner  of  people  my  ancestors  were:  I  presume  others 
want  the  same  knowledge  of  their  ancestry.  In  the  Burbank  family 
the  worst  to  be  found  is  in  my  own  branch  —  the  record  of  John  Bur¬ 
bank,  the  sea  captain  and  Revolutionary  soldier.  I  repeat  here  what 
is  said  elsewhere:  And  yet  if  John  Burbank  had  not  done  just  as  he 
did  there  would  not  have  been  any  Freeman  (Maine)  branch  of  the 
family  and  this  book  would  never  have  been  written. 

The  irony  of  fate  through  the  natural  progress  of  time  has  in  an 
unknown  and  invisible  way  given  to  a  descendant  of  the  illegal  mar- 
riage  of  John  Burbank  and  Dorcas  \Velch  the  privilege  and  the  op¬ 
portunity  and  the  honor  of  compiling  and  preserving  the  records  of 
these  families  for  the  use  of  all  future  generations. 

Until  one  becomes  familiar  with  the  book  the  best  way  to  read  any 
direct  line  or  branch  of  the  Burbank  family  is  to  find  in  the  index 
the  name  wanted,  or  some  name  connected  with  the  branch  of  the 
family  wanted,  and  then  read  by  number  back  through  the  book.  The 
number  enclosed  in  parenthesis  following  the  name  of  the  head  of 
the  family  refers  back  to  the  preceding  generation.  All  branches  can 
be  read  forward  or  backward  by  number  without  reading  the  whole 
book,  and  any  branch  so  read  is  the  direct  line  of  descent  from  the 
immigrant  ancestor. 

When  I  began  work  on  my  family  tree  to  trace  the  direct  lines 
back  to  the  immigrant  ancestors  I  had  no  knowledge  of  my  ancestry 
back  of  the  grandparents.  Unless  the  genealogy  of  a  family  has  been 
written  most  folks  have  but  little  knowledge  of  their  ancestry.  I  had 
much  difficulty  in  working  out  my  direct  line,  my  mother’s  line,  in  the 
Burbank  family,  and  got  into  many  other  branches  which  I  found  so 
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very  interesting  that  I  decided  to  work  out  and  write  up  all  the 
branches  of  which  I  could  conveniently  get  data  and  information.  I 
am  connected  with  the  Burbank  family  by  two  different  branches. 
My  mother  was  a  Burbank,  and  my  grandmother,  Sedgley,  was  a 
Burbank.  The  two  lines  or  branches  connect  in  1646  —  come  together 
to  the  same  ancestor. 

The  research  has  brought  forth  a  surprising  amount  of  material  — 
descendants  of  the  early  New  England  stock.  Three  are  found  to 
have  a  world-wide  reputation  —  two  of  whom  are  known  through 
business,  Henry  S.  Wellcome  and  John  B.  Pierce,  and  the  third, 
Luther  Burbank. 

There  are  certain  characteristics  of  the  Burbank  family  which  are 
noticeable  in  all  of  the  different  branches,  viz.,  long  life,  gentle  dis¬ 
position,  generosity,  prudence,  high  moral  character,  superior  scholar¬ 
ship,  unusually  retentive  memory,  and  the  ability  to  hold  one  job, 
one  position  for  life. 

The  Freeman,  Maine,  branch  of  the  Wellcome  family  is  interesting 
because  of  the  financial  and  intellectual  ability  of  its  members  —  an 
energetic  and  ambitious  family.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Bray  branch 
after  marrying  into  the  Wellcome  family.  Through  all  branches  of 
the  Bray  family  endurance,  athletic  ability,  and  long  life  are  notice¬ 
able. 

The  Sedgley  family  as  far  as  it  is  worked  out  appears  to  be  very 
similar  to  all  the  early  New  England  settlers  —  good  and  rugged 
people. 

The  Welch  family  is  rather  unusual  all  through. 

Some  branches  of  the  Bray,  Wellcome,  Sedgley  and  Welch  fam¬ 
ilies  are  allied  to  the  Freeman,  Maine,  branch  of  the  Burbank  family. 
Also,  the  New  Portland,  Maine,  branch  of  the  Sedgley  family  is  allied 
to  the  Kennebunkport,  Maine,  branch  of  the  Burbank  family.  A 
daughter  of  the  Wellcome  family  married  a  son  of  the  Bray  family 
and  a  daughter  of  this  union  married  a  Burbank,  whose  mother  was  a 
Welch,  and  whose  daughter  married  a  Sedgley  —  the  result  was  the 
Wellcome  -  Bray  -  Burbank  -  Welch  -  Sedgley  family.  These  several 
closely  connected  families  have  been  put  into  one  volume  for  con¬ 
venience  and  to  save  expense. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  all  the  members  of  the  different 
families  who  have  so  freely  contributed  to  the  records  of  this  book, 
and  without  whose  help  the  book  in  its  present  completeness  would 
have  been  impossible. 

I  wish  to  especially  mention  Miss  Helen  Mansfield  of  Gloucester, 
Mass.,  a  descendant  of  the  Bray  family,  who  copied  and  sent  many 
records  of  both  the  Bray  and  Wellcome  families. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Hiram  Hackett,  (whose  son-in-law 
owns  and  lives  on  the  Israel  R.  Bray  farm  and  the  thoughtfulness  of 
her  son,  Dr.  Ephraim  Hackett,  I  received  the  picture  of  Polly  (Well¬ 
come)  Bray,  and  the  letter  of  Timothy  Wellcome  written  in  1816. 

I  received  renewed  courage  to  go  on  with  the  research  work  from 
reading  “The  Life  and  Work  of  Orin  Burbank  Cheney”,  founder, 
and  President  of  Bates  College  for  forty  years.  The  book  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  me  by  Dean  Fred  E.  Pomeroy,  of  Bates  College,  whose 
mother  was  a  Burbank. 

Dr.  Charles  H.  Burbank,  Seattle,  IVashington,  has  been  working 
on  the  genealogy  of  the  family  for  many  years  collecting  information. 
Through  his  kindness,  I  have  had  the  use  of  all  his  records  which 
have  been  very  helpful,  especially  in  the  branches  of  Moses^,  of  Bos- 
cawen,  N.  H.,  Gersham®,  of  Campton,  N.  H.,  and  Abijahs,  of  Sutton, 
Mass.  I  am  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Burbank.  I  had  made  quite  a  start 
on  the  Burbank  family  —  worked  two  years  or  more  —  before  I  dis¬ 
covered  Dr.  Burbank. 

Dr.  Glen  C.  Burbank,  Long  Beach,  California,  has  evidently  spent 
considerable  time  on  his  branch,  and  had  it  well  worked  out  back  to 
the  immigrant  ancestor.  And  he  also  assisted  in  getting  information 
on  other  branches. 

Mr.  Charles  Frederick  Burbank,  Danville,  Quebec,  Canada,  sent 
his  direct  line  back  to  the  immigrant. 

Of  the  many  Burbanks,  living  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
who  have  sent  in  a  partial  record  of  their  branch  of  the  family  I 
have  succeeded  in  nearly  all  cases  in  working  out  the  line  of  descent 
back  through  to  the  immigrant  ancestor.  The  few  branches  that  I 
have  not  been  able  to  work  out  are  put  at  the  end  of  the  Burbank 
family  under  the  heading  Unconnected  Families. 

When  I  visited  Rowley,  Mass.,  Mr.  Amos  E.  Jewett,  a  genealogist, 
and  resident  of  Rowley,  gave  the  use  of  his  records,  told  the  early 
history  of  the  first  settlers,  and  guided  me  to  places  of  interest,  giving 
freely  of  his  time  and  knowledge  for  which  I  am  very  grateful. 

A  three-page  pamphlet  by  Louis  M.  Dewey,  Esq.,  Westfield,  Mass., 
was  of  assistance  in  working  out  the  descendants  of  John^  Burbank 
of  Suffield,  Connecticut. 

A  twenty-six  page  pamphlet,  published  in  1880,  written  by  G.  T. 
Ridlon,  a  genealogist,  was  a  help  after  I  became  familiar  with  the 
first  five  generations  of  the  Burbank  family  so  that  I  knew  where  to 
place  the  different  unconnected  branches  contained  in  his  work. 

Mr.  Albert  J.  Sedgley,  Limerick,  Maine,  had  personal  knowledge  of 
the  many  families  of  Sedgleys  who  lived  in  Limerick  during  four 
generations  which  added  several  pages  to  the  family  history. 
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Mr.  D.  L.  Thornbury,  lawyer  and  genealogist,  Oakland,  California, 
who  married  a  Sedgley,  furnished  important  information  and  records 
of  the  families  who  removed  from  Limerick,  Maine,  and  eventually 
settled  in  California.  And  he  also  sent  the  record  of  the  ancestry  of 
Elizabeth  Adams,  the  wife  of  John  Sedgley,  the  immigrant. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  John  O.  Sedgley,  Bowdoinham,  Maine,  for 
.the  proof  that  Robe.t^  Sedgley  was  the  progenitor  of  the  Bowdoin- 
Jiam  branch. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Libby,  of  Yarmouth,  Maine,  a  professional  gene¬ 
alogist  and  lawyer,  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Sedgley  and  Welch 
families.  His  knowledge  of  the  law  was  of  great  help  in  finding  the 
parentage  of  Dorcas  Welch,  through  the  court  record  of  her  mother, 
Mary  Welch. 

The  University  of  Rochester  and  the  Reynolds  Library,  of  Roches¬ 
ter,  New  York,  assisted  in  locating  the  descendants  of  Gideon  Webster 
Burbank. 

Rev.  Arthur  W.  Ackerman,  genealogist,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  assisted 
at  times  on  the  Burbank  family  in  looking  up  special  data. 

During  the  first  four  years  of  collecting  the  material  for  this  book 
I  was  ably  as.sisted  by  Miss  M.  B.  Fairbanks  of  Farmington,  Maine,  a 
genealogist  who  has  devoted  her  life  to  research  work.  Much  credit 
and  appreciation  is  due  Miss  Fairbanks.

William  Sedgley  was  born  Oct.  24,  1874  —  instead  of 
1873. 

Celia  Sedgley  was  born  Oct.  27. 

Guy  Sedgley  was  born  Sept.  19. 

Abigail  C.  (Starbird)  (Wellcome)  Jordan,  died  Sept.  10, 
1864.  (The  record  of  her  death  is  from  the  tombstone 
at  Norway,  Maine.) 

Fred  S.  Walker  lives  in  Woodsville,  New  Hampshire,  in¬ 
stead  of  Woodstock. 

Jeremiah  Malays,  instead  of  Jemeiah  Malay®. 

Ftta  Elizabeth  Burbank.  Teacher  at  Penns  Grove,  N.  J., 
instead  of  Penn  Grove. 

Marshall  I.  Sedgley  married  Aug.  5,  1885,  Flora  Ella 
Cobb  of  Brunswick,  Maine.  He  was  a  paper  hanger 
and  painter.  Lived  for  a  time  in  Brunswick.  He  died 
in  about  1889.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  prob¬ 
ably  living  in  Haverhill,  Mass.  It  is  said  by  members 
of  the  family  that  he  was  a  nephew  of  Jeremiah  Malay 
Sedgley,  and  if  correct  then  his  grandfather  was 
Joseph  Sedgley  of  Bowdoinham,  Maine.  Doubtless  he

BURBANK 

The  name  is  spelled  Burbank,  Borebancke,  Burbanck,  Bourbank, 
Bowerbank  and  Bowbank.  One  English  record  gives  both  Bowerbank 
and  Burbank  for  the  same  family,  although  the  records  are  written 
out  Burbank. 

The  “  Doomsday  Book  ”  gives  the  surname  Burbank  but  once  in  a 
list  of  some  ten  thousand  names  of  landowners  in  England,  w'hile  the 
name  Bowerbank  appears  in  several  counties. 

No  Coat  of  Arms  was  granted  the  family  by  England;  if  they  had 
one  it  was  conferred  by  Germany,  or  some  other  country  where  the 
family  may  have  originated. 

There  is  a  record  of  a  Marie  Burbank  among  early  sailings  from 
England,  who  settled  in  Virginia.  Nothing  further. 

Joseph  Burbank  came  over  in  the  ship  “Abigail”  from  London, 
England,  in  1635,  aged  24.  He  was  a  servant.  Savage  says,  “  It  is 
not  known  where  he  sat  down.”  When  at  the  Custom  House  his 
name  was  spelled  “  Borebancke  ”. 

“Abraham  Burbanck,  (or  Burbancke)  is  said  to  have  come  from 
Netherlands  with  two  brothers  and  two  sisters  in  the  ship  ‘  Cale- 
dona  ’ ;  the  vessel  was  partly  wrecked  on  the  passage  and  one  sister 
was  lost.  They  landed  in  New  York  early  in  the  18th  century  and 
Abraham  settled  on  Staten  Island;  the  other  brothers  proceeded  in 
other  directions.  This  branch  claim  to  be  of  a  French-German 
stock.  No  mention  is  made  of  Abraham’s  wife,  but  he  had  a  son, 
Abraham^,  born  Nov.  20,  1745;  died  May  12,  1823;  who  had  sons, 
Abraham^,  Jacob^,  Isaac^,  John^,  and  probably  other  children.  These 
sons  settled  on  Staten  Island,  and  they  and  their  children  married 
into  the  German,  French,  and  Englis'h  families  (judging  by  the 
names)  living  on  the  island.  In  1880  there  were  numerous  descend¬ 
ants  of  the  branch  living  at  Tomkinsville,  Staten  Island,  and  other 
towns  near.”  Very  likely  many  of  their  descendants  are  now  living  in 
America,  although  the  writer  has  never  found  a  Burbank  (or  Bur¬ 
banck)  whose  ancestry  traced  back  to  any  of  three  Netherland 
brothers. 

In  1907,  Dr.  C.  H.  Burbank,  Seattle,  Wash.,  met  in  Pasadena, 
Calif.,  one,  William  Frank  Burbank,  whose  father,  George  William 
Burbank,  came  from  Germany,  and  spelled  his  name  “  Burbank  ” ; 
of  their  family  he  could  give  nothing  further. 

A  letter  received  by  Dr.  Burbank  in  1912  from  Netherland,  and 
translated  as  follows : 
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Dr.  C.  H.  Burbank, 

Dear  Sir : 

You  will  be  surprised  to  receive  this  reply  at  so  late  a  date.  In  the 
matter  of  your  inquiry  about  the  Burbank  family.  I  have  made  every 
effort  to  get  information,  but  without  success.  My  idea  is  that  the 
family  has  drifted  apart.  I  think  they  must  have  been  lost  or  left 
behind  by  Napoleon  on  his  return  from  Prussia  to  Germany.  I  find 
from  old  residents  that  one  of  the  Burbanks  was  taken  by  Napoleon 
as  a  soldier  who  when  he  reached  Germany  deserted.  There  is 
nothing  known  of  the  land  or  nation  of  this  Burbank.  There  were,  at 
that  time,  no  records  kept  of  the  common  soldier;  only  the  nobility  at 
that  time  were  kept  track  of.  It  is  very  probable  I  will  never  be  able 
to  trace  my  family.  My  belief  is  that  the  family  is  of  Englis'h  origin, 
as  the  name  suggests.  I  am  the  only  one  of  the  name  in  Netherland, 
so  far  as  I  know.  My  parents  are  dead,  my  father  at  86,  my  mother 
at  74.  I  have  a  sister  who  is  married.  My  youngest  brother  died  in 
Africa  eight  years  ago;  he  was  manager  of  some  business  concern. 

I  am  a  blacksmith.  I  have  seven  Children,  three  boys  and  four 
girls.  My  brother’s  son  is  yet  in  Congo,  his  name  is  John.  There  is 
also  a  daughter  Emma  who  is  living  with  my  sister. 

My  father  lived  many  years  in  Austria,  Hungary,  Switzerland, 
Prussia.  He  was  taken  or  sent  to  some  place  in  India  but  was  taken 
sick  on  the  way  and  left  behind  in  Netherland  at  Zuthen.  When  his 
health  was  restored  his  place  was  filled  by  another ;  he  remained  here 
and  was  foreman  in  some  business.  Here  I  was  born,  later  moved  to 
Eibergen,  although  my  intention  was  to  go  to  America,  but  was  hin¬ 
dered  by  my  parents.  I  am  47  years  old  and  will,  in  all  probability, 
never  see  America.  Am  sorry  I  cannot  give  you  any  further  informa¬ 
tion,  though  hope  I  may  yet  learn  who  my  ancestors  were. 

It  is  remarkable  the  resemblance  between  Luther  Burbank  and  my 
father.  I  have  seen  Luther  Burbank’s  picture  side  by  side  with  my 
father.

The  origin  of  the  name  “  Burbank  ”  is  not  found  after  considerable 
research  in  England.  A  letter  from  the  College  of  Arms,  London, 
England,  reads :  “  In  my  opinion  the  surname  Burbank  is  the  same 
as  that  of  Bowerbank.  We  have  a  pedigree  of  a  family  of  Bower- 
bank  living  in  Cumberland.  It  shows  John  Bowerbank,  of  Lamonby, 
who  was  born  about  1670,  and  his  descendants.  The  family  is  en¬ 
titled  to  Arms  and  Crest.  A  member  of  this  family  married  Captain 
Dartiquenave,  an  illegitimate  son  of  Charles  H.” 

Burbanks  in  England.  Cooper,  (vol.  I,  p.  41).  William  Burbank, 
LL.  B.,  had  the  prebend  of  Fenton  in  the  church  of  York  1  June 
1512.  He  was  secretary  to  Cardinal  Baynbrigg  who  appointed  him 
one  of  his  executors,  and  after  the  cardinal’s  murder  Pope  Leo  X 
strongly  recommended  Burbank  to  the  favor  of  Henry  VIII.  He 
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was  subsequently  secretary  to  Cardinal  Woolsey,  on  whose  visit  to 
Cambridge  in  1520  he  was  created  doctor  of  the  Canon  Law.  He  was 
also  prebend  of  South  Grantham  in  the  church  of  Sarum,  which  he 
resigned  5  March  1527.  Dr.  Burbank  was  a  friend  and  correspondent 
of  Erasmus.  Mention  is  made  of  his  letters  and  writings.  He  seems 
to  have  died  in  1530.

Between  1566  and  1590  there  are  forty-eight  wills  and  administra¬ 
tions  entered  in  the  Carlisle  Consistory  Court  of  Bowerbanks,  Bour- 
banks,  Bowbanks  and  Burbanks  of  North  Cumberland  and  North 
Westmoreland,  England.  Also  the  correspondent,  Mr.  Glencross,  in 
England,  sent  a  complete  copy  of  twelve  wills  bearing  dates  between 
1600  and  1640  with  the  name  spelt  Bowerbancke,  Bowbank,  Bour- 
banck  or  similar. 

In  England  the  name  Burbank  has  never  been  common  and  neither 
does  the  family  appear  to  have  reached  a  very  high  degree  of  emi¬ 
nence  there. 
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An  English  book  the  "Penrith  Records”  gives  the  following:

The  Penrith  Records  says  it  is  almost  impossible  to  trace  back  of 
the  14th  Century  with  accuracy. 

According  to  Judge  Robert  I.  Burbank  of  Boston  who  did  research 
work,  the  family  motto  was  "  Nemini  Cedo  ”  (“I  yield  to  none”). 
Judge  Burbank  also  said  the  name  was  originally  Bowerbank  and 
that  the  family  came  from  Torquay,  Devonshire,  England,  with  a 
branch  in  Birmingham. 

In  the  year  1726  seven  Burbanks  graduated  from  New  England 
colleges. 

In  1926  there  were  twelve  index  pages  of  Burbank  in  the  I'egistry 
of  deeds  office  of  York  County,  Maine. 

The  name  Burbank  appears  frequently'  in  the  early  Colonial  days, 
as  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  civil  and  religious  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  After  the  attack  on  Lexington,  April  19,  1775,  and  at  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill  several  of  the  Burbanks  were  among  the  sharp¬ 
shooters  behind  the  rail-fence. 

The  following  appeared  at  the  head  of  an  article  written  by  G.  T. 
Ridlon,  genealogist,  and  published  in  the  Portland  (Maine)  Tran¬ 
script,  May  11,  1878. 

“  Few  families  in  New  England  have  more  reason  to  be  proud  of 
their  prestige,  so  well  sustained  for  many  generations,  and  so  uni¬ 
versally,  as  the  Burbanks ;  few  families  have  been  as  eminently 
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represented  by  worthy  cadets,  and  as  respectably  allied  by  inter¬ 
marriage.  In  the  learned  professions;  in  civil  enactments;  in  mili¬ 
tary  stations;  in  public  matters  and  reforms,  and  in  the  sacred  call¬ 
ings  of  Christianity  they  have  been  celebrated,  and  long  ago  cast  a 
bright  halo  over  the  family  name.  Is  it  not  a  worthy  object  to  em¬ 
balm  in  permanent  form  some  of  the  names  and  deeds  of  good  and 
great  men,  that  their  example  ma}^  be  emulated  by  the  rising  genera¬ 
tion  ?  ”

In  the  early  New  England  records,  and  up  to  the  time  of  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War,  the  name  is  occasionally  found  spelled  Borebancke, 
Burbancke,  Birbanck,  and  in  one  instance  Burhanch.  Whether  the 
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original  name  was  Bowerbank,  Borebancke,  or  Burbank,  seems  be¬ 
yond  solution. 

John  Burbank  was  the  progenitor  of  the  New  England  family.  In 
the  3rd,  4th,  5th,  and  6th  generations  the  family  increased  rapidly  in 
numbers;  in  the  4th  generation  individuals  in  all  branches  began  to 
develop  into  eminence,  and  from  then  the  development  has  been  on 
and  on  and  on  producing  a  Major  Gen.  Caleb  Burbank,  in  Mass. ;  a 
Judge  Robert  I.  Burbank,  of  Boston;  a  David  R.  Burbank,  planter 
and  merchant,  of  Kentucky  and  England;  an  Abijah  Burbank,  pio¬ 
neer  paper  maker,  of  Mass.;  a  Gardner  Burbank,  philanthropist;  a 
William  F.  Burbank,  editor,  of  Calif.;  a  Louis  Stell  Burbank,  in¬ 
ventor;  an  Alfred  P.  Burbank,  humorist  and  dramatic  writer;  a 
James  C.  Burbank,  super-business  man,  of  St.  Paul;  an  Elbridge 
Burbank,  artist;  a  Rev.  Samuel  Bui'bank,  founder  and  editor  of  the 
“  Morning  Star  ” ;  a  Samuel  Burbank,  lawyer,  manager  and  part 
owner  of  a  sugar  plantation,  Kaloa,  Kanai,  Hawaiian  Islands;  an 
Oscar  Burbank,  M.  D.,  of  Iowa;  an  Eleazer  Burbank,  M.  D.,  and 
his  son.  Dr.  Augustus,  of  Maine;  a  Gen.  H.  H.  Burbank,  lawyer  and 
judge,  of  Maine;  a  Judge  Caleb  Burbank,  of  Calif.;  a  Capt.  Silas 
Burbank,  of  Maine,  and  his  sons  who  at  the  ages  of  11  and  13  years 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War;  an  Abraham  Burbank,  con¬ 
tractor,  and  real  estate  owner,  Springfield,  Mass.;  a  Rev.  Nelson  S. 
Burbank,  of  Revere,  Mass. ;  a  Prof.  H.  H.  Burbank  of  Harvard  Col¬ 
lege,  a  Luther  Burbank  of  the  World,  and  scores  of  others  —  good 
New  England  stock  and  well  representing  America’s  best  manhood 
and  womanhood. 

Twelve  Generations  of  Burbanks 
1600-1927 

1.  John^  Burbank,  immigrant,  doubtless  came  from  England; 
born  in  about  1600;  died  1682  or  early  in  1683,  as  his  will  was  ap¬ 
proved  April  10,  1683;  married,  first,  Ann  - ;  married,  second, 

Jemima -  (she  died  March  24,  1692-3).  In  what  place  or  part 

of  England  he  was  born,  and  the  exact  time  of  his  arrival  in  America 
is  not  known.  His  name  does  not  appear  on  the  passenger  list  of  any 
vessel  in  the  years  it  is  thought  he  came.  Possibly  he  came  several 
years  before  his  name  first  appears.  He  settled  in  Rowley,  Mass., 
where  he  was  made  freeman  May  13,  1640,  and  was  recorded  the  same 
year  a  proprietor  of  the  town.  He  held  various  offices;  was  chosen 
as  one  of  the  overseers  for  Rowley  for  1661-1662  at  the  general  town 
meeting  held  the  7  day  10  month  1661. 

Mr.,  or  rather  at  that  period,  Goodman  Burbank  appears  in  Rowley 
with  the  Rogers’  Company.  Gage’s  History  of  Rowley  says,  “  On 
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the  arrival  of  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers,  with  about  twenty  families,  in 
Dec.,  1638,  the  towns  of  Salem,  Charleston,  Boston,  Medford,  Wate- 
town,  Roxbury,  Lynn,  Dorchester,  togather  with  Cambridge,  Ipswich, 
Newbury,  Weymouth,  Hingham,  Concord,  Dedham,  and  Braintree 
were  all  taken  up.”  ‘‘They  (Rogers’  Company)  spent  the  winter  in 
Salem,  and  improved  the  time  in  looking  out  a  place  for  a  plantation.” 
“  Mr.  Rogers  was  a  man  of  great  note  in  England,  for  his  piety,  zeal 
and  ability.  He  and  his  people  had  concluded  to  take  a  place  between 
Ipswich  and  Newbury;  and  these  towns  having  granted  some  farms 
on  this  tract  Mr.  Rogers’  Company  purchased  them  at  the  price  of 
800  pounds.  This  place  was  at  first  called  ‘  Mr.  Rogers’  Plantion,’ 
afterwards  ‘  Rowley,’  so  called  from  Rowley  in  Yorkshire,  England, 
where  he  and  some  of  his  people  had  lived.”  During  his  wanderings 
among  the  colonies  Mr.  Rogers  added  40  more  families  to  his  com¬ 
pany,  so  that  with  the  18  families  who  came  from  England  with  him 
the  company  numbered  59  families  when  they  settled  at  Rowley  in 
the  spring  or  summer  of  1639.  Whether  John  Burbank  was  one  of 
the  18  or  19  (exact  number  not  known)  families,  or  was  one  of  the 
40  families  is  not  known.  However,  his  name  is  not  among  the  list 
of  names  of  the  18  families  who  are  supposed  to  have  come  over  with 
Rogers,  but  is  given  in  the  list  of  the  40  families.  (The  first  printing 
press  used  in  the  New  World  was  brought  in  the  ship  “  John  ”  on  the 
same  voyage  with  Rogers  and  his  people.) 

On  the  night  of  Mr.  Rogers’  third  marriage,  July  16,  1651,  his 
dwelling  house  with  all  his  goods,  library,  and  Church  records  were 
consumed  by  fire.  The  Church  records,  no  doubt,  contained  much 
valuable  historical  and  genealogical  matter.  Probably,  all  records 
of  John  Burbank,  as  to  whence  he  came,  and  when,  were  destroyed. 

The  families  worked  together  in  common  for  about  five  years.  The 
land  was  surveyed  in  1643,  and  each  freeman  or  family  was  granted 
one  and  a  half  acres.  The  ones  who  contributed  towards  the  800 
pound  fund  were  alloted  more  land,  so,  John  Burbank,  very  likely, 
did  not  have  much  money,  as  he  was  given  only  an  acre  and  half  of 
land  —  the  seventh  lot  on  Bradford  St.,  part  of  it  lying  on  the  west 
side  and  part  of  it  on  the  east  side  of  the  street,  bounded  on  the  south 
side  by  Thomas  Sumner’s  house  lot.  All  lots  on  this  street  went  to 
the  brook,  so,  the  owners  could  get  water  without  going  off  their 
own  land.  (Whitfh  accounts  for  the  street  being  crooked.) 

In  1672,  he  owned  some  fresh  meadow  on  Plum  Island  —  the  land  is 
described  as,  1-0-0,  which  probably  means  one  acre,  and  this  may  have 
been  allotted  him  1643,  and  that  would  make  him  a  half  acre  in  the 
house  lot  on  Bradford  street,  where  he  built  his  home.  Others  had 
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acre  lots  of  "  fresh  meadow  ”  on  Plum  Island,  and  these  lots,  or  many 
of  them,  were  bought  by  Father  Jewett,  and  among  those  sold  was 
the  lot  of  John  Burbanke,  Sr. 

Quarterly  Court  1672,  Essex  Co.  John  Burbank  of  Rowley  and 
Annie  Cooper  depose  regarding  Thomas  Sumner,  a  resident  of 
Rowley. 

In  several  instances  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  between  John 
Burbank,  Sr.,  and  John  Burbank,  Jr.,  but  most  of  the  court  records, 
of  which  there  are  a  plenty,  belong  to  John,  Jr.  It  appears  by  the 
court  record  that  John,  Jr.,  could  write  his  name,  while  John,  Sr., 
signed  his  will  with  a  mark.  Rather  unusual.  Generally,  the  immi¬ 
grant  could  write,  while  many  of  the  second  and  third  generations 
could  not. 

The  immigrant  left  an  estate  of  180  pounds,  after  he  had  given  60 
pounds  to  his  son,  John,  Jr.,  and  land  to  his  daughter,  Lydia. 

On  file.  The  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  John  Burbank  of  Row- 
ley  in  the  county  of  Essex  in  New  England  is  as  followeth :  — 

I  being  att  this  day  aged  &  Decriped  in  body  thought  having  Mercy 
of  Perfect  Memory  &  understanding.  Knowing  how  fraile  my  Life  is 
and  not  Knowing  the  Day  of  my  Desolutions,  that  my  House  may  be 
so  far  sett  in  Order  &  trouble  as  much  as  in  me  lieth,  prevented  after 
my  departure  I  therefore  appoynt  this  to  be  my  Last  will. 

My  soule  I  committ  into  the  hands  of  him  that  gave  it  and  my  body 
to  be  interred  by  decent  buriall  in  hope  of  a  blessed  Ressureection 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

As  to  my  outward  estate  I  dispose  of  it  in  Manner  following: 

To  my  beloved  wife  Gemima  I  give  half  my  dwelling  house  &  half 
my  Lands  throughout  to  be  at  her  dispose  during  her  naturall  life. 
Also  I  give  her  all  my  household  stuff  bedding  utensils  &  necessary 
things  in  the  house  for  her  natural  life  and  what  of  them  she  hath 
not  occasion  to  Dispose  of  for  her  comfortable  Maintenance  &  lively- 
hood  after  her  decease  to  my  son  Caleb,  also  I  give  her  one  Cow  and 
the  keeping  of  her  Winter  &  Summer,  also  convenient  fire  wood  shall 
yearly  be  provided  for  her  during  her  Naturall  Life  by  my  Executor. 
Also  I  give  her  the  third  part  of  the  fruit  of  the  orchard  yearly,  also 
I  give  her  the  keeping  of  a  pig  or  swine  yearly  during  her  life. 

To  my  son  John  Burbank  I  give  the  sum  of  forty  shillings  in  Cattle 
to  be  paid  within  one  year  after  my  Decease  if  he  come  and  Receive 
it  in  Rowley  the  reason  I  now  give  him  no  more  is  because  I  have 
given  him  what  I  thought  was  sufficient  according  to  my  ability  in 
Cattle  and  Household  stuff  &  Village  Land,  all  I  judge  to  be  worth 
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about  three  score  pounds  which  when  I  gave  it  him  it  was  accepted 
by  him  as  his  full  portion  and  that  in  presence  of  Capt.  Brocklebank 
and  his  wife  before  whom  he  gave  it  under  his  hand  that  he  would 
Desire  no  more  of  what  I  have  Left.  To  his  son  Timothy  my  grand¬ 
child  who  lieth  with  Capt.  Saltonstall  after  he  cometh  to  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  I  give  a  beast  of  about  three  pounds  price. 

To  my  Daughter  Lydia  having  given  her  Merrimack  Land  or  my 
Land  at  Bradford  and  other  necessaries  I  hereby  Confirm  it  to  her 
Husband  and  her  and  their  Children.  Also  I  give  her  Ten  pounds 
to  be  Paid  in  Rowley  within  one  year  after  my  Wife  her  decease) 
in  cattle. 

To  my  son  Caleb  I  give  the  half  of  my  Dwelling  and  Barn  and  the 
other  half  of  all  my  Lands  &  Meadows  that  is  to  say  Lands  Divided 
or  not  Divided,  or  Layd  out  within  the  bounds  of  Rowley  and  the 
other  half  given  to  his  Mother  for  Life  to  be  to  him  &  his  Heirs  after 
her  Decease  and  all  my  Moveables  not  given  my  Wife. 

My  will  is  that  my  son  Caleb  Burbank  be  my  sole  Executor  and 
that  he  pay  all  Debts  and  Legacys  given  in  my  Will  as  an  Explaina- 
tion  of  what  I  'have  given  my  wife.  My  will  is  that  my  Executor 
provide  all  comfortable  necessaries  for  my  beloved  wife  During  her 
Natural  Life  both  for  Health  and  sickness  according  as  my  overseers 
shall  think  &  Judge  convenient. 

If  my  son  or  those  that  survive  him  provide  not  according  to  her 
need  and  expectation  my  will  is,  and  that  which  I  desire  that  my  lov¬ 
ing  friends  Daniel  Wicam  &  Nehemiah  Jewett  be  my  overseers  to 
see  that  my  will  be  performed  and  especially  that  my  wife  be  well 
provided  for.  For  as  she  may  need  and  he  thus  providing  according 
to  her  need  then  the  Lands  given  her  to  be  free  to  my  son  Caleb  as 
the  other  Lands  given  him. 

Signed  Sealed  and  Declared  to  be  his  Last  Will  and  Testament 
the  fifth  Day  of  April  Anno  Domini :  1681.

Dr.  Abner  Foster  of  the  eighth  generation,  was  a 
neighbor  of  the  writer.  Dr.  AbnerS  Foster 
( Henry Abner^,  Abraham^,  Abraham*,  Abra- 
hams,  Abraham2,  ReginoB)  of  Freeman,  Maine, 
farmer  and  dentist,  had  a  brilliant  mind,  and  great 
natural  ability  in  dentistry,  but  was  handicapped  by 
intemperance.  With  only  a  few  crude  tools  to  work 
with  he  could  do  more  lasting  work  than  the  most 
expert  city  dentist.  Dr.  Merrill,  a  dentist,  of  Farm¬ 
ington,  Maine,  said,  “In  all  my  long  and  extensive 
practice  I  never  saw  the  equal  in  workmanship  of 
Dr.  Foster.” 

Henry  H.  Randall,  for  many  years  superintendent 
of  schools  of  Auburn,  Maine,  is  a  descendant  of  this 
branch.  The  Foster-Burbank  descendants  were 
scholarly,  and  long  lived.

2.  JohnS  Burbank  (Johni(l)),  was  born  at  Rowley,  Mass.,  in 
1640  or  1642;  died  June  1,  1709;  married,  first,  at  Newbury,  Mass., 
Oct.  15,  1663,  Susannah,  daughter  Nathaniel  and  Susannah  (Jordan) 
Merrill  (she  died  Oct.  10,  1690  at  Suffield,  Conn.)  ;  married,  second, 
at  Springfield,  Mass.,  July  15,  1692,  Sarah,  widow  of  John  Scone  of 
Westfield,  Mass.,  and  daughter  of  Elisha  Hart  (she  died,  Aug.  19, 
1692)  ;  married,  third,  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  Jan.  1693-4,  widow 
Mehitable  Sanders  (she  died  Feb.  24,  1727-8).  He  lived  in  New¬ 
bury,  Rowley,  and  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  moved  to  Suffield,  Conn,  in 
1680.  His  name  appears  several  times  in  the  Suffield  records  much 
earlier  than  1680,  but  he  did  not  live  there  for  any  length  of  time 
until  1680.  After  he  settled  in  Suffield  it  appears  from  all  records 
that  he  was  energetic,  well-to-do,  a  prominent  citizen,  and  large  land 
holder.  The  last  year  or  two  of  'his  life  his  mind  went  wrong  —  the 
same  with  his  half-brother,  Caleb,  only  at  a  younger  age. 

The  records  in  Massachusetts,  together  with  the  fact  that  his  oldest 
son,  Timothy,  was  brought  up  in  the  family  of  Capt.  Saltonstall, 
shows  that  for  some  reason  he  was  not  as  prosperous  the  first  half  of 
his  life. 

From  Essex  County  Quarterly  Court  Records  and  Files: 

Mention  is  made  in  a  case  in  court  of  a  lease  dated  June  3,  1667, 
whereas  John  Burbanke,  Jr.,  of  Rowley,  had  taken  half  of  the  farm 
of  Philip  Nellson  of  Rowley,  lying  near  Merrimacke  river  next  to 
Newbury  line,  whic'h  was  let  to  said  Burbanke  by  assignment  of  John 
Willcot  of  Newbury.  Burbanke  having  suffered  great  damage  for 
not  finishing  the  house  and  barn  as  it  should  be  finished  and  likewise 
in  falling  short  both  of  land  and  meadow  of  what  was  expected. 
Philip  Nellson  was  to  let  said  Burbanke  live  the  present  year  upon 
the  farm,  rent  free,  and  to  have  the  improvement  of  the  farm,  and 
Burbanke  was  to  acquit  said  Nellson  of  all  debts  paying  for  future 
’.time  a  yearly  rental. 
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Sept.  1677.  John  Borbank  is  mentioned  with  other  citizens  as 
ag-ainst  the  demand  of  Mr.  Shepard  for  fifty  pounds  per  annum. 

July  16,  1772.  John  Burbanke,  aged  about  thirty  years,  made  a 
deposition  in  regard  to  some  land  that  it  was  required  he  should 
appraise. 

Nov.  1673.  John  Burbanke  as  a  witness  in  court  at  Salem.  His 
autograph  is  in  the  original.  (In  this  case  it  is  easy  to  distinguish 
between  him  and  his  father  by  his  signature.) 

June  1674.  Testimony  of  John  Borbank  in  court  in  regard  to  a 
controversy. 

Vol.  5:  p.  331.  Receipt  given  to  John  Burbanke  of  Haverhill  by 
John  Godfrey  of  Salem  dated  April  2,  1674.  (This  case  seems  to  be 
over  a  cow.) 

April  1679.  John  Burbanke  with  others  testifies  in  a  case  at  court. 
(His  autograph  appears  in  the  original.) 

1659.  Jcyhn  Burbank  fined  for  excessive  drinking.  (This  may 
have  been  either  John,  Jr.,  at  the  age  of  about  20,  or  his  father,  John, 
Sr.,  at  the  age  of  59.) 

John  Burbank  was  admonished  by  the  court  for  going  into  a  neigh¬ 
bor’s  house  in  the  night  after  fire  when  the  family  were  abed.  (There 
were  no  matches  at  that  period,  and  it  seems  the  habit  was  to  go  to  a 
neighbor’s  house  when  the  fire  went  but  and  borrow  live  coals.  It  is 
impossible  to  tell  for  sure  which  John  went  after  the  fire.) 

At  another  time  he  called  in  the  neighbors  to  see  how  bad  his  barn 
leaked;  this  was  probably  in  connection  with  the  court  case  about 
the  rented  farm. 

(The  writer  accords  the  testimony  in  the  witch  trial  of  Margaret 
Scott  of  Rowley  to  John3,  son  of  Caleb2  Burbank,  although  there  is  a 
remote  possibility  that  it  belongs  to  the  subject  of  this  sketch.) 

From  Connecticut  records:  “John  Burbank  was  granted  50  acres 
of  land  in  Suffield  in  1674.  He  was  a  large  landholder,  and  much 
employed  by  Major  Pynchon  in  building,  and  clearing  lands  in  Suffield. 
He  was  one  of  the  few  qualified  voters  when  the  town  was  organized, 
but  never  held  office.  His  name  is  found  in  Major  Pynchon’s  account 
book  oftener  than  any  Suffield  man;  and  he  must  have  been  a  man  of 
business.  His  sons,  Joihn,  Jr.,  and  Ebenezer,  were  afterwards  promi¬ 
nent  men  in  town  matters.  His  homestead  was  at  the  north  end  of 
Feather  street.’’ 

His  oldest  son,  Timothy,  who  was  brought  up  in  the  family  of 
Capt.  Saltonstall,  did  not  go  to  Suffield,  Conn.,  with  his  father. 
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John  of  Suffield  was  the  ancestor  of  one  branch,  and  his  half- 
brother  Caleb,  the  ancestor  of  the  other  branch  — the  two  branches 
■of  the  family  from  the  Rowley  immigrant. 

The  attention  of  the  reader  is  called  to  James  C.  Burbank,  of  St.- 
±"aul,  Minn.,  a  descendant  through  his  son  Timothy.

Galeb^  Burbank  (Johni  (1) ),  born  in  Rowley,  Mass.,  May  19 
1646;  died  when  about  44  years  old,  as  his  will  was  proven  March 
25,  1690;  married.  May  6,  1669,  Martha,  daughter  of  Hugh  Smith  of 
Rowley,  Mass.  (She  married,  second,  July  3,  1695,  John  Hardy  of 
Bradford,  Mass.)  He  lived  on  the  homestead  which  was  willed  to 
him  and  his  mother  by  his  father.  In  his  will  he  mentions  his  “hon¬ 
ored  mother  ”  as  living,  names  his  wife  as  executrix  of  his  will,  but 
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does  not  mention  the  names  of  his  children.  His  children  were  all 
minors  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  and  his  wife  united  with  the 
church  in  1685,  a  few  years  before  he  died. 

Like  his  half-brother,  John,  his  mind  went  wrong  the  last  of  his 
life.  His  pastor.  Rev.  Samuel  Phillips  entered  in  the  Rowley  Church 
Records,  10  Nov.,  1689,  “  I  have  long  considered  Caleb  Burbank 
crazed  in  his  understanding  which  I  am  ye  more  confirmed  in  by  what 
his  mother  lately  related  to  me.” 

He  was  the  progenitor  of  the  larger  half  of  the  Burbanks  in  this 
ibook.

If  he  was  living  in  1692  then  he  was  the  John  in  the  Row- 
ley  witch  case.  The  only  other  John  Burbanks  at  that 
date  were  John^,  and  his  son,  JohnS,  of  Suffield,  Connecti¬ 
cut.  From  court  record:  John  Burbank  appeared  in  Court 
as  a  witness  in  the  witch  trial  of  Margaret  Scott,  maiden 
lady,  and  testified  that  he  saw  her  in  a  neighbor’s  field 
gleaning  corn,  and  the  next  day  when  the  farmer  tried  to 
haul  in  the  corn  his  oxen  went  backwards,  but  on  the  day 
after  he  tried  it  again,  and  the  oxen  went  all  right. 
(Miss  Scott  was  hung,  and  this  was  Rowley’s  only  serious 
witch  case.)

7.  Calebs  Burbank  (Caleb2(3),  John*)  born  in  Rowley,  Mass., 
May  1,  1671;  died  Feb.  1,  1749-50;  married  (first)  Jan.  2,  1693, 
Lydia  Garfield  of  Watertown,  Mass,  (she  died  Mar.  3,  1697-8)  ;  mar- 
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ried  (second)  Aug.  31,  1698,  Hannah  Acie.  (She  was  b.  Mar.  9, 
1680-1;  d.  in  Rowley,  June  8,  1762.)  There  is  an  error  somewhere 
in  regard  to  his  second  marriage.  The  Massachusetts  Magazine 
states  he  married  widow  Hannah  (Green)  Acie.  From  other 
records  it  appears  he  married  Hannah,  daughter  of  John  and 
Hannah  (Green)  Acie  or  Acy  of  Rowley,  Mass.  Her  birth  date  in 
hath  cases  is  the  same,  March  9,  1680-81,  and  as  she  was  only  17  or 
18  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Burbank,  most  likely  it 
Tvas  her  first  marriage.  The  conclusion  is  that  he  married  Miss 
Hannah  Acie  (the  name  is  also  spelt  “Acy”  and  “Acey”). 

The  land,  houses,  etc.,  property  of  his  father  was  conveyed  to  him 
TTov.  23,  1701,  by  his  mother,  now  Martha  Hardy,  of  Bradford, 
Mass.  He  was  the  third  generation  to  live  on  the  “  homestead  ”  in 
Rowley.  He  removed  to  Boxford,  Mass.,  in  about  1706. 

His  will :  Caleb  Burbank  of  Boxford,  yeoman,  in  perfect  mind  and 
memory,  thought  under  indisposition  of  body.  Just  debts  and  funeral 
charges  be  paid  in  convenient  time  out  of  my  estate.  Hannah,  loving 
wife,  shall  have  use  and  improvement  of  all  my  estate  during  her 
natural  life  if  she  well  and  truly  perform  what  I  herein  order  her 
to  do.  Son  David  Burbank  to  have  liberty  to  buy  land  if  necessary 
for  widow  to  sell  any  for  her  subsistence,  if  he  will  give  so  much  as 
shall  be  judged  worth  of  it  by  men  of  good  judgment.  Whereas  Al¬ 
mighty  God  in  his  holy  and  wise  judgment  has  so  ordered  that  my 
daughter,  Martha  Burbank,  is  not  capable  of  taking  care  of  herself, 
my  executors  herein  named  shall  take  care  of  her  and  see  that  she  is 
well  and  decently  provided  for  during  her  natural  life,  and  for  that 
reason  I  have  given  the  above  said  liberty  to  my  wife  to  dispose  of 
any  of  my  lands.  To  son  John  5  pounds  in  six  years  after  my  wife’s 
decease,  old  tenor,  or  in  what  shall  be  equal  thereto.  To  son  Timothy 
five  shillings  in  old  tenor,  or  what  is  equal  thereto,  in  six  years  after 
my  wife’s  decease,  the  which  is  besides  what  I  have  already  given 
him  by  deed.  To  son  Asa,  five  shillings,  etc.  To  six  daughters: 
Hannah  Hardy,  Lydia  Foster,  Mary  Wallingford,  Ruth  Hardy,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Bailey  and  Margaret  Flopkinson,  to  each  five  shillings,  etc.  To 
son  David  all  my  lands  and  real  estate  that  belong  to  me,  that  is  to 
be  understood,  what  of  my  estate  shall  remain  after  my  loving  wife’s 
decease,  either  real  or  personal,  which  she  has  not  had  reason  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  for  her  own  use  or  use  of  my  daughter  Martha.  Loving  wife 
and  son  David  joint  executors.  If  son  David  be  not  twenty-one  at 
my  decease,  living  wife  to  be  sole  executrix  until  he  is  twenty-one. 
Sons-in-law  William  Hardy,  Jr.,  and  Edmond  Hardy,  overseers. 
Dated  Dec.  14,  1744,  and  witnessed  by  Theophilus  Finder,  Samuel 
Gole,  Thomas  Peabody.  Proved  June  25,  1750. 
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Child:  an  infant  son,  of  a  Caleb  Burbank,  died  in  1697 
who  may  have  been  a  child  by  his  first  wife.

8.  Eleazer^  Burbank  (Caleb2(3),  Jo'hn^)  born  in  Rowley, 
Mass.,  March  14,  1681-82 ;  died  Feb.  14,  1759 ;  married  Lydia,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Daniel  and  Sarah  (Kimball)  Gage.  (She  was  b.  June  30, 
1684-5,  and  died  in  her  87  year.)  He  was  called  a  husbandman 
(farmer),  and  lived  in  Bradford,  Mass,  (near  Groveland).  His 
gravestone  was  still  standing  a  few  years  ago  in  Groveland,  Mass. 
Many  of  the  Burbanks  now  living  in  America  trace  back  to  him 
through  seven  of  his  eight  sons.  The  son,  Nathaniel,  probably  died 
young  as  he  is  not  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will.  His  oldest  son, 
Daniel,  had  nineteen  children.  The  exact  number  of  his  grandchil¬ 
dren  is  not  known,  but  there  were  not  far  from  eighty.  (The  Free¬ 
man,  Maine,  branch  will  note  that  his  son,  Nathan,  had  died  before 
he  made  his  will.) 

Some  genealogists  dispute  the  fact  that  he  had  a  son  Abraham. 
His  will  is  absolute  proof  that  he  had  a  son  Abraham. 

Will.  In  the  name  and  Fear  of  God  amen  This  Twentieth  day  of 
March  One  Thousand  seven  hundred  &  fifty  eight  I  Eleazer  Bur¬ 
bank  of  Bradford  being  in  health  of  body  and  of  perfect  memory 
thanks  be  to  God,  Yet  Calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  I 
do  make  this  my  Last  Will  &  Testament  that  is  to  say. 

First  I  recommend  my  Spirit  into  hands  of  that  God  that  gave  it, 
and  my  body  to  the  Earth  to  be  buried  with  Christian  burial  at  the 
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discretion  of  my  Executor  whome  I  shall  hereafter  name,  nothing 
doubting  but  that  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  ye  Almighty 
power  of  God,  and  as  touching  such  worldly  Estate  as  God  hath 
blessed  me  with  in  this  world,  having  already  disposed  of  my  Lands

Apperel. 

I  give  to  my  son  Caleb  Burbank  Thirteen  shillings  &  four  pence 
to  be  paid  by  my  executor,  also  thirteen  shillings  &  four  pence  to  my 
Grandson  Eleazer  Burbank  son  of  Caleb  to  be  paid  to  him  by  my 
Exector,  if  he  shall  live  to  the  age  of  Twenty  one  years. 

I  give  to  the  heirs  of  my  son  Nathan  Burbank  five  shillings  to  be 
equally  divided  among  them  that  shall  survive  when  they  shall  come 
to  the  full  age  to  receive  the  same. 

I  give  to  my  son  Moses  Burbank  four  pounds  to  be  paid  him  four 
years  after  my  decease  and  the  one  half  of  my  Wearing  Apparel. 

I  give  to  my  son  John  Burbank  my  loom  &  tackling  belonging  to 
the  same  and  my  small  pair  of  Stilyards,  I  also  give  my  son  John  all 
my  meat  tubs  Meal  Chests  Cyder  Caske  &  dry  Caske,  with  all  my 
husbandry  tools  and  tackling  whatever,  as  also  one  feather  Bed  & 
Beding  there  to  belonging. 

I  give  to  my  son  Abraham  Burbank  one  fire  Lock  one  half  of  my 
Great  pair  of  Stilyards  and  my  flax  Comb  I  give  to  John  &  Abra¬ 
ham  equally  betwixt  them.  This  with  what  I  have  already  given 
him  is  all  the  portion  which  I  have  assigned  him. 

I  give  after  my  and  my  wife’s  decease  unto  my  two  Daughters 
Sarah  Scott  and  Martha  Danforth  &  Lydia  Burbank  my  Grand¬ 
daughter,  all  my  household  goods  that  remain  not  disposed  of  at  our 
decea'se  to  be  equally  divided  betwixt  them  my  daughters  &  Grand¬ 
daughter  above  named. 

Furthermore  I  do  make  and  Constitute  my  son  John  Burbank  my 
sole  executor  to  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  to  receive  in  &  pay 
out  all  my  lawful  Debts  and  Funeral  Charges  of  Myself  &  Wife,  I 
do  hereby  disallow  make  void  &  disannull  all  &  every  former  Testa¬ 
ment  Wills  Legacies  bequeathments  &  Executors  by  me  in  any  be¬ 
fore  named  willed  or  bequeathed  and  rattifying  &  confirming  this  & 
no  other  to  be  my  Last  Will  &  Testament,  In  witness  whereof  I  have 
sett  to  my  hand  ,&  Seal.

9.  Samuels  Burbank  (Caleb2(3),  Johni)  born  in  Rowley, 
Mass.,  July  15,  1684;  married  at  Byfield,  Mass.,  Lydia,  daughter  of 
Christopher  and  Sarah  (Weed)  Bartlett  of  Haverhill,  Mass.;  lived 
in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  for  several  years  then  moved  to  Contoocook,  now 
Hopkinton,  N.  H.;  was  captured  by  the  Indians  and  died  of  yellow 
fever  in  a  prison  at  Quebec;  left  a  will,  dated  March  23,  1747,  in 
which  he  calls  himself  “of  Number  5  so-called’’  (Hopkinton),  men¬ 
tions  his  wife,  son  Samuel,  daughters  Mehitable,  Mary,  Sarah,  sons 
Caleb  and  Jonathan;  gives  land  to  son  Jonathan  which  is  to  return 


to  Caleb  provided  he  should  not  live  to  return  home  again ;  ”  dated 
at  Quebec  1747,  proved  Jan.  27,  1748.  History  of  Penacook,  N.  H., 
gives  Samuel  Burbank  as  on  the  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  the 
town  in  1721,  the  petition  is  “from  inhabitants  of  Essex  County, 
Mass.’’  “  He  and  his  wife  were  charter  members  of  the  First  Church, 
Rumford  (Concord,  N.  H.),  at  least  Lydia,  wife  of  Samuel,  joined  in 
the  same  year  — 1730;  most  of  these  original  members  came  from 
Andover,  one  from  Bradford,  and  one  from  Newbury,  but  where 
Samuel  came  from  is  not  stated.  It  is  supposed  that  this  Samuel 
moved  to  Hopkinton.” 

He  was  a  brother  of  Eleazer  above  who  had  eight  sons. 
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There  are  several  accounts  of  the  Indian  capture  and  the  following 
is  one : 

“  On  the  early  morning  of  Apr.  22,  1746,  eight  persons  were  cap¬ 
tured  by  the  Indians  at  Woodwell’s  garrison,  Samuel  Burbank  and 
his  sons  Caleb  and  Jonathan,  among  them.  In  the  early  morning,  a 
man  had  gone  from  the  garrison  to  the  stockade,  leaving  the  garrison 
door  open;  the  Indians,  who  had  been  lurking  near,  entered  and  sur¬ 
prised  the  occupants.  A  soldier  escaped;  Mrs.  Burbank,  wife  of 
Samuel  Burbank,  sprang  into  the  cellar  and  concealed  herself  under  a 
barrel  which  stood  on  its  end.  The  Indians  were  of  the  St.  Francis 
tribe,  with  headquarters  near  the  Canada  line.  They  intended  to  hold 
their  victims  for  ransoms,  or  to  sell  them  to  the  French,  who  held 
them  for  the  same  object.  The,  captives  were  aroused  from  their 
beds  and  hurried  to  Canada  and  after  a  twelve  days  march  through 
an  almost  unbroken  wilderness,  with  only  one  meal  a  day  at  evening, 
mostly  meat,  of  which  there  was  a  scanty  supply,  they  arrived  at  their 
destination.  Jonathan  was  left  with  an  Indian  family,  but  made  his 
escape  shortly  afterwards.  Caleb  was  left  in  a  French  family,  and 
was  released  by  funds  that  were  raised  at  Chelmsford,  Feb.  5,  1749.. 
Jonathan,  and  others,  making  the  appeal.  Jonathan  at  that  time  was 
living  at  Penacook,  N.  H. ;  he  afterwards  became  an  officer  in  the 
French  and  Indian  war  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians,  who  supposed 
him  to  be  their  avowed  enemy.” 

Drake,  in  his  Indian  Captives,  (pps.  140,  142)  says  that  it  was 
Samuel  Burbank  who  went  out  of  the  garrison  in  the  morning  and 
left  the  door  unlatched;  the  Indians  first  caught  him  as  he  was  car¬ 
ing  for  the  animals  in  the  barn,  and  from  him  learned  of  the  weak¬ 
ness  of  the  garrison. 

Not  many  of  his  descendants  have  been  ti'aced  out.  No  doubt  he 
was  the  ancestor  of  many  Burbanks  now  living  in  New  Hampshire 
and  elsew-here,  as  he  had  six  sons.  The  births  of  his  first  four  chil¬ 
dren  are  recorded  at  Haverhill,  and  also  dates  of  the  baptism  of  five 
of  the  younger  children  —  the  latter  dates  were  probably  sent  in 
after  he  removed  to  New  Hampshire.

17.  Lieut.  John^  Burbank  (Caleb® (7),  Calebs  Johni)  was- 
born  in  Rowley,  Mass.,  Sept.  27,  1699.  He  came  from  Bradford, 
Mass.,  to  Arundel,  now  Kennebunkport,  Maine,  in  about  1722  to  ’25, 
as  he  was  a  proprietor  in  1726  at  Arundel.  He  was  a  mill-man,  and 
called  “  gentleman  ”.  He  engaged  in  the  coast-wise  trade ;  owned 
several  ships;  lost  one  ship  on  her  first  voyage  to  Halifax  in  1750. 
He  was  with  William  Peppered  at  the  capture  of  Louisburg  in  1745, 
and  was  a  lieutenant.  It  is  stated  that  he  was  prominent  in  both 
business  and  social  affairs. 

He  married,  first,  Priscilla,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Hannah 
(Bailey)  Major,  of  Arundel.  Bradbury  states  that  Priscilla  died 
Nov.  2,  1730,  aged  31  years,  which  must  be  a  mistake  as  to  year  or 
age,  as  Newbury,  Mass.,  vital  records  show  she  was  born  Nov.  8, 
1704.  The  error  appears  to  be  in  date  of  her  death  —  she  would 
have  been  31  in  1735.  (The  ancestry  of  her  father,  Benjamin  Major, 
is  unknown,  but  he  may  have  been  one  of  the  two  Benjamins  shown 
by  the  Salem  records,  either  the  son  of  M—  Mazury,  baptized  Aug. 
— ,  1676,  or  the  son  of  Benjamin  and  Margaret  (Row)  Mazure,  bap¬ 
tized  July  6,  1679.)  He  married,  second,  Hannah,  daughter  of 
Samuel  Hutchins,  of  Arundel,  artd  widow  of  George  Perkins,  as 
shown  by  her  father’s  will  made  in  1742  and  by  York  deeds,  Vol.  29, 
p.  252.  George  Perkins  and  Hannah  Hutchins  were  married  June  7, 
1733  (Wells,  Maine,  records),  and  George  was  living  May  12,  1735, 
when  his  father  deeded  him  land,  so  the  Burbank-Perkins  marriage 
must  have  occurred  after  that  date.  (Dates  at  Arundel-Kennebunk- 
port  are  hard  to  find.)

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John  Burbank  is  described  in  other  York  County  deeds  as  follows: 
in  1729  “  fisherman  ”,  1734  and  1737  “  mill  man  ”,  in  1723  had  a  gar¬ 
rison  near  site  later  occupied  by  an  old  meeting  house,  built  1760,  on 
“  Burbank  Hill 

One  writer  says,  “The  Arundel  man  was  undoubtedly  the  John 
Burbank  born  Sept.  27,  1699,  son  of  Caleb  and  Hannah  (Acey)  Bur¬ 
bank,  although  where  to  find  proof  of  his  parentage  I  do  not  know.” 
Genealogists  in  general  agree  that  the  above  statement  is  true,  and 
although  there  may  be  lacking  positive  proof  there  is  much  good  evi¬ 
dence  of  his  identity  —  enough  to  remove  all  doubt. 

No  record  is  found  of  the  date  of  his  death  or  the  settlement  of 
liis  estate.

22.  Eleazer'*  Burbank  (Eleazer3(8),  Caleb2,  John*)  born  in 
Bradford,  Mass.,  Feb.  23,  1708-9 ;  married,  first,  April  14,  1731,  Han¬ 
nah  Rolf  (she  died  Aug.  13,  1734)  ;  married,  second,  April  18,  1735, 
Mercy  Bailey.  He  was  the  second  of  the  eight  sons  of  Eleazer®,  and 
lived  in  Bradford  and  Rowley,  Mass.  The  church  records  of  Brad¬ 
ford  sa)',  “  Eleazer  was  of  Tewksbury  when  his  son  Abner  was 
born,  but  the  vital  records  of  Tewksbury  which  are  in  print  give 
nothing  of  him  or  his  family — probably  lived  in  Tewksbury,  Mass., 
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only  a  short  time.  It  appears  from  the  following  record  that  he  was 
living  at  Georgetown  in  1768  which  at  that  time  was  a  part  of  Row- 
ley,  and  called  West  Parish  of  Rowley  or  Georgetown.  “  Center  of 
Georgetown,  Mass.,  in  1800,  before  1768  an  old  house  stood  in  West 
Main  Street,  facing  Central  Street.  This  building  was  owned  by 
Eleazer  Burbank,  and  he  was  living  here  March  1,  1768,  when  he 
sold  it  to  his  son  Samuel,  who  immediately  took  the  house  down,  and 
erected  a  new  one  the  following  year.”  The  only  record  found  that 
he  had  a  son  “  Samuel  ”  is  in  the  above  quotation.  No  record  is 
found  of  any  will  or  the  settlement  of  any  estate,  and  the  date  of  his 
death  is  not  known.

He  was  a  tailor,  and  lived  in  Bradford  and  Newbury,  Mass.  The 
most  of  his  children  were  baptized  at  the  Byfield  parish  in  the  town 
of  Rowley,  but  as  the  two  towns  adjoined  some  of  the  older  ones  may 
have  been  born  in  Bradford  and  taken  to  Byfield  for  baptism.  Three 
of  his  sons,  and  possibly  four,  were  officers  in  the  Revolutionary  war. 
He  was  the  third  of  the  eight  sons  of  Eleazer®.  Numerous  Burbanks 
now  living  in  America  are  his  descendants.  The  writer  has  not  been 
able  to  trace  his  son  Eleazer,  although  there  is  some  proof  that  this 
son  left  descendants.

24.  Nathan^  Burbank  (Eleazer3(8),  Caleb^,  John^)  was  born 
in  Bradford,  Mass.,  Dec.  14,  1714;  died  after  1755  and  before  1758, 
as  he  was  not  living  March  20,  1758,  when  his  father  made  a  will ; 
married,  Oct.  18,  1742,  Abigail,  daughter  of  Edmund  and  Hannah 
(Dole)  Goodridge  of  Newbury,  Mass.  (She  was  born  Jan.  5,  1712 
and  married,  second,  April  9,  1771,  Capt.  Jacob  Morrill  of  Salisbury, 
Mass.,  who  died  March  23,  1788.  She  died  Dec.  29,  1797,  aged  85 
years.)  He  was  the  fourth  of  the  eight  sons  of  Eleazer®,  and  lived 
in  or  near  the  “  Byfield  Parish  ”  as  did  his  brother  Caleb,  but  whether 
in  the  town  of  Rowley  or  Newbury  is  not  certain.  Very  likely  he 
lived  first  in  Rowley  then  moved  across  the  line  into  Newbury,  all  the 
while  living  in  or  near  the  same  church  parish.  His  two  oldest  chil¬ 
dren  are  recorded  as  having  been  born  in  Rowley,  Mass.,  and  it  is 
known  that  the  youngest  child  was  born  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  although 
no  record  of  the  birth  is  found  there.  Also  the  births  of  his  children, 
except  that  of  his  son  John,  are  recorded  in  the  Newbury  vital  rec¬ 
ords,  and  the  date  of  John’s  birth  is  recorded  on  the  town  books  at 
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Freeman,  Maine.  The  proof  that  Nathan  and  Abigail  (Goodridge) 
Burbank  had  a  son  John  is  in  the  pension  application  of  John’s  widow. 

What  his  occupation  was  is  not  known,  and  there  was  no  adminis¬ 
tration  of  his  estate.  His  son  Josiah  may  have  died  young  as  no 
trace  of  him  is  found  after  much  search.  No  record  is  found  of  the 
marriage  of  his  daughters,  except  Abigail,  and  no  attempt  has  been 
made  to  trace  her  children,  so  the  only  living  descendants  found  are 
from  his  son  John. 

Information  received  since  the  above  was  written  proves  that 
Nathan  lived  in  Newbury  when  his  last  four  children  were  born.

Moses^  Burbank  (Eleazer3(8),  Caleb2,  JohiA) 
born  in  Bradford,  Mass.,  Feb.  6,  1716-17;  died  March  15,  1804;  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  Emery,  daughter  of  Edward  Emery  of  Contoocook  (now 
Boscawen),  N.  H.  He  lived  in  Boscawen,  N.  H.  He  was  a  pioneer 
settler  in  Boscawen,  and  without  doubt  lived  a  hard  and  interesting 
life.  It  is  stated  on  good  authority  that  he  settled  there  in  1733  at 
the  age  of  17  years.  In  the  History  of  Boscawen  the  name  “  Bur- 
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bank  ”  appears  on  the  records  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  selectmen 
from  1766  to  1872.  In  the  History  of  Boscawen  and  Webster  (Web¬ 
ster  was  once  a  part  of  Boscawen)  there  are  portraits  of  several 
Burbanks  —  fine  looking  men.  Also  considerable  about  individual 
members  of  the  family,  and  the  following  deposition  by  Capt.  Moses 
in  1792,  “33  settlers  came  to  'Contoocook,  to  begin,  as  it  were,  life 
anew  in  the  wilderness.”  They  came  from  Bradford,  Mass.,  and  the 
surrounding  towns.  The  History  states  that  Moses  Burbank,  Sr., 
was  at  the  siege  of  Boston.  Also  states  that  Moses  Burbank  resided 
on  Queen  street,  on  what  has  since  been  known  as  the  “  Clark  ” 
farm,  but  it  is  not  clear  whether  this  was  Moses,  Sr.,  or  Moses,  Jr. 
It  is  hard  to  distinguish  his  war  record  from  that  of  his  son  Moses, 
Jr.,  but  presumably  most  of  the  war  record  belongs  to  Moses,  Jr. 
His  title  indicates  that  he  was  an  officer  either  in  the  army  or  militia. 
Four  of  his  sons  served  in  the  Revolutionary  war. 

He  was  the  fifth  of  the  eight  sons  of  Eleazer^,  and  outlived  all  of 
his  brothers,  being  87  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Descendants  from 
each  of  his  six  sons  have  been  traced  down  to  the  ninth  generation. 
He  was  the  ancestor  of  Dr.  Charles  H.  Burbank  mentioned  in  the 
foreword.

He  responded  to  the  Lexington  Alarm, 
2nd  Bradford  Foot  Company,  April  19,  1775.  He  was  the  sixth  of 
the  eight  sons  of  Eleazer^,  and  outlived  all  of  his  brothers,  except 
his  brother  Moses.

27.  Abraham^  Burbank  (Eleazer®(8),  Caleb^,  John^)  born  in 
Bradford,  Mass.,  Nov.  19,  1727;  died  Sept.  9,  1775;  married  in 
Bradford,  April  25,  1753,  Abigail,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Rebecca 
(Chase)  Savory.  (She  died  Oct.  6,  1775  —  a  month  after  her  hus¬ 
band  died.)  He  was  a  cordwainer,  and  called  yeoman;  lived  in 
Bradford,  Mass.,  all  of  his  life.  Some  of  the  Massachusetts  records 
state  that  he  settled  in  Maine,  which  is  incorrect.  He  lived,  died,  and 
is  buried  in  Bradford.  A  copy  of  the  inscription  from  his  grave¬ 
stone  is  in  the  front  part  of  this  book.  His  only  son  also  lived  in 
Bradford  until  middle  life  when  he  removed  to  Maine.  He  was  the 
youngest  and  eighth  son  of  Eleazer^.  Some  genealogists  have  ex¬ 
pressed  a  doubt  that  Eleazer®  had  a  son  Abraham.  The  absolute 
proof  is  his  father’s  will  given  in  full.  His  estate  of  1080  pounds  17 
shillings  6  pence  appears  to  have  been  the  largest  of  any  of  the  seven 
brothers  who  grew  to  manhood,  although  he  died  in  his  48th  year. 
(One  of  the  brothers  died  young.)  He  had  two  children,  the  small¬ 
est  family  of  any  of  the  seven  brothers  —  small  as  compared  with 
his  oldest  brother,  Daniel,  who  had  nineteen. 

He  was  great  grandfather  of  Judge  Robert  I.  Burbank  of  Boston, 
the  law  partner  of  Daniel  Webster.

He  removed  to  Brownfield,  Maine,  in  about  1782  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  testimony  in  the  pension  application  of  the  widow  of 
his  son  Israel.  He  is  listed  in  the  census  of  1790  as  living  at  Brown¬ 
field.  The  date  of  his  death  is  not  known. 

It  has  been  very  difficult  to  work  out  the  Kennebunkport-Brown- 
field-Hiram  branch  of  the  family  owing  to  a  lack  of  vital  records.  A 
partial  list  of  his  children  has  been  found  through  deeds,  pension 
applications,  census  1790  and  1800,  war  records,  and  from  his 
descendants.

There  can  be  no  question  but  what  there  was  a  Benjamin 
Jr.  m  this  family.  In  the  census  in  1790  he  was  living  at 
Hiram,  Maine,  and  had  a  wife  and  two  children.  In  the 
same  census  Benjamin  Sr.  was  living  at  Brownfield, 
Maine.  This  places  the  two  Benjamins,  father  and  son, 
m  adjoining  towns.  It  is  not  known  how  long  he  lived  at 
Hiram  or  when  he  moved  away.  No  record  is  found  of 
his  marriage,  or  of  the  names  of  his  children.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  deeds  which  are  good  proof  of  his  identity  are  on 
record  in  York  county:

“  Bon  Homme  Richard.”  During  the  encounter  with  the  “  Serapis  ”, 
and  while  the  ship  was  sinking  he  released  the  prisoners,  and  was 
censured  by  Jones.

Enlisted  Nov.  1775  —  Capt.  Eliphalet  Daniel’s  Co.  (then  of  Ports¬ 
mouth,  Me.)  as  Sgt.  for  one  year,  and  then  supplied  a  substitute  and 
received  a  discharge.  Engaged  on  a  privateer  about  the  latter  part 
of  Nov.  1776  and  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  “Treasonable”  and  held 

Was  then  carried  to 
France  and  enlisted  on  the  Continental  ship  “  Goodman  Richard  ”, 
commanded  by  Paul  Jones,  and  served  about  2  years.  Reached  Phila¬ 
delphia  about  1781  and  was  discharged.  They  took  the  “  Serapis 
during  the  time. 

In  1829.  He  reported  that  he  had  the  under  half  of  140  acres  in 
Lyman.  Occupation,  farming.  Family  —  wife  Anna,  aged  77  years. 
(Application  rejected  on  the  score  of  property.) 

7,  1832.  Applied  under  the  new  Act,  and  was  enrolled. 

A  letter  concerning  the  application  of  Burbank  —  relates  that  he 
was  Sgt.-at-arms  of  the  “  Bon  Homme  Richard  ”.

married,  when  a  bachelor  of  mature  years,  widow  Ruth  (Felch)  Fos¬ 
ter.  (She  died  June  5,  1835,  aged  82  years.  The  Felchs  were  de¬ 
scended  from  a  royal  family  of  Wales.)  When  he  was  a  child  his 
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father  moved  to  Sutton,  Mass.  He  was  executor  of  his  father’s  will. 
It  appears  that  he  settled  first  at  Royalston,  Mass.,  then  moved  to- 
Harvard,  Mass.,  and  before  1800  moved  to  North  Lancaster,  Mass., 
where  he  settled  on  a  farm  containing  much  clay  which  he  manufac¬ 
tured  into  pottery  and  brick.  Later  the  brick-yard  was  owned  and 
worked  by  his  sons  for  many  years.  When  he  lived  in  Harvard  he 
was  a  paper-maker,  and  owned  a  paper  mill.  He  was  a  quiet,  peace- 
loving  and  determined  man.  It  appears  by  his  will  that  in  addition  to 
his  other  trades  he  was  a  shoemaker. 

Copy  of  will :  In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Nathaniel  Burbank 
of  Lancaster,  being  weak  in  Body,  but  of  sound  mind  and  memory. 
Blessed  be  God  for  the  Same,  do  this  twentieth  day  of  February  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen  make  and  publish  this 
my  last  will  and  testament,  that  is  to  say,  —  I  give  to  my  loving  wife 
Ruth  Burbank  the  use  of  one  good  Cow  to  be  kept  summer  and  winter, 
also  eighty  weight  of  Beef  yearly,  and  seventy  weight  of  Pork,  and 
nine  bushels  of  corn,  and  six  bushels  of  rye,  one  bushel  and  a  half  of 
wheat,  and  all  kinds  of  summer  and  winter  sauce  sufficient  for  her 
use,  and  also  the  use  of  one-third  of  my  Dwelling  during  her  natural 
life,  the  said  third  to  be  chosen  by  her,  and  also  a  sufficiency  of  good 
fire  wood  cut  fit  for  the  fire  at  the  door,  and  a  Horse  and  Carriage 
for  her  use,  and  also  a  good  Doctor  procured  for  her  when  necessary 
and  Paid,  and  all  her  grain  carried  to  the  Mill  and  the  meal  returned 
to  her,  and  also  to  be  comfortably  Clothed:  —  and  also  to  have  the  use 
of  all  my  household  furniture  during  her  natural  life  and  at  her  de¬ 
cease  the  said  furniture  is  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  two- 
daughters  Mehitabel  Barrett  and  Lucy  Ball. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  Beloved  son,  Daniel  Burbank,  the  use  of  my 
shoe  makers  shop  to  work  in  whenever  he  pleases  and  an  equal  right 
to  work  in  my  Brick  yard  for  his  own  emolument  with  my  two  sons 
hereafter  named  and  to  pass  and  repass  to  and  from  the  same,  and 
also  one  acre  of  land  where  the  old  barn  used  to  stand  at  the  road 
leading  to  Harvard  and  bounding  on  land  belonging  to  the  Heirs  of 
Timothy  Lewis,  deceased. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  beloved  son  Nathaniel  Burbank  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  to  be  well  -and  truly  paid  to  him  by  my  executors  after 
my  decease. 

Item.  I  give  to  my  beloved  sons  Samuel  Walton  Burbank  and 
Aaron  Burbank  all  my  lands  and  buildings  and  stock  and  farming 
tools  not  before  disposed  of  in  this  my  will,  whatsoever  whereof  I 
shall  die  seized  in  possession  of,  by  their  well  and  truly  paying  all  my 
just  Debts  and  funeral  expenses. 

Item.  I  make  and  ordain  them  to  be  executors  of  this  my  last  will 
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and  testament.  In  witness  whereof,  I  the  said  Nathaniel  Burbank 
have  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament  set  my  hand  and  seal  this 
twentieth  day  of  February  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighteen. 

Signed,  sealed  and  published  and  declared  by  said  Nathaniel  Bur- 
Lank  as,  and  for  his  last  will  and  testament  in  the  presence  of  us  who 
at  his  request  in  his  presence  and  in  presence  of  each  other  have 
subscribed  our  names  as  witnesses  thereto.

Eleazer®  Burbank  (DanieP(21),  Eleazer®,  Caleb®,  Johni), 
twin,  born  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  Sept.  27,  1757;  died  Nov.  8,  1839;  mar¬ 
ried  at  Bethel,  Vt.,  May  29,  1787,  Elizabeth  Copeland  (she  was  living 
Apr.  12,  1855  at  Bethel,  Vt.,  aged  87,  when  she  applied  for  Bounty 
Land).  His  pension  application  states,  “Lived  in  Royalston,  Mass., 
when  the  war  closed.  Moved  to  Bethel,  Vt.,  about  1787.”  He  lived  on 
a  farm  near  Bethel,  Vt.  In  the  pension  application  of  his  widow  the 
Bible  record  is  given  of  the  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  nine  of  their 
•children.  In  the  Bethel  town  records  is  found  date  of  birth  of  twin 
sons  who  died  in  infancy.  He  was  the  fifteenth  in  a  family  of  nine¬ 
teen  children. 

Eleazer  Burbank  applied  for  pension  Aug.  10,  1832,  Windsor  Co., 
Vt.  Enlisted  at  Sutton,  Mass.,  June  1776,  Capt.  Bartamy  Woodbury, 
Lt.  Samuel  Small,  Col.  Jonathan  Holman,  Lt.  Col.  Rice,  Major  Leak 
were  the  Field  Officers.  Served  5  months.  In  Battle  of  White 
Plains.  Enlisted  July  1777,  Sutton,  Capt.  Woodbury,  Col.  John 
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Cushing.  Reached  Bennington  just  after  the  battle.  In  battle  of 
Ticonderoga  when  400  prisoners  were  taken.  Enlisted  early  Aug. 
1781  for  3  mos.,  Capt.  Jonathan  Sibley. 

The  writer  discovered  Burbanks  living  in  Nebraska  whose  line 
traced  back  to  the  subject  of  this  sketch  through  his  son  Isaac.

53.  Abner®  Burbank  (Eleazer4(22),  Eleazer®,  Caleb®,  Johni) 
was  born  in  or  near  Rowley,  Mass.,  Feb.  19,  1736-7;  died  in  about 
1813  at  the  home  of  his  son  Jonathan  in  Tuftonboro,  N.  H.;  married 
April  17,  1759,  Elizabeth  Hale.  He  was  a  carpenter,  and  lived  in 
Bradford  and  Rowley,  Mass.,  moved  to  New  Hampshire  and  lived  at 
Kingston  and  Brentwood  until  1792  when  he  removed  to  Newfield, 
Maine.  He  had  charge  of  building  the  first  Congregational  church  in 
Newfield. 

In  a  deed  dated  1773  “  Abner  Burbank  of  Rowley,  a  joiner,  and  wife 
Elizabeth  sell  land  and  buildings  in  the  west  parish.”  The  West 
Parish  of  Rowley  is  now  called  Georgetown,  and  that  was  where  his 
father  lived  for  some  time  “  in  an  old  house  in  the  center  of  George¬ 
town.” 

He  and  his  son  Hale  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  His  name 
appears  on  the  muster  roll  of  Capt.  Nathan  Sanborn’s  company  in 
1776  as  a  private  from  Brentwood,  New  Hampshire.  In  1777  he  was 
corporal.

54.  David®  Burbank  (Eleazer‘‘(22),  Eleazer®,  Caleb®,  Johni) 
was  born  in  Rowley,  Mass.,  Aug.  13,  1750;  died  1840;  married,  Dec. 
30,  1775,  Hannah  Johnson,  of  Brentwood,  N.  H.  (she  was  born  Nov. 
2,  1746).  He  was  a  joiner,  and  lived  at  Brentwood  for  a  time,  then 
removed  to  Deerfield,  New  Hampshire.  He  was  a  Revolutionary 
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soldier.  Pension  application.  Nov.  2,  1832,  David  Burbank  of 
Deerfield,  N.  H.,  aged  82  years,  desposed: 

That  he  enlisted  April  or  May  1775  in  Brentwood,  N.  H.,  under 
Capt.  Philip  Tilton;  Col.  Enoch  Poor,  for  eight  months;  served 
seven  months  at  Winter  Hill,  Mass.,  when  he  was  discharged  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  health. 

That  he  was  born  in  Rowley,  Mass.,  in  1750;  lived  in  Brentwood 
during  the  Revolution,  and  for  thirteen  years  afterwards,  then  moved 
to  Deerfield  where  he  has  continued  to  reside. 

(Signed)  David  Burbank. 

Sept.  15,  1832,  Jacob  Webster  of  Kingston,  N.  H.,  aged  87  years, 
testified  that  he  was  a  lieutenant  in  Capt.  Philip  Tilton’s  company  in 
1775 ;  served  at  Winter  Hill,  Mass.,  but  taken  sick  after  being  there 
three  or  four  months  and  was  discharged,  leaving  Burbank  still  in  the 
service.

55.  Samuel®  Burbank  (Eleazer^ (22),  Eleazer®,  Caleb®,  John^) 
born  in  Bradford  or  Rowley,  Mass.,  probably  before  1750;  died  Feb. 
4,  1777.  Gage’s  History  of  Rowley  says  “  on  his  return  from  the 
army,  died  of  small  pox  in  the  pest  house.”  He  married  Mehitable 
Ruhamah,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Priscilla  (Todd)  Foster  of 
Topsfield  or  Rowley,  Mass.  (She  outlived  her  husband  by  67  years, 
died  March  10,  1844,  aged  98  years  11  months  20  days.  She  was  the 
great-granddaughter  of  Lydia®  (Burbank)  Foster  of  Ipswich,  Mass., 
and  a  third  cousin  to  her  husband.)  He  lived  in  the  West  Parish  of 
Rowley,  now  Georgetown,  Mass.,  where  he  built  a  house  in  1769  on 
land  he  bought  of  his  father,  and  for  many  years  his  widow  occupied 
a  part  of  the  house  as  her  right  of  dower. 

The  widow  applied  for  pension  Jan.  16,  1838,  at  the  age  of  “  92 
and  upwards.”  Was  resident  of  Bradford,  Essex  Co.,  Mass.  She 
sent  five  letters  written  by  her  husband  during  his  terms  of  service, 
and  two  orders.  She  and  Samuel  were  married  at  Rowley,  March  29, 
1770.  Two  children  were  born ;  both  died  prior  to  Jan.  1838.  Samuel 
("late  of  Rowley”)  served  2  months  in  1775.  Served  in  1776,  Col. 
Laomi  Baldwin  Co.  1  year.  Died  with  small  pox  during  a  visit 
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■home,  Jan.  1777.  Samuel  was  appointed  Sergeant  by  Laomi  Baldwin.

1769  then  moved  to  Campton,  N.  H.  He  was  also  called  “  Captain  ”. 
His  name  appears  as  first  selectman.  He  was  a  pioneer  settler  in  the 
hilly  town  of  Campton.  When  he  lived  in  Newbury  he  was  a  ship- 
carpenter,  as  was  his  brother  Silas  who  settled  in  Maine.  In  1760, 
he  was  administrator  of  his  father’s  estate. 

One  statement  says  he  built  the  first  log  house  in  Campton,  but  it 
is  doubtful  if  this  is  true,  as  there  appears  to  have  been  a  few  families 
living  in  the  town  when  he  moved  his  family  there;  however,  he  may 
have  gone  there  earlier  and  built  the  first  house  either  for  himself  or 
someone  else. 

New  Hampshire  Revolutionary  War  Rolls,  V.  2:  p,  381:  Gershom 
Burbank  appears  as  1st  Lieut,  on  the  pay  roll  of  Capt.  John  Willough¬ 
by  s  company  of  Volunteers  in  Col.  Chase’s  regiment,  which  company 
marched  from  Plymouth  and  the  towns  adjacent  in  Sept.  1777,  to  the 
assistance  of  the  Northern  Army.  He  was  of  Campton.  Entry  Sept. 
25,  1777 ;  discharged  Oct.  28,  1777.  P.  385.  His  name  appears  on 
the  officer’s  Ration  Roll  with  the  same  rank.  Amount  of  wages,  9 
pounds  3  shillings  8  pence.  Time  of  service,  1  month  4  days. 

His  ten  children  all  lived  to  have  families.  He  was  the  great 
grandfather  of  Gov.  Cheney  of  New  Hampshire,  and  of  Rev.  Orin 
Burbank  Cheney,  President  of  Bates  College.  The  records  of  two  of 
his  brothers  which  follow  are  interesting.  These  brothers  lived  in  a 
stirring  generation  —  and  proved  equal  to  the  demands  made  on  them.

57.  Capt.  Abijah®  Burbank  (Caleb^(23),  Eleazer®,  Caleb®, 
Johni)  born  in  Bradford,  Mass.,  March  26,  1736;  died  Sept.  26, 
1813;  married,  first,  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  Sept.  4,  1760,  Mary,  daughter 
of  Henry  and  Abigail  (Chadwick)  Spring  (she  was  born  Mar.  22, 
1741 ;  died  Sept.  26,  1786,  soon  after  the  birth  of  her  sixteenth  child)  ; 
married,  second,  Feb.  21,  1788,  Mary,  daughter  of  Dr.  Ebenezer  and 
Mary  (Stowe)  Pierce  (she  was  born  Feb.  4,  1744;  died  Feb.  5,  1823). 
He  was  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  in  1761,  and  settled  on  “  Burbank  Hill  ”  in 
Bramanville  —  also  called  Burbankville  —  one  of  the  beautiful  eleva¬ 
tions  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Millbury.  At  the  request  of  the 
voters  of  the  town  he  built  in  1775-6  the  fifth  paper-mill  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  mill  was  built  on  a  small  stream  at  the  outlet  of 
Crooked  lake  in  the  town  of  Sutton,  later  set-off  as  Millbury.  It  is 
not  known  where  or  how  he  learned  the  paper  manufacturing  business. 
It  was  difficult  to  get  skilled  paper-makers  at  that  period.  Rags  were 
used.  The  rags  were  cut  up  on  a  sc3rthe  fixed  in  a  post.  Five  men 
and  ten  or  twelve  girls  made  the  required  quota  of  help.  He  also 
published  school  books.  He  continued  in  the  paper  business  for  seven 
years,  and  then  sold  to  his  two  oldest  sons  in  1783'  the  paper  mill  and 
most  of  ihis  land  in  Sutton  for  600  pounds.  After  the  sale  of  the  mill, 
and  probably  before  1787,  he  went  to  Vermont  and  established  a  paper- 
mill  on  the  Sharon  river,  near  South  Royalton.  The  second  mill  was 
eventually  sold  to  his  fourth  son  Abijah,  Jr.  It  is  said  (1925)  “The 
old  logs  of  the  foundation  are  still  to  be  seen  and  the  dam  for  the  mill- 
race  still  in  evidence.”  In  the  census  of  1790  he  is  recorded  as  living 
at  Royalton,  Vt.  He  and  his  wife  may  have  returned  to  Sutton  late 
in  life  and  died  there. 

At  or  previous  to  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War  he  ran  a  full¬ 
ing-mill  for  dressing  home-made  cloth.  He  also  built  a  powder-mill 
and  furnished  powder  to  the  government. 

War  record:  “Abijah  Burbank,  Sutton,  Captain  in  5th  Worcester 
Co.,  regt.,  commissioned  1776;  discharged  1780.” 
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His  oldest  son,  Caleb,  who  afterwards  was  a  Major-General  in  the 
regular  army,  served  in  his  company.  His  second  son  served  in  the 
war  in  1780  at  West  Point. 

The  records  of  ihis  numerous  descendants  would  fill  a  book  if  they 
were  all  worked  out  and  collected.

58.  Capt.  Silas®  Burbank  (Calebs  (23),  Eleazer®,  Calebz, 
Johni)  was  born  in  Bradford  or  Newbury,  Mass.,  1738;  bapt.  at  By¬ 
field  parish  in  the  town  of  Rowley,  Mass.,  July  29,  1739;  died  Sept. 
14,  1814,  at  the  home  of  his  son  Samuel  in  Parsonsfield,  Maine;  mar¬ 
ried  Hannah,  daughter  of  Samuel  Baird,  of  Scarborough,  Maine.  He 
settled  in  Falmouth,  Maine,  then  removed  to  Scarborough  prior  to 
1763  as  it  says,  “  he  and  wife  owned  ye  covenant  there  19  June  1763.” 
He  was  a  carpenter  and  cabinet-maker;  also  worked  finishing  the 
cabins  of  fine  ships. 

He  entered  the  army  a  2nd  lieutenant,  marching  from  Scarborough 
July  4,  1775,  with  his  two  sons  as  musicians,  one  at  the  age  of  11  years 
and  the  other  13  years. 

Silas  Burbank,  Scarborough,  1st  Lieu.,  Capt.  John  Rice’s  company; 
also  Captain  in  various  regiments;  a  long  military  service  in  several 
places  1775  to  1780.  (From  Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors). 

When  he  went  to  Scarborough  he  bought  out  the  heirs  of  Samuel 
Baird.  Some  of  his  descendants  became  millionaires.

59.  David®  Burbank  (Caleb^(23),  Eleazer®,  Caleb®,  John^) 
was  bom  in  Newbury,  Mass.;  bapt.  Feb.  13,  1742-3,  at  the  Byfield 

parish  in  the  town  of  Rowley,  Mass.;  died - ;  married  Nov.  16, 

1784,  Ruth,  daughter  of  Oliver  and  Betsey  Tenney,  of  Byfield  (she 
was  born  Nov.  12,  1763  and  died  at  Salem,  Mass.,  July  6,  1848).  He 
was  about  eighteen  years  old  when  his  father  died.  His  uncle,  Nathan 
Wheeler,  was  appointed  his  guardian  in  1761.  He  was  a  carriage- 
maker.  Probably  lived  in  Rowley  a  few  years  after  his  marriage  as 
he  appears  to  be  the  David  given  in  the  census  of  1790.  Moved  to 
Newburyport,  Mass.,  soon  after  1790  as  the  births  of  his  last  nine  chil¬ 
dren  are  recorded  there.  He  was  twenty  years  older  than  his  wife 
and  was  sixty-five  when  his  last  child  was  born.

60.  John®  Burbank  (Nathan4(24),  Eleazer®,  Caleb2,  Johni) 
born  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  Nov.  13,  1755  —  birth  date  recorded  in  the 
Freeman,  Maine,  town  books  which  also  corresponds  to  the  age 
given  in  his  war  record;  died  in  Freeman,  Maine,  Dec.  23,  1831  — 
his  age  on  the  gravestone  is  given  77  years  instead  of  76.  A  long, 
difficult,  and  discouraging  search  was  made  to  find  who  his  father 
was.  The  name  of  ihis  father,  mother,  and  place  of  his  birth,  was 
finally  found  on  file  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  a  pension  application 
made  by  his  widow  in  1849,  eighteen  years  after  his  death.  His  father 
died  when  or  before  he  was  two  years  old.  He  may  have  been  a  post¬ 
humous  child.  In  case  his  father  having  died  before  his  birth  may 
account  for  his  birth  not  being  recorded  in  Newbury  as  were  the 
births  of  his  brother  and  sisters. 

He  was  brought  up  in  the  family  of  William  Grant  of  Newbury, 
Mass.  When  he  was  16  years  old  Mr.  Grant  willed  him  all  of  his 
property  on  the  condition  that  he  leave  heirs.  If  he  left  no  heir  then 
the  Grant  property  was  to  go  to  a  nephew  in  Yarmouth,  Maine. 
(John  saw  to  it  that  he  left  heirs  —  it  appears  that  he  did  not  marry 
at  either  time  until  he  knew  there  was  to  be  an  heir.  He  left  57 
grandchildren  by  his  second  marriage  and  half  as  many  by  his  first 
marriage.)  When  he  was  20  he  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 
When  he  was  22  he  married  Mary  Johnson,  daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  Johnson  of  Rowley,  Mass.  The  intentions  are  recorded  in 
Rowley,  April  5,  1777;  married  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  April  22,  1777. 
He  settled  in  Newbury.  When  he  was  25  he  served  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War.  When  he  was  30  he  received  by  will  the  property  of 
William  Grant  — both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grant  being  dead.  When  he 
was  32  he  left  his  family  —  wife  and  five  children  —  and  went  to 
Yarmouth,  Maine,  and  married,  July  23,  1787,  Dorcas  Welch,  the 
illegitimate  daughter  of  Joshua  Brown  and  Mary  Welch.  (See 
Welch  family.)  The  marriage  is  on  the  North  Yarmouth  records 
—  she  lived  in  the  part  of  the  town  that  was  set  off  in  1789  as  Free¬ 
port.  He  lived  at  Freeport  sixteen  years,  and  was  a  mariner  with 
the  title  of  “  Captain  ”.  After  he  had  lived  in  Freeport  eight  years 
he  sold  land  in  Newbury  as  per  deed  on  record  at  Salem,  Mass.,  and 
in  the  deed  he  called  himself  “of  Freeport”  and  “mariner”.  Two 
years  later  or  in  1797  his  first  wife,  Mary  Johnson,  appears  and 
claims  a  third  in  the  land  sold  in  Newbury  in  1796,  and  after  her 
claim  is  satisfied  she  gives  a  re-lease  deed  in  which  she  called  John 
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Burbank  “my  husband  late  of  Newbury”.  (Deeds  and  will  given 
below.) 

The  Grant  will,  the  John  Burbank  deed,  and  Mary  (Johnson)  Bur¬ 
bank  re-lease  deed  are  the  complete  and  absolute  proof  of  his  identity. 
Had  it  not  been  for  this  documentary  evidence  the  fact  that  his  first 
wife  was  living  and  not  divorced  ten  years  after  he  married  Dorcas 
Welch  would  never  have  been  known  to  the  present  generation. 
The  descendants  of  Dorcas  Welch  knew  by  tradition  that  there 
was  a  first  family  —  had  heard  of  two  half-brothers.  The  second 
marriage  was  illegal,  yet  the  widow  was  granted  a  pension  at  the  age 
of  82.  If  his  widow  had  not  applied  for  a  pension  and  given  just  the 
information  she  did  the  name  of  John’s  father  would  never  have  been 
known.  It  is  unusual  to  find  in  pension  applications  the  names  of  the 
soldier’s  parents.  (William  Grant’s  wife  was  Sarah  Goodridge,  a 
sister  to  John  Burbank’s  mother.) 

When  he  was  48  he  moved  from  Freeport  to  Freeman,  Maine,  and 
was  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  first,  to  settle  in  the  east  part  of  the 
town.  He  built  (rolled-up)  a  log  house,  cleared  a  farm  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  planted  a  big  orchard  of  several  acres.  A  few  of  these  apple 
trees  —  half-dead  —  are  still  standing  (1926)  in  the  forest  that  now 
covers  the  farm.  The  highway  that  ran  past  the  house  has  long  been 
discontinued,  and  trees  twenty,  feet  high  are  growing  in  the  road-bed. 
In  the  dooryard  the  old  cellar  and  well  remain  to  silently  tell  the 
story.  As  ihis  sons  grew  to  manhood  the  farm  was  divided  —  a  son 
settling  on  each  side  of  him.  The  Somerset  County  deeds  show  seven 
conveyances  to  him  of  land  in  Freeman  between  1813  and  1828  —  six 
were  by  tax  deeds.  The  note  he  wrote  and  signed  at  the  time  he 
bought  the  first  land  in  Freeman  township  is  in  possession  of  the 
author,  having  been  kept  by  his  son,  B.  Moody  Burbank,  until  1876, 
by  ihis  grandson,  Benjamin  B.  Burbank,  until  1915,  and  by  his  great- 
granddaughter,  Julia  (Burbank)  Whitney,  until  1925.  The  note 
reads  as  follows : 

Portland  December  9  1802 

For  value  received,  I  John  Burbank  of  New  Falmouth  one  of  the 
two  Townships  granted  to  the  sufferen  of  Portland  —  do  hereby 
promise  to  pay  to  the  Proprietors  of  said  Township  or  their  order 
the  Sum  of  One  hundred  and  eighteen  Dollars  and  thirty  six  Cents  on 
or  before  the  third  day  of  August  next 

Test  Sam  D  Freeman  (Signed)  John  Burbank 

The  Samuel  D.  Freeman  who  witnessed  the  note  was  a  lawyer  of 
Portland,  Maine,  and  one  of  the  principal  owners  of  Freeman  town¬ 
ship.  On  the  back  of  the  note  there  are  thirteen  endorsements  —  the 
last  one  reads ;  “  7  March  1820  Rec’d  twenty  four  dollar  of  the  within 
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by  hand  of  Benj  M  Burbank  ”  When  the  note  was  paid  in  full  and 
taken  up  is  not  known,  but  probably  not  far  from  twenty  years  after 
the  date  of  the  note. 

His  papers  show  that  business  transactions  of  all  kinds  were  often 
paid  for  in  wheat  during  the  early  pioneer  period. 

In  1808,  when  John  Burbank  was  53  years  old.  Freeman  was  in¬ 
corporated  into  a  town,  and  he  was  elected  chairman  of  the  first 
board  of  selectmen.  He  continued  to  serve  as  a  town  officer  in  some 
capacity  for  twenty  years. 

The  last  instance  in  the  closing  chapter  of  his  life  appears  to  have 
been  the  visit  of  the  two  sons  wihom  he  had  forsaken  in  childhood. 

He  was  buried  in  the  family  lot  of  one  of  his  sons  in  Tuttle  Corner 
Cemetery,  while  his  second  wife,  Dorcas  Welch,  is  buried  in  the  fam¬ 
ily  lot  of  another  son  in  the  Nile  Cemetery,  a  mile  or  less  from  the 
first  named  cemetery. 

In  all  references  to  him  by  his  Freeman  neighbors  he  was  called 
“  Capt.  Burbank  ”,  and  was  spoken  of  as  a  prominent,  enterprising, 
and  worthy  citizen. 

If  Joihn  Burbank  had  not  lived  his  life  —  whether  right  or  wrong 
— 'just  as  he  did  there  would  not  have  been  any  Freeman  (Maine) 
branch  of  the  Burbank  family,  and  this  book  would  never  have  been 
written. 

A  search  extending  over  a  period  of  three  years  was  made  before 
any  of  the  living  descendants  of  his  first  family  were  found.  He  left 
able  descendants  from  both  families.  A  great-grandson  by  his  mar¬ 
riage  to  Dorcas  Welch  left  an  estate  of  five  and  a  half  million 
dollars.  From  his  marriage  to  Mary  Johnson  came  ministers,  college 
professors,  publishers,  business  men.

14  days;  com¬ 
pany  return  (probably  Oct.  1775);  age  20  yrs.;  order  for  bounty 
coat  or  its  equivalent  in  money  dated  Prospect  Hill,  Nov.  21,  1775; 
descriptive  list  of  men  raised  to  reinforce  Continental  Army  for  the 
term  of  6  months,  agreeable  to  resolve  of  June  6,  1780;  age,  25  yrs.; 
stature,  5  ft.  11  in.;  complexion,  dark;  residence,  Newbury;  arrived 
at  Springfield  July  8,  1780,  under  command  of  Ebenezer  Kent,  Esq.; 
list  of  men  released  for  the  6  months  service  and  returned  by  Brig. 
Gen.  Paterson  as  having  passed  muster  in  a  return  dated  Camp  Toto- 
way,  Oct.  25,  1780;  pay  roll  for  6  months  men  raised  by  the  town  of 
Newbury  for  service  in  the  Continental  Army  during  1780;  marched 
July  3,  1780;  discharged  Jan.  8,  1781;  service,  6  mos.  17  days;  re¬ 
ported. 
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Pension  application  of  Dorcas  (Welch)  Burbank: 

John  Burbank,  born  about  1755;  Newberry,  Mass.;  died  Dec.  28, 
1831,  Freeman,  Maine. 

Married  July  28,  1787,  at  North  Yarmouth,  later  Freeport,  Maine, 
Dorcas  Welch  born  at  N.  Yarmouth  about  1767. 

Oct.  5,  1849,  Franklin  Co.,  Me.  Dorcas  Burbank,  widow  of  John, 
applied  for  pension  on  account  of  his  service  during  the  Rev.  War. 
She  was  82  years  of  age.  A  copy  of  the  marriage  record  from  Port¬ 
land,  Cumberland  Co.,  was  presented. 

The  widow  stated  that  John  Burbank  enlisted  in  1775,  and  served  8 
months  in  that  year.  She  had  heard  him  say  that  he  also  drove  an 
ammunition  wagon  and  was  attached  to  Jackson’s  Regiment,  8  or  9 
months.  After  the  war  he  moved  to  Freeport,  then  a  part  of  North 
Yarmouth,  and  they  were  married.  About  “  forty  years  ago  ”  they 
removed  to  Freeman. 

Jan.  19,  1850,  Dorcas  explained  her  delay  in  applying  for  a  pension 
as  due  to  ignorance  of  the  mode  of  procedure  and  having  no  one  near 
to  attend  to  the  business.  Her  son  Jesse  had  lately  received  a  circular 
from  Jacob  Herrick,  Esq.,  of  Lewiston  Falls,  etc.  “  My  husband  was 
about  twelve  years  older  than  myself.”  “  He  was  about  six  feet  in 
height.” 

Jesse  Burbank  said  that  his  father  was  “  a  little  short  of  six  feet.” 
Both  Dorcas  and  Jesse  refer  to  the  date  of  death  as  a  grave  stone 
record;  the  stone  was  erected  at  the  time  of  John  Burbank’s  death. 

Essex  Co.,  Mass.  Feb.  7,  1850.  Thomas  H.  Moody,  age  68  years, 
a  native  and  resident  of  Newbury,  deposed  that  he  was  well  acquainted 
with  John  Burbank,  wiho  was  a  son  of  Nathan  and  Abigail  Burbank 
of  Rowley.  After  the  death  of  his  father,  John  moved  to  Newbury 
and  lived  with  his  uncle  William  Grant  until  he  enlisted,  and  as  late  as 
1785  John  was  the  only  Burbank  in  the  town,  and  was  the  brother  of 
Abigail  Moody,  mother  of  Thomas  H.,  who  deposed. 

Joshua  Coffin,  of  Newbury,  aged  57  years,  deposed  that  many  years 
ago  he  had  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  town  records  for 
,  the  purpose  of  compiling  a  Town  History  which  was  published  in 
1845.  He  later  examined  them  preparatory  to  making  this  deposition. 
From  the  settlement  of  the  town  in  1635  to  the  year  1800  only  two 
persons  named  BURBANK  appear  in  the  records.  These  were  the 
intention  of  Marriage  of  Benjamin  Burbank  to  a  native  of  the  town, 
in  1781,  and  John  Burbank  found  on  the  Selectmen’s  Books. 

Mar.  11,  1780;  to  John  Burbank  for  the  War  43  pounds  6  shillings 
8  pence.  Coffin  feels  positive  that  no  other  John  Burbank  ever  re¬ 
sided  in  the  town  of  Newbury. 

Stephen  Kent,  aged  87  years,  a  native  of  Newbury,  deposed  that  he 
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was  well  acquainted  with  John  Burbank  who  lived  with  his  uncle 
William  Grant.  A  few  years  after  the  uncle’s  death  in  1780,  John 
moved  to  Yarmouth,  Me. 

Aaron  Rogers,  aged  88  years,  a  native  of  Newbury,  knew  John 
Burbank  from  the  time  Rogers  was  8  or  10  years  old,  until  Burbank 
left  Newbury.  “  I  think  he  was  at  New  York  in  service  at  the  same 
time  Oliver  Martin,  Jonathan  Martin,  James  Martin  and  myself;  not 
in  the  same  Reg’t  perhaps,”  etc.

Mary  Bailey  of  Freeport,  aged  84,  wife  of  Seth;  and  old  friend  of 
Dorcas  Burbank. 

Simeon  Putnam  of  Freeman,  aged  66;  knew  John  Burbank. 
Watched  with  him  the  night  before  death ;  lived  near  the  burying 
ground  and  attended  the  funeral.  “  Have  this  day  seen  the  tomb¬ 
stone.”  “  Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Joihn  Burbank  who  departed  this 
life  December  23d  1831  aet  77  years.”  Knew  Mrs.  Dorcas  Burbank 
*  *  *  now  living  with  her  children  in  this  place.

Marched 
in  August  to  Plattsburg;  in  April  1813,  marched  with  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  recruits,  first  to  Greenbush,  N.  Y.,  and  then  to  Sackett’s  Harbor, 
arriving  just  in  time  to  assist  in  repelling  the  attack  of  Sir  George 
Provest,  on  the  29th  of  May.  He  moved  with  the  army  under  Gen¬ 
eral  Wilkinson  down  the  St.  Lawrence  in  Nov.  1813,  and  was  in 
action  at  Cristler’s  field  on  the  11th  of  that  month,  and  at  the  more 
sanguinary  battle  of  Niagara  on  the  25th.  Being  in  Miller’s  regi¬ 
ment,  he  was  one  of  the  gallant  spirits,  who  stormed  the  enemy’s  bat¬ 
tery  which  commanded  the  field,  and  thus  turned  the  fortune  of  the 
desperate  struggle.  In  this  memorable  charge  made  so  by  the  daring 
of  the  regiment.”

99.  Israel®  Burbank  (Benjamin® (43),  John^,  Caleb®,  Caleb®, 
Johni)  born  in  Arundel,  now  Kennebunkport,  Maine,  between  1750 
and  1755 ;  died  Sept.  9,  1836 ;  married  Dec.  16,  1776,  Ruth  Merrill  of 
Kennebunkport.  The  census  of  1790  gives  him  as  living  in  Brown¬ 
field,  Maine,  with  a  wife  and  five  children  —  two  sons  and  three 
daughters.  In  the  census  of  1800  he  was  living  in  Brownfield  with  a 
wife  and  five  children  —  one  son  and  four  daughters,  and  his  age  was 
given  as  over  forty-five  years.  (In  the  census  of  1810  many  of  the 
Oxford  county  towns  are  missing  from  the  files  at  Washington.) 

Soon  after  1800  he  may  have  moved  to  the  adjoining  town  of 
Hiram,  Maine,  as  one  record  states,  "  Israel  Burbank  was  the  first 
Postmaster  of  Hiram.”  The  first  postmaster  of  Hiram  was  commis¬ 
sioned  Dec.  14,  1803.  The  first  postmaster  may  have  been  Israel 
Burbank,  Jr.  (A  History  of  Oxford  County  says  that  the  first  post¬ 
master  was  Israel  Burbank,  son  of  John  Burbank  of  Hiram.  John 
Burbank  lived  in  Hiram  and  had  a  family  but  there  is  no  proof  or 
evidence  that  he  ever  had  a  son  Israel,  except  the  statement  of  the 
historian.)  The  following  deed  just  found  shows  that  instead  of  his 
moving  to  Hiram  that  wben  the  town  of  Hiram  was  incorporated  it 
took  in  the  part  of  Brownfield  where  he  lived.  He  lived  first  in 
Brownfield  then  in  Hiram  without  moving  off  his  farm  —  the  town 
of  Hiram  moved  to  him. 

Deed  of  Henry  Young  Brown  of  Brownfield  to  Israel  Burbank, 
yeoman,  of  Brownfield,  dated  June  20,  1791 —  “  the  Southwardly  half 
of  a  Tract  of  land  in  Brownfield  where  he  now  lives  being  in  the 
whole  Tract  Two  hundred  and  Twenty  Seven  acres.  ****** 
The  Northwardly  half  of  said  Tract  belongeth  to  John  and  Stephen 
Burbank.” 

Israel  Burbank  gave  a  mortgage  of  same  premises  to  John  Hancock 
of  Boston,  No  wife  is  mentioned.

Pension  application  of  his  widow : 

“Israel  Burbank  died  Sept.  9,  1836,  after  an  illness  of  several 
years.  Had  a  ‘  shock  of  palsy  ’  two  or  three  years  before  death  and 
was  unable  to  speak.  He  had  lived  with  Peleg  Wadsworth,  2d  (born 
about  1791)  and  family  for  17  years.  Served  4  months  in  Capt.  John 
Elder’s  company,  1776.  Also,  4  months,  Capt.  Joshua  Nason,  Col. 
Stover’s  Regt.  when  Burgoyne  was  taken. 

“Ruth  Burbank  (his  widow)  died  April  4,  1843,  aged  90,  leaving 
three  surviving  children,  Asa  &  Israel  Burbank  and  Dorothy  Swett 
of  Portland,  Maine,  called  Dolly  (born  1794-5). 

» 1842  —  Deposition  of  Jacob  Merrill,  Gentleman,  of  Kennebunk- 
port,  83  years  of  age.  Served  with  Israel  Burbank  in  Capt.  Elder  s 
company  and  in  Capt.  Nason’s  company.  '  The  Burbanks  moved  to 
Hiram  about  60  years  ago.’

up;  had  eight  sons;  his  daughter  was  the  mother  of 
Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow.) 

Theodosia  after  her  marriage  lived  in  or  near  Hiram. 
It  was  her  family,  as  stated  above,  that  her  father  lived 
with  for  seventeen  years.  She  died  before  1845  as  Mr. 
Wadsworth  married  a  second  wife  in  that  year,  Eliza 
Ann  Burbank,  a  cousin  to  his  first  wife.

V  Son,  said  to  have  settled  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  when  a  young 
man.  His  name  may  have  been  Samuel  S.  A  Samuel  S. 
Burbank  served  in  the  war  of  1812  from  Hiram,  Maine. 
If  his  name  was  Samuel  S.,  then  he  was  one  of  the  older 
children  instead  of  the  youngest  —  no  date  of  birth  found. 

100.  John®  Burbank  (Benjamin® (43),  John^,  Caleb®,  Caleb®, 
Johni)  was  born  in  Arundel,  now  Kennebunkport,  Maine,  in  about 
1760  to  1765;  married  Lois  Boston.  (She  died  in  1848  aged  70  years). 
A  History  of  Oxford  County  by  Ridlon  gives  the  following:  "John 
Burbank  came  from  Kennebunkport  in  1778;  was  a  school-master  in 
Hiram;  A  soldier  of  the  Revolution;  settled  on  a  farm  in  Hiram, 
since  owned  by  Nathan  Kimball.” 

The  census  of  1800  gives  him  as  living  in  Hiram,  Maine,  with  a 
wife  and  four  children  —  two  sons  and  two  daughters  all  under  six¬ 
teen  years  of  age.  (The  census  of  1810  of  Hiram  is  missing  from 
the  file  at  Washington). 

Very  likely  as  stated  by  Ridlon  he  was  a  revolutionary  soldier,  and 
no  doubt  some  of  the  early  war  service  credited  to  his  uncle  John  Bur¬ 
bank  of  Lyman,  Maine,  belonged  to  John  Burbank  of  Hiram.  Both 
were  living  in  Kennebunkport  during  the  first  years  of  the  war  and 
were  about  the  same  age  —  it  seems  quite  impossible  to  distinguish 
between  them  in  the  early  war  records,  and  there  are  apparently  too 
many  records  for  one  John. 
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The  first  documentary  proof  that  John  Burbank  ever  lived  in  or 
near  Hiram  was  found  at  the  registry  of  deeds  office  in  Alfred,  York 
county,  and  is  as  follows:  Henry  Young  Brown  of  Brownfield, 
Mass,  conveyed  to  John  and  Stephen  Burbank,  of  Brownfield,  Hus¬ 
bandmen,  by  deed  dated  December  30,  1790  —  229  acres  of  land  exclu¬ 
sive  of  an  allowance  for  Bryants  pond  in  said  tract  in  Brownfield. 
Recorded  June  3,  1791.  Book  53  Folio  260.  (Brownfield  and  Hiram 
are  adjoining  towns  and  now  in  Oxford  county.)  Since  1814  the 
above  described  land  has  been  in  Hiram. 

Referring  again  to  the  census  of  1800,  his  age  was  given  under 
forty-five,  while  the  age  of  his  brother  Israel  was  given  over  forty- 
five.

101.  Stephen®  Burbank  (Benjamin® (43),  John*,  Caleb®,  Caleb^, 
John*)  was  born  in  Arundel,  now  Kennebunkport,  Maine,  before  1770. 
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But  little  is  known  about  him.  The  first  record  or  information  found 
of  a  Stephen  in  this  branch  was  in  the  deed  on  record  at  Alfred, 
Maine  and  is  as  follows;  Henry  Young  Brown  of  Brownfield,  Mass., 
conveyed  to  John  and  Stephen  Burbank,  of  Brownfield,  Husbandmen, 
by  deed  dated  December  30,  1790  —  229  acres  of  land  exclusive  of  an 
allowance  for  Bryants  Pond  in  said  tract  in  Brownfield.  Recorded 
June  3,  1791.  Since  1814  the  above  described  land  has  been  in  the 
town  of  Hiram,  Maine.  It  is  assumed  from  the  deed  that  he  was  a 
brother  to  John.  It  is  known  that  John  came  to  Hiram  and  Brown¬ 
field  from  Kenncbunkport.  It  is  proved  by  elimination  that  the  father 
of  Stephen  and  John  was  Benjamin.  Also,  only  one  branch  of  the 
family  settled  in  Brownfield  or  the  adjoining  town  of  Hiram. 

Stephen’s  name  does  not  appear  in  either  the  census  of  1790  or  1800. 
He  lived  in  Brownfield  or  Hiram,  probably  in  both  towns  at  different 
periods.  He  may  be  the  Stephen,  and  doubtless  was,  who  served  in 
the  war  of  1812  from  Hiram.  He  may  not  have  been  the  head  of  a 
family  until  after  1800  in  which  case  'his  name  would  not  have  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  census.  The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known.

The  evidence 
IS  so  very  strong  that  there  can  be  no  possible  doubt  but  what  they

Eunice  Perkins.  Doubtless  he  married  first  in  New  Hampshire,  but 
the  marriage  is  not  on  record  in  that  state.  The  name  of  his  first 
child  might  indicate  that  his  wife’s  maiden  name  was  Webster  — but 
that  IS  only  a  guess.  The  death  of  his  first  wife  is  on  record  at  Salem 

Mass.,  and  reads,  “ - Burbank  w.  of  E.  Mar.  4,  1806,”  which  is  so 

incomplete  as  to  be  of  no  value  except  to  prove  that  he  had  a  first 
wife  and  date  of  her  death. 


In  about  1796  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Deerfield,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  A  family  record  gives  the  following:  ^ 

Eleazer  and  Abner,  his  brother,  were  cabinet-makers  in  their 
native  town,  but  transferred  their  business  to  Salem,  Mass.,  where 
they  established  successfully  a  furniture  warehouse.  Reverses  which 
came  upon  them  as  endorsers  broke  up  this  prosperous  establishment 
and  occasioned  their  removal  first  to  New  York,  and  afterwards  to 
North  Carolina,  where  their  commercial  enterprises  were  successful 
and  where  Eleazer  died.”  (“Native  town”  as  used  in  the  quotation 
was  Deerfield.) 

When  he  lived  at  Salem  he  was  owner  and  part  owner  with  his 
brothers,  Abner  and  Paul,  of  several  vessels  which  sailed  from  Salem 
VIZ.,  Montpelier,  brig,  110  tons,  built  at  Thomaston  (probably 

Maine),  Eliza,  schooner,  built  at  Schoodick  1807,  Henry,  ship  built 
at  Salem  1808. 

The  records  at  Salem  show  that  he  and  his  brothers  assigned  their 
property.  Most  likely  the  maritime  business  was  the  direct  cause  of 
their  financial  trouble,  as  they  appear  to  have  been  successful  at  all 
times  when  not  engaged  in  this  business. 


Eleazer  moved  from  Deerfield  to  Salem  after  the  birth  of  his  first 
child  in  May  1803  and  before  the  death  of  his  first  wife  in  March 
1806.  He  and  his  brother,  Abner,  moved  to  New  York  before  1815, 
as  the  city  directory  gives  them  as  living  there  in  1815.  And  in  about

1819  they  moved  to  North  Carolina.  It  is  known  that  Abner  was 
living  in  Washington,  North  Carolina,  in  1819.

Reverses  which  came  upon  them 
as  endorsers  broke  up  this  prosperous  establishment  and  occasioned 
their  removal  first  to  New  York  city,  and  afterwards  to  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  where  their  conunercial  enterprizes  were  successful,  and  where 
Eleazer  died.”  (Eleazer  died  in  1823  or  1824.) 

When  Abner  lived  in  Salem  he  owned  a  part  interest  in  the  fol¬

built  at  Schoodick  1807;  Henry,  ship,  built  at  Salem  1809;  Admit¬ 
tance,  brig,  built  at  Duxbury  1809. 

He  was  in  the  shipping  business  with  his  brothers,  Eleazer  and 
Paul,  and  no  doubt  this  perilous  ocean  traffic  was  the  cause  of  their 
financial  difficulty,  as  they  appear  to  have  been  successful  at  all  times 
when  not  engaged  in  this  business. 

He  and  his  brother,  Eleazer,  moved  to  New  York  city  before  1815, 
as  their  names  appear  in  the  city  directory  in  that  year.  And  he  must 
have  removed  to  Washington,  North  Carolina,  before  1819,  as  his 
descendants  say  he  was  married  there  at  that  date.  He  was  a 
merchant  after  settling  in  the  South.

Morning  Star  ”,  a  religious  paper  first  issued  in 
Limerick,  Maine,  was  Rev.  Samuel  Burbank) ; 
member  of  the  Maine  legislature;  had  much  to  do 
with  the  founding  of  Stower  College;  and  the  man 
solely  instrumental  in  founding  Bates  College  and 
for  forty  years  its  president. 

For  many  years  he  was  an  executive  officer  in  the 
Baptist  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Societies.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  constructive  period  of  Bates  College  Presi¬ 
dent  Cheney  was  often  severely  and  cruelly  criticized 
for  attempting  what  many,  perhaps  most,  thought  a 
visionary  undertaking  and  could  end  only  in  failure. 
But  he  worked  on  and  on  and  on  with  remarkable 
determination  to  success,  “and  never,”  said  Presi¬ 
dent  N.  C.  Brackett  of  Stower  College,  “once  an¬ 
swered  back  any  critic.” 

He  was  a  man  whom  many  people  went  to  for 
advice.  Personally  he  was  handsome,  agreeable,  en¬ 
tertaining;  a  good  singer  with  a  fine  tenor  voice; 
an  earnest  speaker.  At  the  age  of  85  years  he  went 
to  California  in  the  interests  of  Bates  College,  and 
while  in  Southern  California  climbed  a  high  moun¬ 
tain  which  enabled  him  to  overlook  Mexico.

128.  Major  General  Caleb®  Burbank  (AbijahB(57),  Caleb*, 
Eleazer®,  Caleb2,  John*)  born  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  in  the  part  of  the 
town  now  called  Millbury,  July  18,  1761;  died  Dec.  9,  1849,  aged  88 
years ;  married,  first.  May  26,  1785,  Lucy,  daughter  of  Asa  and  Sarah 
(Goodell)  Waters;  married,  second,  March  30,  1825,  Hannah  Smith. 
No  issue. 
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He  and  his  brother  Elijah  learned  the  paper  manufacturing  busi¬ 
ness  in  their  father’s  mill.  In  1783  the  two  brothers  bought  the  milt 
and  the  most  of  their  father’s  land  in  Sutton  and  Millbury  for  GOO 
pounds.  For  fifty  years  he  was  in  the  paper  business,  and  was  called 
the  richest  man  in  Millbury.  Representative  to  the  General  Court,, 
his  name  often  appeared  as  chairman  of  committees.  Through  deserv¬ 
ing  popularity  he  was  elevated  from  a  private  in  the  State  militia  to 
the  rank  of  Major-General.  He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as 
a  private  in  Capt.  Abijah  Burbank’s  (his  father)  company  in  1780. 

For  some  time  he  lived  to  enjoy  with  his  numerous  friends  the 
fruits  of  his  success  and  prosperity  as  a  business  man.  He  was  gen¬ 
erous  to  a  fault.  A  man  of  mild  and  gentle  temperament,  yet  he  is 
said  to  have  been  a  strict  master  of  those  employed  by  him.  Business- 
was  business ;  that  and  that  only  was  to  be  attended  to  during  work¬ 
ing  hours. 

His  mansion  house,  which  stood  on  Burbank  Hill,  overlooking  a. 
large  part  of  the  town,  was  a  fine  structure  for  those  days,  and  many 
distinguished  men  there  engaged  the  General’s  hospitality.  His  neigh¬ 
bors  described  the  appearance  of  General  Burbank  as  he  often  rode- 
horseback  over  the  old  bridle-path  from  the  outlet  of  Singletary  Eake 
to  and  from  his  paper  mill  at  Bramanville.  He  was  fond  of  exercise,, 
and  loved  a  fine  turnout,  and  had  it  too.  His  style  was  a  little  Eng¬ 
lish,  and  he  loved  the  distinction  which  his  military  title  had  given 
him,  and  when  in  service  gloried  in  fine  military  trappings,  but  his 
pride  was  pardonable  in  the  minds  of  his  fellow  citizens  for  his  heart 
was  warm  with  good  feeling  towards  all. 

His  orders  during  the  second  conflict  with  the  mother  country  were 
dated  “  Headquarters  Millbury  ”  with  all  the  pomp  and  precision  of  a 
commander  on  the  field  of  battle,  and  were  to  be  obeyed  to  the  letter. 

His  record  at  the  Adjutant  General’s  office  is  as  follows:  From 
private  in  the  5th  Regiment,  1st  Brigade,  7th  Division,  Caleb  Burbank 
of  Sutton  was  commissioned  lieutenant  Aug.  25,  1790 ;  promoted  cap¬ 
tain,  May  26,  1794;  major.  May  24,  1797;  lieutenant-colonel  com¬ 
mandant,  April  13,  1801;  brigadier-general,  April  15,  1807;  major- 
general  7th  Division,  June  15,  1813;  removed  by  court  martial  and 
cashiered  Oct.  21,  1818. 

His  friends  and  others  always  claimed  that  the  punishment  was  al¬ 
together  too  severe.  His  enemies  had  long  tried  to  get  something 
against  him. 

Thirteen  years  later  he  lost  his  property.  When  the  dark  clouds  of 
that  financial  storm  which  culminated  in  1836,  carrying  disaster  and 
destruction  to  so  many  seemingly  prosperous  business  firms  through¬ 
out  the  country  were  gathering  in  their  strength.  General  Burbank, 
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who  from  the  generosity  of  his  heart  had  lent  his  name  for  the  help- 
of  others,  found  himself  so  thoroughly  involved  when  the  crisis- 
came,  that  he  was  obliged  to  sacrifice  his  entire  property,  not  evea 
saving  from  the  wreck  enough  to  provide  a  comfortable  home  for  the 
last  few  years  of  his  life. 

On  Jan.  22,  1834,  he  assigned  all  of  his  property  to  his  creditors. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  his  long  continued  prosperity. 
“  The  evil  day  came  at  last  as  a  result  of  attempts  to  uphold  his 
brother  Elijah.”  By  this  vicissitude  of  fortune  he  lost  all  but  honor,, 
and  went  down  to  rise  no  more  as  a  business  man  of  Millbury.  At 
this  time  he  was  73  years  old. 

Relics  of  the  products  of  the  paper  mill  are  still  in  existence,  show¬ 
ing  the  water  mark,  “  C.  Burbank,  1804.” 

129.  Elijah®  Burbank  (Abijah®(57),  Caleb^,  Eleazer^,  Caleb^, 
Johni)  born  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  Dec.  18,  1762;  died  May  26,  1847  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ;  married  Nov.  21,  1782,  Betty  Gibbes  (she  died  in. 
1831,  aged  66).  He  learned  to  make  paper  in  his  father’s  mill,  and  in 
1783,  with  his  brother,  Major-General  Caleb  Burbank,  bought  their 
father’s  mill  and  land  in  Sutton  for  600  pounds.  Later  he  bought 
another  paper  mill  in  or  near  Sutton,  which  he  sold  in  1834  to  his- 
sons.  He  was  in  the  paper  business  more  than  sixty  years. 

He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  at  West  Point  in  1780  in 
Capt.  Benjamin  Alton’s  company.  Order  for  his  wages  payable  to- 
John  Harback,  Jr.,  dated  Sutton,  Mass.,  March  28,  1782.  Also  served 
in  his  father’s  company  at  the  age  of  16  in  1778. 

After  he  bought  the  second  paper  mill  in  1799  of  Isaiah  Thomas  he 
lived  in  Worcester  on  the  Sutton  road.  The  upper  part  of  the  mill 
was  burned  Feb.  28,  1827.  He  held  various  town  offices  in  Worcester, 
especially  on  committees  having  to  do  with  school  matters.  He  was 
a  charter  member  of  the  Worcester  Bank  May  7,  1804.

He  learned  the  paper-making  business  in  his 
father’s  mills.  He  went  with  his  father  to  Vermont,  where  the  latter 
established  a  paper  mill  on  the  Sharon  river  —  near  South  Royalton, 
and  this  mill  he  eventually  purchased.  The  dam  went  out  three  times 
causing  such  financial  loss  that  he  died  a  poor  man.  After  this  loss 
five  of  his  sons  went  West.

Blazo  from  the  fact  that  a  granddaughter  was  named  Miriam  Blazo 
Burbank  (she  married,  second,  John  Sanborn  and  died  April  22, 
1838,  aged  70  years  2  months).  Mr.  Burbank  settled  in  Newfield, 
Maine,  w'here  he  died  leaving  five  minor  sons.  The  writer  worked 
three  years  to  find  who  was  the  father  of  these  sons.  Finally,  in  the 
probate  court  records  of  York  county,  the  name  of  their  guardian 
was  found,  and  in  the  record  of  appointment  the  name  of  their  father 
was  given.  As  soon  as  the  name  of  the  father  was  known  it  was  easy 
to  work  the  line  back. 

From  the  Probate  Records,  York  County,  Alfred,  Maine: 

“  David  Burbank  late  of  Newfield,  husbandman,  admr.  granted  to 
Miriam  Burbank,  widow.  Sept.  6,  1806.  On  the  bond  were  the  names 
of  Silas  Burbank  (his  father)  and  John  Leighton.  Appraisers  of 
the  estate  were  Samuel  Burbank  (a  second  cousin)  and  David  Moul¬ 
ton,  of  Newfield,  and  John  Parsons,  of  Parsonsfield.  Inventory  taken 
Oct.  8,  1806.  Homestead  comprising  170  acres  valued  $1800.” 

To  Samuel  Burbank  (his  brother)  of  Parsonsfield: 
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“You  are  appointed  to  be  guardian  of  Joseph,  David,  and  Caleb 
Burbank  under  14  years  of  age,  and  Silas  and  Rufus  Burbank  up¬ 
wards  of  14  years,  sons  of  David  Burbank  late  of  Newfield,  dated. 
Sept.  9,  1809.” 

He  was  in  his  father’s  company  in  the  war  of  the  revolution  as  a 
musician,  drummer  boy,  in  1775  and  1776  at  the  age  of  13  years.  At 
the  age  of  15  he  enlisted  as  a  soldier  as  follows :  “  David  Burbank, 
Private,  Capt.  Silas  Burbank’s  Co.  1777,  1778,  enlisted  for  two  years.” 
His  brother  Eleazer,  two  years  younger,  served  with  him  as  a  fifer. 
(See  next  number  below.) 

There  is  no  pension  application  of  the  soldier  or  his  widow  on  file 
at  Washington,  as  he  died  before  the  law  was  made  granting  pensions 
and  his  widow  remarried.

134.  Eleazer®  Burbank  (Silas®(58),  Caleb"*,  Eleazer®,  Caleb®, 
John*)  born  in  Scarborough,  Maine,  Oct.  14,  1764;  baptised  in  Scar¬ 
borough,  Oct.  21,  1764;  died  Aug.  31,  1840;  married.  Sept.  25,  1788, 
Mary,  daughter  of  Capt.  John  Brackett.  (Capt.  Brackett  was  killed 
at  the  head  of  his  company  in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.)  He  was  a 
farmer,  and  lived  in  Scarborough  for  a  time,  then  removed  in  1798-9, 
with  a  six-ox-team,  to  Belgrade,  Maine. 

He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  One  record  says  he  marched 
from  Scarborough  as  a  musician  July  4,  1775  at  the  age  of  11  years 
with  his  brother  David,  aged  13,  for  service  in  the  war.  Part  of  his 
service  was  in  his  father’s  company.  One  enlistment  reads :  Eleazer 
Burbank,  Scarborough,  Fifer,  Capt.  Silas  Burbank’s  company,  service 
from  Jan.  1,  1777  to  Dec.  1,  1779. 

From  Massachusetts  war  records : 

“  Eleazer  Burbank.  Born  in  Scarborough.  Maine  District.  1764. 
Entered  service  Jan.  1,  1776,  as  fifer  in  Capt.  Wadkins’  Co.,  Col. 
Phinney’s  Regt.  Was  taken  ill  in  August  and  sent  home.  Enlisted 
Jan.  1777,  as  musician  in  Capt.  Silas  Burbank’s  Co.,  Col.  Samuel 
Brewer’s  Regt.  for  3  years.  Was  in  retreat  from  Ticonderoga.  Bat¬ 
tle  of  Fort  Ann  and  at  taking  of  Burgoyne.” 

“  Applied  for  pension  Kennebec  Co.,  Me.,  1818,  and  submitted 
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schedule  in  1820.  Had  income  of  about  $60  per  year  from  17  acres 
and  174  acres  m  Belgrade.  Was  a  farmer,  but  not  able  to  pursue  his 
work  actively.  Had  family  of  11.  Wife  aged  53.  Son  John,  31 
(feeble  and  exempt  from  military  duty)  ;  dau.  Hannah  aged  28;  dau 
Mary  22;  dau.  Elizabeth  18;  Caleb  16;  David  14;  Sarah  11;  Am¬ 
brose  8,  and  Samuel  6.” 

“1832  July  14.  Eleazer  renewed  his  application.  Enlisted  Jan. 
1776  for  one  year.  Served  until  August,  when  left  in  Boston  with 
small  pox.  Second  enlistment  Jan.  1777  for  3  years.  Discharge 
dated  Dec.  1780.” 

“1843  June  12.  Mary  Burbank  of  Belgrade  widow  of  Eleazer 
applied  under  act  of  1843.  Age  75.  Witness.  John  Burbank  of  Bel¬ 
grade  aged  54,  oldest  child  of  Eleazer  Burbank  who  died  Aug.  31,. 
1840,  and  his  wife  Mary  who  brought  up  a  family  of  11  children.” 

“  Mary  Burbank  married  to  Eleazer  at  Scarborough  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Chadwick.  Maiden  name  Mary  Brackett.” 

“John  Carl  of  Unity,  Kennebec  Co.  Maine  testified  1818,  at  age  of 
63,  that  Burbank  served  as  fifer  in  12th  Mass.  Regt.” 

One  record  on  file  at  Washingd:on  says,  “  Eleazer  Burbank  was 
captured  and  held  prisoner  for  a  month,  and  when  the  English  sol¬ 
diers  asked  him  to  play  for  them  he  responded  by  playing  ‘  Yankee 
Doodle  ’  much  to  their  amusement.” 

Extract  from  a  letter  written  by  his  son  Ambrose  when  he  was  a 
very  old  man  — 90  or  more:  “I  must  surely  be  of  Revolutionary 
origin  from  both  my  father  and  mother.  What  little  I  know  of  my 
ancestry  was  told  me  by  my  parents  when  I  was  a  mere  lad.  My 
grandfather  Burbank  was  Captain  of  a  company,  and  took  his  sons 
with  him  into  the  Revolution  and  they  remained  with  him  during  the 
war.  My  father  was  the  youngest  —  Eleazer  —  of  the  sons  — was 
the  drummer  boy  eleven  years  old  (other-  records  say  fifer).  My 
father  was  in  the  battle  of  Monmouth  and  Saratoga,  and  at  the  cap¬ 
ture  of  Cornwallis.  My  father  died  in  1840  at  the  age  of  76  and  was 
buried  in  a  plot  of  ground,  which  was  a  portion  of  his  farm,  which 
he  had  given  to  his  ‘Society  of  Friends’,  usually  called  ‘Quakers’, 
for  a  burying  ground.  It  was  situated  in  the  southern  portion  of  his 
farm,  fronting  on  the  main  road.”

He  and  his  three  wives  are  buried  in  the  Highland  Cemetery,  Jeffer¬ 
son,  Maine.  He  is  referred  to  by  the  Freeman,  Maine,  branch  of  the 
family  as  one  of  the  half-brothers.  He  was  about  10  years  old  when 
his  father  left  the  family  —  wife  and  five  children  in  Newbury,  Mass., 
went  to  Maine,  married,  raised  another  family.  In  1805  he  was  living 
in  Beverly,  Mass.,  as  he  and  his  brother  Johnson  owned  and  mort- 
. gaged  a  house  together,  and  in  1808  he  and  his  wife  mortgaged  prop¬ 
erty  in  Beverly.  Soon  after  disappeared  from  Beverly,  and  it  took 
^much  search  before  he  was  finally  located  at  Jefferson,  Maine,  where 
■he  was  a  carpenter  and  Baptist  minister  —  preaching  in  Jefferson  for 
nearly  forty  years.  In  Beverly  his  occupation  is  given  as  carpenter. 
•It  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  received  any  income  from  his  church 
work.  The  records  show  that  he  performed  many  marriage  cere¬ 
monies. 

A  citizen  of  Jefferson,  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Benner,  who  obtained  some 
data  for  the  writer,  says:  “William  Burbank  was  a  wonderful 
example  in  his  church  and  as  a  carpenter,  and  several  houses  that  he 
built  are  standing  today  (1925),  one  of  them  is  owned  by  his  grand¬ 
son,  Rev.  Nelson  Burbank  of  Revere,  Mass.  He  believed  in  the 
precept : 

‘  Build  well  whatever  you  do, 

Build  strong  and  straight  and  true. 

Build  high  and  deep  and  broad. 

Build  for  the  eye  of  God.' 

His  last  resting  place  is  in  one  of  the  prettiest  country  cemeteries  on 
a  high  hill  overlooking  a  lake.’’

At  the 
time  of  his  marriage  he  was  living  in  Beverly,  Mass.,  and  also  in 
1805,  as  he  owned  and  mortgaged  a  house  with  his  brother  William. 
Occupation  given  as  carpenter.  He  moved  away  from  Beverly  in 
about  1810,  and  it  required  much  search  before  the  writer  was  able 
to  trace  him.  Finally  it  was  found  that  he  moved  to  Trenton,  Maine, 
where  he  lived  until  1817,  then  removed  to  Eastport,  Maine,  and  the 
last  of  his  life  he  lived  in  Cooper,  Maine,  where  his  son  resided.  At 
Eastport  he  appears  to  have  been  an  herb  doctor  as  well  as  a  carpen¬ 
ter.  He  had  the  reputation  of  being  able  to  go  into  the  woods  and 
with  no  tool  except  an  ax,  fit  a  frame  for  a  building  ready  to  be  put 
up.  Also  it  is  said  that  if  the  pastor  did  not  happen  to  be  present  at 
the  appointed  time  he  could  ably  fill  the  pulpit;  and  that  he  never 
made  a  prayer  without  mentioning  the  mariner.  He  had  lost  a  son  at 
sea,  and  his  father  was  a  mariner  for  sixteen  years  or  more. 

After  more  search  his  only  living  grandson,  Thomas  W.  Burbank, 
aged  82  years  (1923),  was  located  in  Bangor,  Maine.  The  resem¬ 
blance  of  the  grandson  in  looks,  manner,  and  speech  to  the  Freeman 
branch  of  the  family  was  very  noticeable. 

The  record  of  the  birth  of  his  children  was  found  at  the  town  clerk’s 
office  in  Eastport,  Maine,  except  the  youngest  who  appears  to  have 
been  born  after  he  moved  to  Cooper,  and  if  this  is  correct  he  lived  in 
Cooper  over  forty  years.

He  was  called 
by  his  middle  name,  “  Moody  Presumably  the  name  “  Moody  ”  was 
for  William  Moody  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  who  married  his  father’s 
sister  Abigail.  He  was  the  oldest  of  his  father’s  second  family,  and 
when  at  the  age  of  16  years  the  family  moved  to  Freeman,  Maine,  he 
assisted  in  building  the  log  house  and  clearing  the  land,  and  lived  at 
home  much  of  the  time  until  he  was  married  at  the  age  of  37,  and 
until  after  his  younger  brothers  and  sisters  were  all  able  to  care  for 
themselves.  He  took  a  cruise  of  six  months  on  a  fishing  vessel  to 
the  waters  off  the  coast  of  Newfoundland.  And  for  a  time  he  was  at 
Poland,  Maine,  where  his  sister  lived.  It  appears  he  never  attended 
school,  as  it  is  said  he  could  not  read  or  write,  although  his  brothers 
and  sisters  were  well  educated.  But  he  could  work  correctly  in  his 
head  an  example  in  interest  in  partial  payments  where  half  a  dozen 
or  more  payments  had  been  made  on  the  note  after  the  note  and  en¬ 
dorsements  had  been  slowly  read  to  him  once.  (No  wonder  one  of 
his  sons  was  a  great  mathematician.) 

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  1812,  with  the  rank  of  ensign. 
“  Enlisted  April  1813.  Private,  Capt.  Robert  B.  Douglass’  Co.,  34th 
U.  S.  Infantry.  Discharged  April  26,  1814.” 

Application  for  a  pension  dated  June  27,  1871:  “  Benjamin  M.  Bur¬ 
bank,  aged  83  years.  Residence  of  Phillips,  Franklin  County,  Maine. 
Served  in  Capt.  Douglass’  Company;  in  garrison  at  Fort  Preble; 
went  over  the  New  York  line  into  Canada  and  captured  13  men ;  was 
in  the  affair  at  the  ‘  Shodagee  Woods  ’  —  and  back  to  Plattsburg,  the 
winter  quarters.  Was  in  the  battle  or  skirmish  of  Stone  Mill.” 

After  his  marriage  he  lived  on  a  farm,  near  the  Bray  place,  on 
Freeman  Ridge  in  Freeman,  Maine,  until  1860  when  he  bought  a 
farm  in  Phillips,  Maine.  After  he  bought  the  latter  farm,  and  be¬ 
fore  he  moved  to  it,  the  house  was  set  on  fire  by  a  neighbor.  His 
sons,  Benjamin  aged  21,  and  Israel  aged  16,  camped  on  the  place,  got 
out  lumber  and  built  a  new  house.  This  farm  he  bought  Sept.  7, 
1860,  for  $1180  of  his  brother-in-law,  Israel  R.  Bray,  who  had  a  few 
days  previous,  Aug.  26th,  purchased  it  of  Sullivan  Robinson  ”  to- 
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gether  with  all  the  farming  tools  and  crops  and  one  pair  of  stags,  one 
cooking  stove,  and  all  personal  property  said  Bray  purchased  of  said 
Robinson  reference  to  said  Robinson’s  bond  for  description  of  the 
articles  subjected  however  to  a  written  bill  of  excepted  articles  given 
Robinson  by  Bray  —  excepting  the  forty-seven  sheep  and  thirty-seven 
lambs  mentioned  in  said  Bond.”  In  other  words  Bray  sold  the  farm, 
stock,  tools,  etc.,  for  the  same  price  paid  Robinson,  except  that  Bray 
kept  the  sheep  and  lambs.  The  above  quotation  is  extracted  from  the 
bond  given  in  place  of  a  deed  by  Bray  to  Burbank,  and  is  in  the  hand¬ 
writing  of  Bray.  Also  it  is  from  this  bond  that  the  signature  of  Bray 
is  obtained  which  appears  under  his  portrait.  (See  Bray  family.) 
The  bond  also  states  that  Burbank  is  to  pay  Bray  “  one  half  cash  at 
twenty  days  from  date  hereof  the  remainder  with  interest  within  four 
years  —  and  after  the  payment  of  one  half  as  above  written  deed  is 
to  be  made,  executed  and  delivered.”  The  first  man  to  settle  on  this 
land  and  clear  a  farm  from  the  wilderness  was  James  Baker,  prob¬ 
ably  not  far  from  1815 ;  the  second  to  live  there  was  William  Carl 
(or  Carll)  from  about  1830-40,  and  the  third  was  Sullivan  Robinson 
from  1841-50  —  all  three  sold  out  and  went  West.  Since  1850  the 
farm  has  been  in  the  Burbank-Sedgley  name.  The  landscape  view  on 
another  page  shows  in  a  dim  and  general  way  the  east  half  of  the 
farm;  the  west  half  is  back  and  to  the  right  of  the  hill.  (A  brief 
description  of  the  farm  is  given  in  the  Sedgley  family  under  Albert 
R.  Sedgley  in  the  back  of  this  book.) 

Moody  Burbank  was  well  equipped  for  a  farmer  —  ambitious,  of 
large  physique,  six  feet  tall  in  his  stocking  feet  at  the  time  he  entered 
the  army,  strong  as  a  moose,  with  great  powers  of  endurance,  and 
without  any  surplus  flesh  he  weighed  in  his  prime  two  hundred  pounds 
or  over.  He  had  a  heavy  head  of  hair,  and  seldom  wore  a  hat  sum¬ 
mer  or  winter.  Dr.  Knapp  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Missouri,  now  well  past 
80  years,  says :  “  When  I  was  a  boy  my  folks  lived  neighbor  to  Moody 
Burbank,  and  many  mornings  both  summer  and  winter  I  have  seen 
him  wash  his  hands  and  face  in  the  little  brook  which  ran  near  his 
house.”  Another  characteristic  was  that  when  he  was  ready  to  sell 
stock  or  produce  from  his  farm  he  invariably  asked  a  little  less  than 
the  market  price.  He  had  the  Burbank  disposition  —  generous,  calm, 
mild,  pleasant,  entertaining.  It  was  almost  impossible  to  get  members 
of  this  branch  mad,  but  when  once  aroused  they  never  forgave.  His 
wife  was  exactly  opposite  in  temperament  which  accounts  for  the  fret¬ 
fulness  in  some  of  the  descendants. 

With  his  brothers  and  sisters  he  had  the  privilege  to  gather  each 
year  the  apples  from  the  big  orchard  set  out  by  his  father  in  Freeman, 
Maine,  soon  after  making  the  first  clearing.  The  orchard  was  owned 
by  members  of  the  family. 
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Nature  made  him  a  good  man,  physically,  morally.  Intellectually, 
and  he  lived  a  wholesome  life. 

Among  his  descendants  there  were  several  superior  scholars.

She 
was  scholar,  poet,  writer,  debater,  teacher.  In  her  short 
life  she  taught  many  terms  of  school,  and  won  a  high 
reputation  as  an  educator.  Tradition  says  that  she  wrote 
a  poem  which  was  read  at  the  dedication  of  Bunker  Hill 
Monument.  If  any  such  poem  was  written  it  was  prob¬ 
ably  inspired  by  the  fact  that  the  man  —  Solomon  Savage 
who  had  charge  of  laying  up  the  monument  when  the 
cap  stones  were  put  on  was  born  on  Freeman  Ridge,  and 
was  her  neighbor  for  a  time.  (The  cap  stones  were  put 
on  in  the  early  morning  before  the  crowd  gathered  to 
watch  this  difficult  work.)

Previous  to  her  marriage  she 
worked  for  fifteen  years  in  her  father’s  home  as  house¬ 
keeper  for  one  dollar  a  week,  and  from  her  wages  she 
saved  several  hundred  dollars.  After  her  marriage  the 
homestead  passed  into  her  hands  for  the  care  of  her  par¬ 
ents,  and  here  she  lived  for  many  years,  removing  to 
Phillips  village  after  her  family  bad  grown  up.  She  in¬ 
herited  from  her  father  a  pleasant  disposition;  was  a 
good  entertainer,  and  generously  endowed  with  practical 
common  sense  and  good  judgment  —  a  woman  of  pure 
thought  and  speech. 

vii  Henryk,  b.  1841;  d.  1883;  unmarried.  He  lived  at  home, 

carrying  on  the  farm,  until  he  was  30,  and  when  his  sister 
married  he  went  to  Windom,  Minn.,  as  a  pioneer  and  took 
up  land.  Was  called  a  good  farmer  while  living  in 
Maine. 

143.  Phebe®  Burbank  (Johns (60),  Nathan*,  EleazerS,  Calebz, 
John*)  born  in  Freeport,  Maine,  Oct.  18,  1789;  died  July  1871;  mar¬ 
ried  Feb.  8,  1814,  John  H.  Bartlett,  lumberman  and  mill-man.  (He 
was  born  in  Eliot,  Maine,  Dec.  9,  1789;  died  Jan.  21,  1878.)  After 
her  marriage  she  lived  in  Monmouth,  Maine,  a  year  or  more,  in 
Poland,  Maine,  about  seventeen  years,  then  removed  in  1832  to  North 
New  Portland,  Maine,  where  she  lived  the  rest  of  her  life. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  dated  May  12,  1813,  writ¬ 
ten  before  her  marriage  by  Nathan  Jordan  of  New  Portland  to  his 
cousin,  Nathan  Bartlett,  a  brother  of  the  man  she  married; 

"  I  have  several  small  anecdotes  to  tell  you,  which  I  presume  will 
divert  you  for  a  short  time.  The  first  topic  is  concerned  with  your 
brother  John.  He  has  entered  into  correspondence  with  a  young  lady 
by  the  name  of  Phebe  Burbank.  He  appears  to  pay  very  strict  atten¬ 
tion  to  her  at  present,  and  I  think  it  very  probable  that  they  will  be 
married  the  first  of  next  winter.  To  let  you  know  concerning  this 
young  lady  —  she  is  the  daughter  of  Captain  John  Burbank  of  Free¬ 
man,  the  town  adjoining  New  Portland.  Mr.  Burbank  and  his  wife 
are  very  worthy  people.  They  are  respected  by  all  who  have  the 
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pleasure  of  being  acquainted  with  them.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
being  introduced  to  Miss  Phebe,  as  a  friend,  and  I  find  her  to  be  very 
agreeable,  accomplished,  and  worthy  girl.  She  is  a  girl  of  good 
morals,  good  understanding,  a  friend  to  religion  and  virtue,  and  looks 
upon  her  reputation  as  her  greatest  friend.  She  is  universally  loved 
as  well  as  her  parents.  She  is  a  school  mistress  and  very  much  ap¬ 
proved  by  her  employers,  and  is  very  ingenious  with  the  needle  and 
very  active  in  any  sort  of  domestic  work.  According  to  the  best  of 
my  Physiognomist,  Miss  Burbank  will  make  friend  Bartlett  as  agree¬ 
able  a  companion  through  life  as  he  can  procure  in  the  state.  She 
will  be  entitled  to  a  small  portion  besides  her  furniture,  such  as  cows, 
sheep,  etc.  I  will  give  you  a  small  description  of  Miss  Burbank’s 
person.  She  is  fat,  portly,  middle  sized  girl,  with  dark  eyes  and  hair 
and  complexion,  a  well  built  girl  and  may  be  ranked  with  the  middle 
class  beauties.  Well  cousin  Nathan  what  do  you  think  of  your  in¬ 
tended  sister?  Do  you  like  her?  If  you  don’t,  I  do  and  I  suppose 
that  John  does,  and  so  we  shall  have  the  majority  and  we  shall  carry 
the  day.” 

A  granddaughter.  Miss  Anna  F.  Bartlett  of  Waterville,  Maine, 
writes  as  follows :  “  Phebe  Bartlett  was  a  woman  of  strong  character, 
and  a  thoughtful  practical  mind.  Many  excellent  ideas  were  thought 
out  and  practiced  by  this  faithful  mother,  and  the  results  in  the  lives 
of  her  children  have  been  valuable  beyond  their  power  to  express. 
Busy  as  she  must  have  been  with  her  household  labor  she  taught  each 
one  of  eleven  children  to  read  before  sending  them  to  school.” 

Maria  L.  Sylvester  of  Farmington,  Maine,  wrote  as  follows;  “I 
remember  my  grandmother  Bartlett  very  well  —  and  she  was  a  won¬ 
derful  woman.  She  brought  up  eleven  children  and  never  one  of 
them  gave  her  any  real  trouble  or  care  other  than  every  mother  has 
to  contend  with  in  life  of  small  children.  I  was  with  her  in  her  last 
days  and  she  was  so  quiet  and  resigned  to  the  last  although  she 
suffered  much.” 

She  was  49  when  her  last  child  was  born.

The  last  three  years  of  her 
life  were  passed  at  West  Lebanon,  Maine,  with  her  sis¬ 
ter,  Abby  (Burbank)  Shapleigh.

144.  Capt.  Jesse  SumnerO  Burbank  (Johns  (60),  Nathan^, 
EleazerS,  Calebs,  John^)  born  in  Freeport,  Maine,  Aug.  20,  1792; 
died  Nov.  1,  1861;  married,  Jan.  1,  1815,  Hannah  Eames  (or  Ames) 
of  Lewiston,  Maine.  He  was  eleven  years  old  iwhen  his  parents 
moved  to  Freeman,  Maine.  When  he  grew  up  he  cleared  land  and 
built  a  home  adjoining  his  father’s  farm.  It  is  doubtful  if  he  ihad 
any  opportunity  to  attend  school  after  he  came  to  the  Freeman  wilder¬ 
ness.  He  served  as  a  town  officer;  was  a  member  of  the  Maine 
legislature;  settled  many  estates;  was  an  adept  at  settling  neighbor¬ 
hood  quarrels,  and  is  described  as  a  big,  jolly  man  weighing  nearly 
^ree  hundred,  with  coal  black  hair  and  eyes,  and  a  dark  complexion. 
His  avocation  was  hunting  and  fishing  —  a  characteristic  trait  of 
the  Freeman  branch  and  more  fully  stated  in  the  life  of  his  brother 
Nathan.  (See  No.  146.)  The  lives  of  the  four  brothers  were  very 
simdar  — giants  in  physical  strength,  mild  and  gentle  in  disposition, 
a  little  set  perhaps  in  their  opinions,  possibly  rough  of  speech  — 
pmneer  style,  natural  scholars  with  a  retentive  memory,  high  moral 
character,  good  judgment,  ingenious,  painstaking  and  particular  in 
a  work  and  the  care  of  stock,  not  over  ambitious,  yet  well-to-do. 
Three  of  the  brothers  lived  close  neighbors  and  the  fourth  a  few 
miles  away. 

Under  the  best  of  conditions  pioneer  farming  and  the  establishing 
of  new  homes  and  roads  in  a  rocky,  rough,  and  hilly  country  required 
much  work  and  courage,  but  Capt.  Burbank  eventually  acquired  a 
large  farm  — several  hundred  acres.  How  he  got  the  title  Captain 
IS  not  known  to  the  writer,  but  it  appears  on  his  gravestone. 

Most  likely  he  'was  the  Burbank  called  to  the  school-house  when 
t^he  scholars  decided  to  run  the  school,  and  it  is  said  that  the  teacher 
had  no  more  trouble  that  term,  after  he  had  demonstrated  with  great 
tact  to  a  few  of  the  big  boys  how  easily  they  could  be  handled  and  not 
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He  was  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  1812.  Enlisted  in  Capt.  Butler’s 
company  of  New  Vineyard,  and  is  on  record  as  appearing  in  the 
service  at  Bath,  Maine,  Sepf.  18  to  Nov.  8,  1814.  He  did  not  apply 
for  a  pension. 

Late  in  life  he  had  severe  attacks  of  indigestion  and  in  one,  think¬ 
ing  he  was  going  to  die,  sent  for  his  nephew  who  lived  near,  and 
when  the  nepheiw  arrived  in  haste  he  found  the  uncle  out  in  the  yard 
rolling  in  a  two-foot  back  log  for  the  fire.  (The  old  style  fire-place 
took  big  wood.) 

The  barn  he  built  is  standing  1926,  but  another  house  has  been  built 
or  the  old  one  built  all  over.  The  buildings  are  unoccupied  and  the 
highway  by  the  house  discontinued.  His  first  house  was  a  small  log 
cabin  built  by  the  side  of  the  bridle-way. 

He  had  a  large  farm  —  the  pasture  must  have  contained  several 
hundred  acres.  Took  in  stock  to  pasture  for  other  people.

John!)  born  in  Freeport,  Maine,  Aug.  7,  1801;  died  Oct.  6,  1891; 
married,  Feb.  4,  1827,  Martha  Evelyn  Niles  of  Freeman,  Maine.  He 
■was  two  years  old  when  his  father  came  to  the  wilderness  in  Freeman, 
Maine,  as  a  pioneer.  When  he  grew  to  manhood  he  cleared  land  and 
built  a  home  in  the  same  neighborhood  where  his  father  and  brothers 
had  homes  and  here  he  lived  as  a  farmer,  happy  and  contented,  until 
extreme  old  age.  The  last  house  he  built  was  of  brick.  The  writer 
has  heard  his  mother  say  that  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  visit  uncle 
Nathan  and  aunt  Patty.  This  statement  is  also  true  of  his  brother’s 
and  sister’s  families  —  they  were  a  sociable  and  easy  people  to  meet. 
The  visitor  at  once  felt  at  home  in  their  presence. 

His  personal  characteristics  are  described  in  general  with  his 
brothers  in  the  life  of  Jesse  S.  (See  No.  144.) 

His  avocation  like  that  of  his  brothers,  his  sons,  his  grandsons,  was 
life  in  the  woods  —  exploring,  hunting,  trapping,  fishing.  The  wild 
life  of  nature  called  them.  They  were  expert  rifle-shots,  woodsmen, 
and  guides.  Every  winter  they  took  moose  sleds  (a  long,  narrow 
sled  with  iwide  runners,  and  hauled  by  hand  over  the  snow  covered 
country)  and  went  into  the  Dead  River  region  —  a  distance  of  40  to 
50  miles  —  to  hunt  for  a  few  weeks  the  king  of  the  forest.  The 
choicest  parts  of  many  a  moose  were  brought  home  by  these  hunters. 
The  men  of  this  branch  of  the  family  could  go  into  the  deep  forest  any 
time  of  the  year  with  only  a  gun,  hatchet,  matches  or  flint,  and  take 
care  of  themselves  for  a  month  at  a  time  —  provide  their  food,  make 
camp  where  night  overtook  them,  and  have  a  most  enjoyable  time 
whether  alone  or  in  parties.

He 
lived  on  part  of  the  home  farm  or  on  land  adjoining  and  built  a  good 
set  of  buildings  which  are  now  standing  (1926)  although  they  have 
not  been  occupied  for  thirty-five  years  or  more,  and  the  highway 
past  the  farm  has  long  been  discontinued.  Wood  and  lumber  in  that 
section  during  his  life-time  had  no  sale  value,  but  Mr.  Burbank  al¬ 
ways  claimed  that  the  day  would  come  when  the  timber  on  his  land 
would  be  sold  for  money.  The  farm  is  now  owned  by  a  spool  manu¬ 
facturing  company,  and  the  thick  growth  of  white  birch  and  other 
kinds  of  wood  now  on  it  is  very  valuable. 

In  personal  appearance  he  was  somewhat  smaller  than  his  brothers  ; 
had  a  very  dark  complexion;  was  a  gifted  talker,  with  a  loud,  joyous! 
hearty  laugh.  He  was  a  great  entertainer,  and  it  is  said  that  when  he 
and  Israel  R.  Bray  (see  Bray  family)  met  in  the  road  they  would 
sometimes  sit  in  their  carriages  and  talk  for  half  a  day.

The  last  twenty 
years  of  his  life  he  worked  in  edge  tool  factories  at  Douglass,  Mass., 
Manchester  and  Nashua,  N.  H.  He  was  an  uncle  of  the  three  giant 
Staples  brothers  who*  settled  in  Phillips,  Maine.) 

She  was  a  remarkably  well  preserved  woman  for  her  age,  and  for 
some  time  she  had  been  living  alone,  doing  her  work,  and  caring  for 
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herself.  She  preferred  to  live  alone,  although  she  could  have  lived 
in  the  home  of  any  of  her  children.  She  began  teaching  school  at  the 
age  of  16  years,  and  taught  eight  years.  How  she  got  an  education 
to  teach  when  the  country  was  just  being  settled  is  not  known.  She 
must  have  been  taught  largely  by  her  family  and  the  older  brothers 
and  sisters  who  were  16,  14,  and  11  years  old  when  they  moved  into 
the  wilderness.  No  doubt  the  older  children  had  obtained  consider¬ 
able  schooling  while  living  in  Freeport,  Maine. 

Three  of  her  sons  served  in  the  Civil  War.  Her  daughter  Abbie 
says  in  a  letter,  “  Mother  grieved  terribly  for  a  time  when  her  young¬ 
est  son  died  in  the  army”  (see  his  record  below).  She  was  like  her 
sisters,  Phebe  and  Abigail,  a  high  class  woman.

When  she  was  85  she  came  from  Michigan  to  Nashua, 
N.  H.,  to  make  her  home  with  her  nephew,  George  S. 
Ball  —  soon  after  Mr.  Ball  died  very  suddenly  —  and 
she  is  living  with  his  widow. 

At  the  age  of  19  years  she  visited  for  some  months  her 
mother’s  relatives  in  Freeman,  and  in  her  86th  year  she 
wrote  an  unusually  interesting  letter  of  the  visit,  and 
spoke  very  highly  of  her  mother’s  folks,  describing  in  de¬ 
tail  her  uncles,  aunts,  and  cousins.  She  also  wrote  for  the 
author  the  records  of  her  mother’s  family.

Twenty  miles  north  of  the  Vermont  line,  and  about  sixteen  miles 
from  Sherbrook,  P.  Q.  There  was  only  3  houses  in  Sherbrook  at  the 
time,  and  no  road  save  spotted  trees  for  20  miles.  Stephen  Burbank 
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was  choked  to  death  with  a  piece  of  bone  while  eating  chicken.  His 
widow  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  William  Hippwell,  and  still 
lived  on  the  farm  and  tended  a  grist  mill  for  a  Mr.  Harvey  until  both 
boys  were  married.”  Burbank  also  had  a  gristmill,  and  built  a  hotel 
which  is  still  standing. 

There  is  no  proof  that  this  is  the  Stephen  who  settled  in  Canada. 
But  there  is  some  evidence.  He  is  the  only  Stephen  found  available 
in  New  Hampshire.  Then  he  named  a  son  Moses  which  was  the 
name  of  his  father  and  grandfather.  There  was  another  Stephen  in 
New  Hampshire  who  married  in  New  London  Aug.  25,  1799,  Lydia 
Burbank  —  the  name  of  his  wife  eliminates  him.  Joseph  and  Mehit- 
able  Ordway  of  Goffstown,  N.  H.,  sell  forty  acres  of  land  in  Goffs- 
town  to  Trustum  Barnet  of  South  Hampton,  Aug.  8,  1765.  These  may 
have  been  the  parents  of  Mehitable  Ordway  who  was  the  wife  of 
Stephen  Burbank. 

If  this  is  the  Stephen  Burbank  who  appears  in  Canada  with  wife 
Mehitable,  what  became  of  Mary  Garvin  whom  he  married  when  he 
was  17  years  old?  No  record  is  found  of  her  death.  Neither  is  any 
record  found  of  his  marriage  to  Mehitable  Ordway,  and  no  record  of 
the  birth  of  his  children.  This  is  not  strange  as  it  is  impossble  to 
find  many  records  wanted  —  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  were  not  all 
recorded.  This  Stephen,  son  of  Moses^,  may  or  may  not  be  the 
Stephen  who  appeared  in  Canada.  Whether  right  or  wrong  the 
writer  has  placed  Stephen  Burbank  of  Hattery,  Quebec,  as  the  son  of 
Moses®  of  Boscawen,  N.  H.  And  the  branch  from  here  on  is  correct 
as  far  as  it  is  worked  out. 

Again  there  is  some  evidence  that  this  Stephen  is  the  son  or  grand¬ 
son  of  Joseph4(28),  Ebenezer^,  Caleb^,  John^.  Joseph’s  sons  settled 
in  New  Hampshire  and  Stephen  was  a  common  name  in  his  family.

Learned  the  trade  of  blacksmith  of  his 
father,  and  carried  on  blacksmithing  on  Little  hill  with  Jesse  Little. 
He  was  an  adept  in  making  axes,  giving  them  a  shape  much  liked  by 
woodchoppers  at  the  beginning  of  the  century,  and  of  such  keen  tem¬ 
per  that  '  Abe  Burbank’s  axes  ’  were  widely  known,  and  had  a  ready 
sale. 

“Married  1st  Mary  Call,  2nd  Polly  Jackman,  settled  in  Basham  on 
the  farm  later  owned  by  his  son  Azro  Sheridan  Burbank,  and  en¬ 
gaged  in  lumbering.  With  his  son  Friend  L.,  he  became  proprietor 
of  the  mills  on  Blackwater  river,  also,  a  mill  on  Knight’s  Meadow 
brook,  also,  one  on  Pond  brook.  At  one  time,  nearly  every  mill  in 
Boscawen  was  employed  in  sawing  his  lumber,  which  was  sent  down 
the  Merrimack  river  to  Lowell  and  Boston. 

“  He  was  greatly  respected  by  his  fellow-citizens,  and  was  repeat¬ 
edly  elected  to  represent  them  in  the  legislature.  He  was  a  cheerful 
supporter  of  religious  and  charitable  organizations,  and  alive  to  all 
interest  affecting  the  public  welfare.  Died  1856  —  aged  76  —  an 
active,  energetic,  honored  citizen  to  the  last  year  of  his  life.”

194.  Hon.  James  Crawford'^  Burbank  (Simeon®  (89),  Sam¬ 
uel®,  SamueH,  Timothy®,  John®,  Johni)  born  in  Ludlow,  Vermont, 
Jan.  20,  1822;  died  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  June  2,  1876,  aged  only  54 

years;  married  Evelyn  S.  - .  The  names  of  his  children  are  not 

known.  It  appears  from  an  article  written  at  the  time  of  his  death 
and  printed  in  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch  of  June  3,  1876,  that  he  had  two 
daughters.  The  extract  reads  as  follows :  “  The  first  real  shock  fol¬ 
lowed  the  announcement  of  the  death  of  a  beloved  daughter  which 
occured  suddenly  in  her  Southern  home  in  the  latter  part  of  December 
last.  At  that  time  Mrs.  Burbank  and  another  daughter  were  traveling 
in  Europe.” 

The  following  sketch  of  his  life  was  printed  in  the  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  papers  June  3,  1876  — the  next  day  after  he  died  — and 
is  on  record  at  the  library  of  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society  in  St. 
Paul : 

Mr.  J.  C.  Burbank  was  bom  in  Ludlow,  W^indsor  county,  Ver¬ 
mont,  in  1822,  and  moved  to  the  state  of  New  York  in  1831.  He  was 
brought  up  as  the  majority  of  boys  were  in  those  early  days,  amidst 
what  would  now  be  considered  hardships.  His  youth  was  spent  upon 
a  farm,  his  education  being  acquired  by  attendance  at  school  during 
the  winter  months.  Later  along  he  spent  some  time  in  teaching.  He 
came  to  St.  Paul  in  1850,  with  neither  money  nor  friends,  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  at  once  upon  that  career,  which  in  little  more  than  a  dozen 
years  placed  him  among  the  foremost  of  the  capitalists,  business  men, 
and  the  founders  of  all  the  great  enterprises  which  have  made  this 
city  and  state  what  they  are  today.  In  July,  1851,  Mr.  Burbank  under¬ 
took  the  bold  scheme  of  establishing  an  express  line  from  St.  Paul  to 
Galena,  the  chief  depot  at  that  time  of  that  steamboat  trade  of  the 
Upper  Mississippi,  in  connection  with  the  American  express  company, 
running  to  the  latter  point  as  its  western  terminus.  Mr.  Burbank  was 
himself  the  pioneer  messenger  of  his  express,  and  made  the  first  trip 
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in  this  business  from  St.  Paul  overland.  He  started  from  St.  Paul 
on  the  24th  of  November,  after  the  close  of  navigation,  and  traveled 
the  old  mail  route  by  way  of  Hendson,  Black  River  Falls  and  Prairie 
du  Chien  to  Galena.  He  also  had  a  sub  mail  contract  on  that  route, 
his  mail  consisting  of  one  bag.  The  amount  of  express  matter  en¬ 
trusted  to  him  on  his  first  trip  he  carried  in  his  pocket.  He  continued 
these  trips  through  the  winter.  The  whole  receipts  for  express  car¬ 
ried  during  the  winter  of  1851  and  1852,  although  the  trips  were  made 
regularly,  would  not  have  paid  one  messenger’s  board.  In  the  sum¬ 
mer  also  he  ran  alone,  doing  the  whole  agency  and  messenger  business 
himself,  making  weekly  trips  between  St.  Paul  and  Galena,  on  the  old 
steamer  Nominee. 

“  St.  Paul  was  then  a  small  village,  and  there  were  but  few  settle¬ 
ments  on  the  river,  but  with  a  firm  faith  in  the  future,  Mr.  Burbank 
diligently  set  himself  to  work  to  sow  the  seeds  and  foster  the  germs 
of  an  express  business  in  what  he  foresaw  was  to  be  a  great  and  popu¬ 
lous  state.  Much  of  his  business  at  first  consisted  of  filling  orders  at 
Galena  for  merchants  at  St.  Paul  and  on  the  river.  In  1852  he  formed 
a  partnership  with  W.  L.  Fawcett,  who,  however,  found  the  business 
too  hard  work  for  too  poor  pay,  and  he  retired  in  about  six  months. 
Then  Ed.  Holcombe,  afterward  the  well  known  steamboat  captain, 
went  in  with  him,  taking  the  end  of  the  route  between  Galena  and 
Prairie  du  Chien,  which  he  ran  during  the  winter  of  1852-3,  when  he 
also  became  discouraged,  but  Mr.  Burbank  still  pressed  on,  running 
the  route  himself  and  gathering  about  him  a  large  and  increasing 
business.  To  eke  out  of  the  express  business,  however,  he  took  Chas. 
T.  Whitney  into  partnership,  and  in  1853  went  into  the  forwarding 
business  at  the  upper  levee  in  Frank  Steels’s  old  wharf  boat.  In  1854 
the  express  business  had  reached  such  dimensions  as  to  justify  the 
employment  of  regular  messengers  and  offices  at  all  the  principal 
towns,  and  therefore  the  Northwestern  express  company,  (Burbank 
&  Whitney)  was  organized  and  the  business  continued  to  grow  in 
both  its  branches,  forwarding  and  express.  In  1856,  Mr.  Whitney, 
whose  health  'Was  failing,  sold  out  his  interest  to  Captain  Russell 
Blakeley,  then  connected  with  the  old  Galena  packet  company.  Prior 
to  1856  Mr.  Burbank  had  depended  for  the  winter  conveyance  of  his 
express  matter  on  the  famous  and  once  much  reprobated  Walker 
line’  of  coaches,  but  in  January  of  that  year  Burbank  &  Company 
came  to  the  relief  of  a  despairing  public  by  putting  on  a  line  of  his 
own  stages  between  Dubuque  and  St.  Paul  by  the  interior  route,  by 
way  of  Decorah,  Iowa.  Although  they  originally  intended  to  carry 
only  express  matter,  they  soon  put  on  passenger  coaches,  and  though 
they  had  no  mail  contract  at  that  time,  pushed  Walker  s  slow  coaches 
off  the  road  on  this  route. 
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“  The  passenger  business  having  largely  increased  on  this  and  the 
other  routes,  Mr.  Burbank  made  a  bid  for  the  mail  contract  for  Minne¬ 
sota,  and  at  the  general  letting  in  1857  was  the  successful  bidder  for 
the  down  river  mail.  In  1858  the  company  stocked  up  jointly  with 
Allen  &  Chase  on  the  route  to  La  Crosse,  which  latter  point  had  now 
become  the  nearest  railroad  terminus,  and  in  the  spring  of  1858  the 
Minnesota  Stage  company  was  formed  by  consolidation  with  Allen  & 
Chase,  and  Burbank  &  Co.’s  stages  were  put  on  the  route  from  St. 
Paul  to  St.  Anthony,  and  from  St.  Anthony  to  Crow  Wing.  In  the 
summer  of  1859  they  also  bought  out  the  Stillwater  route  from  Gib¬ 
bons  and  the  Superior  route  from  Doble,  and  thenceforward  the  chief 
stage  business  of  the  state  was  conducted  by  the  new  company.  In 
spring  of  1860,  Col.  J.  L.  Merriam,  who  was  a  partner  with  Mr. 
Burbank  m  the  forwarding  business,  bought  out  the  interest  of  Allen 
&  Chase  in  the  stage  company,  and  for  more  than  seven  years  Messrs. 
Burbank,  Blakeley  &  Merriam  constituted  the  firm  and  carried  on  the 
express  and  stage  business.  Subsequently  this  company  got  all  the 
mail  contracts  on  staging  routes  in  Minnesota,  amounting  in  the  ag¬ 
gregate  to  1,300  miles  of  staging  business,  besides  about  300  miles 
more  of  pony  routes.  The  stage  business  had  now  grown  to  such 
proportions  that  the  express  business  had  become  a  minor  considera¬ 
tion,  and  in  1868  they  sold  out  to  the  American  express  company  all 
t  e  express  territory  south  of  St.  Paul,  retaining  for  themselves  all 
north  of  this  point.  The  immense  proportions  to  which  the  staging 
business  had  grown  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  in  the  winter 
of  1865  they  employed  over  700  horses  and  200  men.  It  is  perhaps  due 
to  these  three  gentlemen  and  expressly  to  the  senior  partner,  the  la¬ 
mented  Mr.  Burbank,  to  whose  early  struggles  and  tenacity  of  purpose 
all  the  subsequent  prosperity  of  the  firm  is  due,  to  say  that  their  busi¬ 
ness  management  as  public  carriers  from  first  to  last  was  distinguished 
by  liberality,  fairness  and  justness  in  all  their  dealings,  which  have 
been  rarely  if  ever  paralleled,  and  that  the  people  are  more  indebted 
to  this  than  to  any  other  agency  for  pushing  out  our  great  network  of 
mail  communications  all  over  the  state  and  its  frontier.  They  estab- 
ished  more  new  roads  and  built  more  bridges  than  any  other  thousand 
men  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Burbank  was  senior  member  of  the  firm  of  J.  C.  &  H.  C.  Bur¬ 
bank  &  Co.  from  1859  to  1866,  which,  during  that  period,  was  one  of 
the  heaviest  grocery  and  commission  houses  in  the  state.  It  was  also 
largely  engapd  in  transportation,  having  in  1859  entered  into  a  con¬ 
tract  with  Sir  George  Simpson,  governor  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  com¬ 
pany,  to  transport  their  goods  for  the  Red  river  settlement  from 
Montreal  and  New  York  through  the  states,  making  St.  Paul  their 
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headquarters,  which  had  previously  been  done  by  way  of  York  Fac¬ 
tory,  in  Hudson’s  Bay.  This  contract  covered  a  yearly  tonnage  of 
from  five  hundred  to  six  hundred  tons,  and  was  by  this  firm  continued 
four  years,  during  which  time  they  built  the  steamer  International, 
being  the  first  steamer  successfully  navigated  on  the  Red  River  of  the 
North.  The  business  thus  inaugurated  has  been  of  untold  advantage 
■to  the  state;  from  such  beginnings  it  has  grown  to  thousands  of  tons 
freightage  per  year  and  opened  a  trade  with  St.  Paul  which  now  re- 
<quires  a  constant  use  during  the  season  of  navigation  on  Red  River  of 
seven  steamboats. 

“  Mr.  Burbank  was  one  of  the  foremost  of  our  citizens  in  establish¬ 
ing  the  chamber  of  commerce  in  St.  Paul,  and  he  was  its  first  presi¬ 
dent  from  1869  to  1871.  He  was  also  largely  identified  with  the  rail¬ 
road  system  of  the  state,  being  a  large  stockholder  and  director  in  the 
St.  Paul  &  Sioux  City  railroad,  and  instrumental  in  securing  the  con¬ 
struction  of  many  others. 

“  In  1865  and  1866  he  was  prominently  active  in  organizing  the  St. 
Paul  Fire  &  Marine  insurance  company,  with  a  cash  capital  of  $76,- 
000,  and  was  its  president  and  financial  manager  from  the  day  of  its 
organization  until  the  day  of  his  death,  under  which  its  capital  and 
assets  have  increased  to  a  million  dollars,  that  company  now  occupy¬ 
ing  a  position  second  to  that  of  no  other  of  its  age  and  capital  in  the 
United  States. 

“  In  1872  Mr.  Burbank  established  and  perfected  the  organization 
of  the  St.  Paul  street  railway  company,  of  which  he  was  the  first  pres¬ 
ident. 

“  In  the  year  1872,  Mr.  Burbank  was  also  elected  to  the  house  of 
representatives  of  the  state  legislature,  and  served  his  constituents  of 
Ramsey  county  with  rare  devotion  and  ability. 

“  Mr.  Burbank  was  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  St.  Paul,  and  for 
a  quarter  of  a  century  had  been  prominently  identified  with  the  im¬ 
portant  enterprises  which  have  contributed  to  the  prodigious  growth 
and  progress  of  this  city  and  state.  His  successful  and  remarkable 
career  presents  an  example  worthy  of  the  imitation  of  all  young  men 
of  the  prosperity  that  may  be  achieved  and  the  honorable  position  that 
may  be  attained  by  the  exercise  of  individual  energy,  self-reliance 
and  personal  integrity.”

Whereas,  Samuel  K.  Burbank,  an  oflScial  and  leading  citizen  of 
Pittsford,  has  been  called  from  our  midst  by  death,  therefore,  be  it, 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Pittsford,  testify' to 
his  honesty,  efficiency  and  faithfulness  in  the  sixteen  years  he  had 
served  the  town  as  treasurer,  the  seven  years  as  clerk,  and  in  the  many 
Other  and  varied  official  positions. 

Resolved,  That  we  wish  to  give  expression  to  our  appreciation  of 
his  sterling  integrity  of  character,  his  kindly  spirit,  which  have  made 
him  so  useful  and  necessary  in  the  relationships  of  the  community  and 
the  friend  of  everyone  in  our  town,  and  that  we  .wish  to  bear  record  to 
the  loss  sustained  by  all  in  his  death. 
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“Resolved,  That  we  express  to  his  wife,  siste^-s  and  brother,  our 
deep  sympathy  in  their  loss,  greater  than  ours,  and  that  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions,  signed  by  the  officials  of  this  meeting,  be  sent  to 
them. 

“  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  placed  on  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  town  of  Pittsford.” 

The  following  are  extracts  from  a  pamphlet  printed  after  his  death : 

“  Samuel  K.  Burbank  was  always  helping  somebody,  and  helping  as 
'One  who  enjoyed  doing  it.  Many  a  time  has  it  been  said  to  needy  ones 
in  our  community ;  ‘  Go  to  Mr.  Burbank ;  he  will  help  you,  if  anyone 
•can.’  We  all  remember  the  numberless  little  deeds  of  kindness  done 
by  this  our  friend  who  was  always  helping,  and  always  first  to  see 
what  was  needed. 

“Efficiency  was  characteristic  of  all  his  service.  It  was  the 
efficiency  of  faithfulness.  He  could  always  be  trusted.  No  one  de¬ 
pended  upon  him  in  vain.  The  man  who  was  on  hand,  who  was  there 
on  time,  who  so  carefully  kept  all  his  engagements.^  We  were  so  sure 
that  any  special  thing  would  be  done  because  he  said  so,  he  told  us  he 
would  see  to  it.  In  the  home,  the  church,  the  nunierous  associations 
for  community  welfare,  in  his  many  town  offices,  in  discharging  the 
numerous  tasks,  bearing  the  many  burdens  imposed  upon  him,  he  was 
ever  the  tried,  true,  faithful  servant  of  all,  ever  ready,  ever  willing, 
in  every  position  doing  his  duty. 

“  His  was  also  the  efficiency  of  thoroughness.  His  work  was  care¬ 
fully,  accurately  wrought.  There  was  no  slipshod  overlooking  of  de¬ 
tails.'  With  him  it  was  always  a  complete  job.  ^  I  am  treasuring  and 
carefully  keping  in  my  home  a  list  of  names  written  by  him ;  prizing 
it  chiefly  for  its  neat  and  beautiful  penmanship.  Doubtless  not  a  few 
of  you  have  carefully  treasured  specimens  also.  In  documents,  let¬ 
ters,  and  the  many  pages  of  books  of  records  that  handwriting  bears 
the  hall-mark  of  his  thoroughness.  What  he  did,  he  did  well. 

“One  thing  more  about  this  efficiency  was  its  adaptability  his 
great  versatility.  There  were  so  many  things  this  man  could  do  and 
do  so  finely.  The  Town  Hall,  Town  Clerk’s  office,  his  Church,  and  the 
greater  part  of  our  homes  are  adorned  or  cheered  with  specimens  of 
his  handiwork,  kindly  bestowed  gifts,  the  more  highly  valued  as  com¬ 
ing  from  him.  We  gratefully  say,  ‘  Mr.  Burbank  made  that  and  gave 

it  to  us.’  . 

“Our  brother  was  a  man  of  patience  —  of  patience  unfailing. 

Think  of  the  multiplied  tasks,  the  constantly  increasing  burdens,  the 
ever  present  responsibilities  —  and  with  what  Christ  like  patience  he 
accepted  all,  and  .with  quiet  cheerfulness  bore  the  load.  We  all 
seemed  to  find  something  that  he  and  no  one  else  could  or  would 
undertake. 
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“  He  was  patient  with  people.  Through  the  years  he  dealt  with  all 
classes  and  conditions  of  men,  women  and  children.  All  were  treated 
with  equal  courtesy.  Somehow  he  made  them  all  his  friends. 

“And  the  conditions  with  which  he  had  to  deal  were  often  far 
from  favorable  or  pleasing.  No  society,  church  or  community  is 
ideal.  Nor  did  he  attempt  to  idealize  any  of  these.  Yet  steadily,  un¬ 
complainingly  he  did  his  part,  his  whole  duty,  improving  where  it  was 
possible,  doing  the  best  that  could  be  done  everywhere. 

“We  must  not  forget  his  service  in  our  Maclure  Library.  For 
years  he  has  been  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Others  might  be  too  busy  to 
attend  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  do  the  necessary  work.  But  he 
was  always  faithful,  always  giving  himself  more  freely  than  any 
other.  He  loved  the  library  almost  as  his  own  child,  and  counted  the 
time  given  it  as  no  sacrifice. 

“  Among  the  good  and  able  men  whom  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
know  there  have  been  few  in  whom  strength  and  beauty  of  intellect 
and  character  were  so  ideally  blended  as  they  were  in  S.  K.  Burbank. 
He  was  eminently  endowed  with  personal  charm.  It  seemed  easy  for 
him  to  excel  in  every  manly  virtue,  and  the  elements  of  his  noble 
character  were  obvious  even  to  those  who  were  not  intimately  ac¬ 
quainted  with  him.  He  was  as  strong  as  an  oak  and  as  graceful  as 
an  elm. 

“  Like  our  Savior  he  found  his  supreme  joy  in  loving  and  unselfish 
service.  He  was  endowed  with  rare  gifts;  and  his  genius  was  con¬ 
secrated  to  the  service  of  the  community  and  the  church.  No  higher 
tribute  can  be  paid  to  any  man  than  the  words  so  many  are  saying  in 
these  days,  ‘We  do  not  see  how  we  can  fill  the  place  of  Samuel  K 
Burbank.’  ’’

“Rev.  John  F.  Burbank  was  born  in  Standish,  Maine,  in  1812 
(should  be  1811),  but  spent  most  of  his  youth  in  Portland.  Immedi¬ 
ately  on  his  conversion  he  decided  to  enter  the  Christian  ministry. 
He  spent  three  years  in  Waterville,  and  graduated  at  Columbia  Col¬ 
lege,  Washington,  D.  C.  He  took  the  full  three  years’  course  at 
Newton,  and  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  church  in  Taunton,  Mass., 
where  he  continued  for  a  year,  and  then  settled  at  Webster,  Mass. 
He  found  that  his  health  would  not  permit  him  to  exercise  his  calling, 
and,  having  purchased  a  farm  near  Worcester,  Mass.,  he  retired  to  it 
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to  recruit  his  failing  strength.  Here  he  resided,  preaching  as  he  felt 
able,  and  trying  to  make  his  life  a  useful  one  in  the  cause  of  his 
master. 

He  was  much  respected  by  his  fellow-citizens,  filling  several 
offices  of  honor  and  trust,  and  among  them  at  one  time  that  of  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Worcester.” 

The  New  Hampshire  records  show  he  resided  and  preached  in  that 
state  for  a  time.

“John  F.  Burbank  administrator  of  the  estate  of  John  Burbank  of 
Bridgton  sold  the  homestead  for  $500  to  Samuel  Andrews  in  1846.”

As  long  as  the  Earth  stands  and  plants  bloom  the  name  “  Luther 
Burbank  ”  will  be  known  and  spoken  in  every  city,  in  e-ery  village, 
and  on  every  farm  the  world  over.  His  name,  his  work,  his  fame 
will  be  known  to  all  future  generations  and  they  will  reap  the  benefit 
of  his  handiwork.  He  inherited  his  love  for  plant  life  from  his 
mother,  Olive  Ross  —  her  people  for  several  generations  were  horti¬ 
culturists.  From  his  father  he  inherited  in  good  measure  the  Bur¬ 
bank  character,  patience,  gentle  disposition,  scholarly  ability,  common 
sense  and  judgment.  In  looks,  judging  from  his  portrait,  he  was  all 
Burbank.  In  personal  appearance  he  was  small  of  stature  and  lithe 
of  body  —  could  turn  a  handspring  when  past  seventy  years  of  age. 
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His  work  called  for  much  hard  physical  labor.  The  hard  and  diffi¬ 
cult  and  dangerous  work  he  did  during  sixteen  years  of  experimental 
work  with  six  hundred  varieties  of  cactus  is  a  good  illustration  of 
the  vast  amount  of  work  he  did  with  brain  and  hand.  (See  his  book, 
“  The  Harvest  of  the  Years  ”.)  His  friends  and  neighbors  aver  that 
in  the  last  years  of  his  life  after  he  was  well  past  three  score  and  ten 
he  toiled  fifteen  to  twenty  hours  a  day  and  felt  rewarded  if  one  suc¬ 
cessful  experiment  resulted  in  three  thousand.  He  had  as  many  as 
ten  thousand  separate  and  distinct  experiments  going  on  at  one  time. 
His  work  was  gigantic  —  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  trees,  shrubs, 
plants,  and  vines  that  he  up-rooted,  discarded,  and  burned  every  year 
after  selecting  one  —  the  best  one  —  from  each  variety  would  have 
made  a  pile  as  big  as  a  mountain.  His  work  has  added  untold  millions 
to  the  wealth  of  the  gardens  of  the  world  for  the  benefit  and  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  all  the  people.  And  that  was  Luther  Burbank’s  religion  —  to 
help  mankind. 

His  father’s  death  probably  caused  him  to  abandon  the  study  of 
medicine.  And  soon  after  the  family  —  his  mother,  brother  and  sis¬ 
ter —  moved  to  Groton  Junction,  Mass.,  now  the  town  of  Ayer.  His 
mother’s  brother  was  with  the  Ames  Plow  Company  at  Worcester, 
Mass.  Luther  went  to  work  in  the  plow  factory  and  became  very  use¬ 
ful  in  the  way  of  some  improvements  he  made  in  wood-working 
machinery,  but  his  health  suffered  from  working  indoors,  so  then 
the  family  removed  to  Lunenburg,  Mass.,  and  bought  a  small  farm, 
seventeen  acres,  where  the  ambitions  of  the  youthful  Burbank  were 
to  take  root.  On  this  farm  he  gained  a  livelihood  by  raising  garden 
vegetables.  Competition  was  keen  and  he  soon  found  that  his  only 
way  to  succeed  was  to  produce  earlier  and  better  garden  products 
than  his  neighbors. 

His  first  notable  success  was  achieved  at  the  age  of  twenty-two, 
partly  by  accident,  when  he  happened  to  find  an  unusually  large  seed 
ball  of  the  Early  Rose  potato  which  he  planted  and  waited  for  re¬ 
sults.  Patience  was  the  strong  point  from  which  radiated  all  his 
achievements.  Soon  after  breeding  this  potato,  in  1875  at  the  age  of 
twenty-six,  he  went  to  California,  taking  along  ten  potatoes  which 
he  planted  on  the  farm  of  his  half-brother  who  had  preceded  him. 
The  reason  he  gave  at  that  time  for  going  to  California  was  that  his 
girl-friend  had  told  him  there  were  other  eligible  young  men  in 
Massachusetts.  But  afterwards  said  that  he  did  not  think  it  the  real 
reason.  Mr.  Burbank  and  the  girl  of  his  youth  were  friends  during 
life. 

In  California  he  worked  as  a  laborer  until  able  to  acquire  a  small 
farm  at  Santa  Rosa.  With  this  small  beginning  he  undertook  the 
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series  of  experiments  which  had  been  uppermost  in  his  mind.  At 
about  this  time  some  one  wanted  twenty  thousand  prune  trees  which 
he  was  able  to  produce  for  them.  Then  followed  year  after  year  his 
achievements.  The  edible  thornless  cactus,  the  stoneless  plum,  the 
improved  prunes,  the  giant  white  calla  lily,  the  white  blackberry,  the 
super-wheat,  the  Burbank  rose,  a  species  of  corn  with  fourteen  ears 
on  a  stock,  the  sweet  scented  verbena,  and  down  through  the  long  list 
of  all  species  of  plant  life  —  flowers,  shrubs,  trees,  fruits,  vegetables. 
From  all  his  many  experiments,  three  hundred  and  eighty-dive  were 
selected  and  recommended  by  him  as  of  value  to  humanity.  Some  of 
these  were  under  his  observation  for  twenty-five  years,  and  a  few 
fifty  years,  before  being  given  to  the  world. 

“  Mr.  Burbank’s  knowledge  of  the  intricate  processes  of  hybridiza¬ 
tion  was  phenomenal,  and  his  horticultural  methods  were  as  success¬ 
ful  as  they  were  unique.  Plant  life  was  plastic  to  his  touch.  His 
work  was  the  marvel  of  government  experts,  scientists  and  schools, 
and  the  many  favorable  comments  upon  it  have  added  to  his  renown. 
It  was  well  for  his  brother  scientists  in  his  line  to  acknowledge  the 
superiority  of  his  achievements,  for  he  stood  above  them  all.” 

Few  men  in  all  time  have  left  so  great  an  estate  to  posterity.  The 
legacy  he  left  cannot  be  exhausted.  Mr.  Burbank  believed  there  was 
no  end  to  life,  but  that  men  lived  eternally  in  the  work  they  had  done ; 
that  those  who  had  performed  great  deeds  live  and  will  live  forever 
in  the  lives  of  those  that  follow  them.  Humanity  was  his  religion. 
Good  deeds  were  his  heaven. 

Sketches  from  a  California  newspaper: 

“  Burbank  loved  children  and  was  loved  by  them.  Having  no  child 
of  his  own  —  the  one  abiding  tragedy  of  his  life,  he  himself  con¬ 
fessed  —  he  adopted  the  whole  world  as  his  children.  His  book  on 
eugenics,  ‘Training  the  Human  Plant’,  has  been  translated  into  al¬ 
most  every  known  tongue.” 

“  Luther  Burbank,  in  addition  to  being  a  thirty-third  degree  Mason 
and  a  Shriner,  was  a  life-member  of  the  Elks,  Modern  Woodmen  of 
America  and  a  Moose.” 

“  To  few  indeed  has  been  given  seventy-seven  years  of  such  worth¬ 
while  life,  rich  in  accomplishment,  rich  in  character,  rich  in  true, 
abiding  friendships.” 

Luther  Burbank  wrote  of  his  life  as  follows: 

‘‘  Afterwards  I  had  the  beginnings  of  education  along  many  lines, 
but  in  my  formative  years  I  was  moved  only  by  enthusiasm,  a  love 
of  nature,  a  great  and  insatiable  curiosity,  and  a  high  regard  for  facts 
as  against  theories.  When  I  began  to  work  I  had  no  elaborate  equip¬ 
ment,  I  had  no  microscope  and  Gray’s  Botany;  I  had  a  hoe  and  a 
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pair  of  overalls;  I  had  no  fixed  and  inflexible  scientific  education;  I 
had  a  voracious  appetite  for  knowledge.  I  have  studied  and  experi¬ 
mented  with  plant  life  for  almost  seventy  years  since  then;  I  have 
watched  men  and  their  motives  with  interest  and  curiosity;  I  have 
regarded  the  progress  of  the  world  and  what  we  call  civilization;  I 
have  tried  to  look  beyond  war  for  its  causes ;  beyond  poverty  for  its 
economic  germ,  beyond  ignorance  for  the  sapping  parasite  from  which 
it  grows  in  the  human  mind,  beyond  bigotry  and  superstition  for  the 
human  weakness  and  fear  that  breed  them,  I  have  wondered  and  ques¬ 
tioned  and  experimented  and  observed,  from  the  beginning  until  to¬ 
day,  with  no  more  equipment  than  the  mind  of  one  inquisitive  and  a 
lover  of  life,  and  now  I  look  back  down  the  years  and  try  to  set 
forth  here  something  of  what  I  have  observed  in  all  this  time. 

“  I  had  a  taste  for  drawing,  and  for  a  time  I  studied  that  art  seri¬ 
ously;  I  had  a  good  many  inclinations  towards  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine  and  I  took  up  that  training ;  there  was  every  opportunity  for  me 
to  go  into  manufacturing,  and  I  went  to  work  in  a  factory  and  for 
many  months  believed  that  I  had,  perhaps,  found  my  calling  there. 
My  employers  felt  this  even  more  strongly  than  I  did,  particularly 
because,  almost  at  once,  I  found  short  cuts  which  enabled  me  to  im¬ 
prove  on  their  methods;  several  of  the  devices  which  I  invented 
were  adopted  and  made  a  part  of  the  factory  equipment. 

“  I  was  told  that  I  could  advance  myself  rapidly  with  them,  and  my 
wages  were,  for  that  period,  very  high  as  a  result  of  my  adaptability 
and  inventive  faculty  I  possessed.  But,  without  my  being  fully  aware 
of  it,  nature  was  calling  me  to  the  land,  and  when  there  came  to  me 
my  share  of  my  father’s  modest  estate  I  could  no  longer  resist  the 
call”  From  “The  Harvest  of  the  Years”  (The  Houghton-Mifllin 
Company)  by  permission  of  Wilbur  Hall. 

Tributes  to  Burbank.  (From  the  California  press.) 

It  is  with  a  glow  of  pride  that  a  Californian  observes  the  many 
tributes  to  the  genius  of  Luther  Burbank  paid  by  the  eastern  press  on 
the  occasion  of  his  demise.  These  eulogies  tell  the  story  of  how  the 
“  plant  wizard  ”  was  esteemed  by  Americans  and  of  how  highly  im¬ 
portant  they  regarded  his  service  to  mankind. 

Lavish  editorials  in  praise  of  him  and  his  work  were  published  in 
the  New^  York  newspapers.  The  Herald-Tribune  said  that  “  the  most 
unscientific  layman  can  divine  that  there  must  have  been  among  his 
faculties  a  unique  prescience  to  enable  him  by  artificial  selection  to 
invent,  as  it  were,  thousands  of  plant  variations  eugenically  ideal. 
Certainly  there  never  has  been  more  astonishing  manipulation  of 
hereditary  traits  than  he  achieved.”  The  same  newspaper  speculated 
upon  what  he  might  have  done  had  he  worked  his  magic  power  upon' 
the  human  race.

At  one  time  in  his  life  Burbank  is  said  to  have  seriously  considered 
the  idea  of  such  an  experiment  and  he  might  have  evolved  the  super¬ 
man  which  has  been  the  dream  of  the  eugenist.  “  But  they  wouldn’t 
let  me,”  he  is  said  to  have  remarked  concerning  this  proposed  flight 
into  the  realms  of  biological  theory. 

In  paying  its  high  tribute  to  Burbank  the  New  York  Times  said 
that  many  of  his  triumphs  are  not  credited  to  him  in  the  imperfect 
annals  of  his  work.  “  They  were  bought  outright  by  other  nursery¬ 
men,  renamed  and  their  origin  concealed.”  This  observation  is  a  true 
one.  Some  of  Burbank’s  friends  urged  him  to  trace  down  the  more 
important  of  these  “  piracies  ”  and  expose  them,  but  the  patient  plant- 
breeder  would  only  smile  and  say  he  had  no  time  for  such  trivial 
work.  “  And,  anyway,”  he  would  say,  “  the  world  is  getting  the  bene¬ 
fit,  whether  it  is  credited  to  me  or  not.”  Such  was  his  altruism  and 
such  his  indifference  to  fame. 

Mr.  Burbank  willed  his  estate,  consisting  of  stocks,  bonds,  cash, 
and  experimental  gardens,  comprising  three  tracts,  a  25-acre  ranch  in 
Bennett  Valley,  9-acres  in  Santa  Rosa,  a  12-acre  garden  in  Sebasto¬ 
pol,  estimated  to  be  worth  at  least  $200,000,  to  his  wife.  Will  dated 
March  20,  1924.  Estate  appraised  $168,624. 

No  doubt  his  life  was  shortened  by  the  religious  controversy  con¬ 
cerning  the  future  life  of  man.  Appearing  in  the  pulpit  of  the  First 
Congregational  Church  in  San  Francisco,  Burbank  prefaced  his  speech 
on  “  Science  and  Civilization  ”  by  declaring  he  had  “  nominated  ” 
himself  an  “  infidel  ”  so  as  to  cause  people  to  think.  He  saw  no 
proof  of  any  spiritual  existence'  after  death.  He  could  not  believe 
without  proof.  And  for  this  courageous  stand  a  certain  class  of 
good  people  of  good  intent  considered  it  their  duty  to  visit  or  write 
Mr.  Burbank  to  inform  him  of  their  belief  in  a  spiritual  life  and  their 
belief  that  the  Bible  is  a  supernatural  book.  The  result  of  all  this 
was  to  create  an  atmosphere  of  excitement  which  was  too  much  for 
a  person  of  his  age.  No  doubt  he  tried  with  all  his  might  to  believe 
in  a  future  existence  —  every  one  wants  to  believe  in  immortal  life 
of  the  soul.  One  so  constituted  that  he  believes  death  ends  all  may  or 
may  not  be  unfortunate.  The  papers  quoted  the  pastor  of  the  church 
at  Santa  Rosa,  his  home  where  he  was  best  known,  as  saying,  “  the 
door  of  our  church  is  open  to  Luther  Burbank  any  time  he  will  join.” 

In  religious  thought  he  was  centuries  ahead  of  his  time.  Judge 
Lindsey  of  Denver,  Colorado,  speaking  at  his  funeral  said,  “  Luther 
Burbank  was  the  most  religious  man  I  ever  knew.  He  was  the 
world’s  most  contented  man.  He  had  more  real  satisfaction  and  joy 
from  his  work  than  any  other  human  being.”  Then  the  famous  ora-

tion  voiced  by  the  agnostic,  Robert  G.  Ingersoll,  at  the  funeral  of  his 
brother  Eben  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  May  31,  1879,  was  read,  and 
Luther  Burbank  was  laid  at  rest  in  his  own  garden  in  the  shade  of  a 
Lebanon  cedar.

In  1858  he  began  busi¬ 
ness  for  himself  in  Falls  City,  Nebraska,  to  which  place  he  shipped  a 
stock  of  goods  carrying  on  merchandising  for  four  years.  Since 
1861  he  has  been  an  important  factor  in  political  affairs.  He  was  t  e 
first  Mayor  and  first  Postmaster  of  Falls  City  and  was  by  President 
Lincoln  appointed  Agent  for  the  Iowa,  Sac  and  Troy  Indian  tribes  of 
Missouri.  He  resigned  that  office  to  return  to  Centerville  '"1866 
and  soon  after  went  to  Indianapolis  and  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
crockery  business  two  or  three  years.  In  1869  he  was  appointed  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  territory  of  Dakota  and  ex  officio  Superintendent  of 
Indian  affairs,  filling  that  position  for  six  years  with  marked  ability. 

In  1870  disruption  occurred  in  the  ranks  of  the  Republican  party 
and  caused  great  bitterness  between  factions.  It  originated  at  Yan  - 
ton  and  extended  to  other  sections  of  the  state.  The  Democrats  of 
Dakota  took  advantage  of  the  situation  and  twice  elected  their  candi¬ 
date  to  congress.  Later  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  Democratic 
candidate  from  office  by  declaring  certain  election  returns  illegal  or 
irregular.  Governor  Burbank  and  his  two  associates  on  the  Board 
of  Elections  opposed  this  on  account  of  its  fraudulent  nature  anc 
stood  for  right  regardless  of  party  affiliations  or  party  disturbances. 
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He  had  a  most  difficult  position  but  acted  with  fairness.  He  was  at 
all  times  true  to  duty  and  eventually  reunited  his  party  and  carried 
it  to  victory. 

He  was  active  in  organizing  the  territory  of  Wyoming  and  was  a 
candidate  for  Governor  when  he  was  appofnted  by  President  Grant 
as  Governor  of  Dakota.  On  removal  to  Yankton  and  Springfield  he 
acquired  large  real  estate  interests.  When  in  Yankton  he  was  associ¬ 
ated  with  Major  Hanson,  Judge  Brockings,  and  Chief  Justice  French 
in  the  firm  of  J.  H.  Hanson  &  Co.,  owners  of  large  interests  in  a  man¬ 
ufacturing  plant.  In  1875  Governor  Burbank  went  to  Richmond, 
Ind.,  where  he  made  his  home.  For  a  time  he  was  clerk  of  the  United 
States  senate.  Also  held  the  position  of  post  office  inspector  having 
exclusive  charge  of  all  post  office  buildings  in  the  United  States 
rented  by  the  government,  and  was  the  only  person  who  ever  held 
that  position  as  the  office  was  discontinued  at  the  time  of  his  retire¬ 
ment  therefrom. 

Governor  Burbank  was  a  man  of  strong  mentality,  keen  discern¬ 
ment,  great  tact  and  resolute  purpose  and  well  fitted  for  the  political 
honors  conferred  ujx)n  him.  His  business  interests  were  well  man¬ 
aged  and  brought  him  a  handsome  competence.  He  commands  the 
respect  of  his  fellow  men  by  his  sterling  worth  and  Indiana  numbers 
him  among  her  honored  sons.”

He  was  only  a  few  months  old  when  his  father  moved  to  Newfield, 
Maine.  He  was  the  settled  minister  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  church 
in  Newfield;  was  one  of  tfie  founders  and  proprietor  of  the  “Morn¬ 
ing  Star  ”,  a  religious  paper  first  issued  in  Limerick,  Maine,  in  1826. 
This  paper  had  considerable  influence  for  many  years,  especially 
among  the  Baptists.  He  was  treasurer  of  York  county  eight  years; 
trustee  of  Parsonsfield  (Maine)  Academy;  chairman  of  board  of 
selectmen  of  Newfield  in  1821.  He  removed  to  Limerick  in  1826. 
Early  in  life  he  was  an  able  school  teacher.

married  Oct.  2,  1825,  Mary  Goodrich  (she  was  born  Dec.  28,  1806 
and  died  June  — ,  1888).  The  following  is  a  newspaper  notice  of  his 
death  published  March  4,  1873: 

Last  evening  at  half  past  eight  o’clock,  one  of  our  oldest  and  most 
respected  citizens,  Gideon  W.  Burbank,  died  at  the  residence  of  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Ira  B.  Northrop.  His  age  was  seventy  years.  During 
the  past  eight  months,  he  has  suffered  severely  from  disease,  and  his 
death  was  not  unexpected. 

Deceased  came  to  this  city  from  Kendall,  Orleans  County,  New 
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York,  in  the  year  1839,  and  engaged  in  the  milling  business.  He  held 
several  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility  —  was  President  of  the  old 
Manufacturers  Bank,  a  Director  of  other  banks.  He  gave  $20,000  to 
endow  the  chair  of  “  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  ”  known  as  the 
Burbank  professorship.  He  was  an  active  and  influential  member  of 
the  First  Baptist  church,  and  one  of  the  Trustees  of  that  Society. 
Mr.  Burbank  was  a  kind-hearted  benevolent  man,  a  good  citizen,  and 
the  people  of  his  city  will  feel  deeply  the  loss  of  so  excellent  a  man.” 

He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
Rochester  in  1854.  Was  made  a  member  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Board  and  in  the  next  year,  1855,  he  became  vice  chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  his 
death.  His  son-in-law,  Mr.  Lewis  Roberts,  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Concerning  the  professorship  which  Mr.  Bur¬ 
bank  endowed  the  following  is  on  record  at  the  University : 

“  Established  July  2,  1855,  by  Gideon  W.  Burbank  of  Rochester, 
New  York,  and  Lewis  Roberts  of  New  York  City;  the  subscription 
of  Mr.  Burbank  being  $17,000,  and  that  of  Mr.  Roberts  being  $3,000. 
The  total  subscription  of  $20,000  was  made  on  condition  that  an  addi¬ 
tional  $20,000  be  subscribed  for  the  building  fund  of  the  University. 
This  amount  was  raised. 

“  The  above  sum  ‘  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  permanent  endowment 
of  the  Presidency  of  the  University,  of  which  Martin  B.  Anderson 
is  now  (1855)  the  incumbent,  and  the  professorship  which  is  now  or 
hereafter  immediately  connected  with  such  Presidency,  to  be  denomi¬ 
nated  the  “  Burbank  Professorship”.’  It  was  the  wish  of  the  donors, 
and  the  endowment  was  made  with  the  express  understanding  that  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  should  always  be  the  officer  so  to  be 
supported.” 

Dr.  Rush  Rhees  is  the  present  (1927)  incumbent  of  the  presidency 
of  the  University  and  is,  therefore,  the  direct  beneficiary  of  the  Bur¬ 
bank  Professorship. 

President  Anderson  said :  “  The  sum  which  Mr.  Burbank  gave  was 
by  far  the  largest  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  given  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  by  any  one  man.  It  also  bore  a  larger  proportion  to  the  total 
amount  of  property  in  possession  than  any  larger  donation  which  we 
have  ever  received.  For  this  and  other  reasons  which  might  be 
named,  we  believe  that  it  represented  also  a  greater  amount  of  honest 
self-denial.  In  his  last  days  when  great  losses  had  come  upon  him, 
he  said  of  this  gift,  ‘That  I  have  saved.’” 

“Record  Entered  on  the  Death  of  Gideon  W.  Burbank 

“  At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Rochester  the  following  minute  was  adopted  and  en¬ 
tered  upon  our  records: 
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“  Our  late  Vice  Chairman  and  friend,  Gideon  W.  Burbank,  Esq., 
having  recently  departed  this  life,  we  would  recognize  the  deceased' 
as  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  active  friends  and  patrons  of  the- 
University  of  Rochester.  His  constant  attendance  on  our  sessions, 
his  business  capacity  and  personal  service  in  times  of  trial,  entitle- 
him  to  be  numbered  amongst  the  most  energetic,  faithful  and  judicious, 
of  our  Trustees.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  manifest  his  devotion  tOi 
the  University  and  the  interests  of  education  in  the  city  and  commu¬ 
nity  by  the  endowment  of  the  chair  which  bears  his  name.  His  ex¬ 
ample  of  liberality  has  been  as  valuable  as  his  munificence  itself,  and 
this  donation  will  be  an  honorable  of  his  memory. 

As  a  citizen  he  was  public  spirited  and  benevolent;  as  a  merchant 
he  was  honorable,  industrious  and  persevering;  to  his  family  he  was 
a  model  of  indulgence  and  kindness,  and  in  all  the  relations  of  his  life 
he  sought  to  control  his  actions  by  the  spirit  and  principles  of  Chris¬ 
tianity. 

“  As  a  mark  of  our  personal  respect  for  the  deceased  we  will  attend 
his  funeral  in  a  body,  and  we  direct  our  Secretary  to  deliver  to  the 
stricken  family  a  copy  of  this  record,  and  to  convey  to  them  our  pro¬ 
found  and  respectful  sympathy  in  this  time  of  bereavement  and  sorrow?

An  account  of  his  life  is  given  in  the  “  Baptist  Encyclopaedia  of  the. 

World  ”  by  Cathcart  which  is  somewhat  similar  to  the  account  written" 
here ;  ' 

His  father,  when  Gideon  was  18  years  of  age,  removed  from  Salem, 
Mass.,  to  New  York  city,  and  gave  him  a  business  education.  Here  the 
son  remained  for  two  or  three  years  as  a  clerk  in  a  dry  goods  house. 
The  father  went  to  North  Carolina  and  became  a  successful  merchant. 
Upon  his  death  the  son  went  for  a  time  to  that  State  to  settle  his 
father  s  affairs.  On  his  return  North  he  decided  to  go  into  business 
for  himself,  and  arranged  to  commence  business  in  his  native  town, 
Deerfield,  New  Hampshire.  But  the  opening  was  unsatisfactory,  and 
joining  the  crowd  whom  the  near  completion  of  the  Erie  Canal  was 
leading  to  western  New  York,  he  established  himself  in  the  business 
of  a  merchant  in  Kendall,  Orleans  County,  New  York,  in  the  year 
1824.  The  region  was  just  emerging  from  a  wilderness  state,  and  his 
first  heavy  goods  were  transported  for  some  miles  before  reaching  his 
store  by  oxen,  over  roads  otherwise  impassible.  He  had  small  capital, 
but  his  perfect  integrity,  which  beamed  in  his  countenance,  gave  hir® 
ample  credit. 
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The  rapid  peopling  of  the  region  afforded  abundant  incentives  to 
his  ambition,  and  he  prospered  with  the  prosperity  of  his  neighbors. 
5ut  at  length  the  country  around  him  reached  a  stationary  condition, 
^nd  his  capacities  found  here  no  adequate  opportunity.  He  transfered 
himself  to  Rochester  in  1839,  and  entered  on  his  greatest  career  in  the 
jtnanufacturer  of  flour.  Here,  honored  of  all  men,  he  lived. 

The  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Gideon  W.  Burbank,  of  Rochester, 
Monroe  County,  New  York.  (The  two  codicils  are  omitted  as  they  do 
not  materially  change  the  Will.) 

I,  Gideon  W.  Burbank,  thankful  to  a  Kind  Providence  for  all  gifts 
bestowed  upon  me  and  desiring  to  dispose  of  my  property  interests 
for  the  benefit  of  others,  do  now,  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory, 
make,  publish  and  declare  this  as  my  Last  Will  and  Testament  hereby 
revoking  all  former  Will  or  Wills  by  me  at  any  time  made,  and  after 
payment  of  all  just  debts  Existing  at  my  decease. 

First ;  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son-in-law  the  gold  headed  cane 
given  me  by  him  heretofore,  and  which  shall  be  surrendered  to  him  by 
my  Exectors  hereinafter  named  within  three  months  after  my  decease, 
such  son-in-law  being  Lewis  Roberts. 

Second:  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Grandson  Gideon  W. 
B.  Roberts,  whose  name  is  taken  from  me,  and  who  is  the  Son  of  the 
Said  Lewis  Roberts,  the  gold  watch  now  carried  by  me,  and  which 
was  the  gift  of  the  Said  Lewis  to  me. 

The  said  property  shall  be  delivered  to  said  grandson  at  such 
period  as  his  father  shall  deem  most  proper  and  in  the  meantime,  the 
same  shall  be  held  for  him,  after  my  decease,  by  his  said  father. 

Third:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Son,  Albert  E.  Burbank,  of 
Rochester,  the  gold  watch  formerly  carried  by  me,  to  be  surrendered 
to  him  Within  three  months  after  my  decease. 

Fourth:  I  do  hereby  declare  as  a  reason  for  no  specific  devise  or 
bequest  to  my  Wife  Mary  that  heretofore  I  have  given  to  and  Secured 
for  her,  and  may  hereafter  add  thereto,  ample  property  for  her  com¬ 
fort  and  support,  and  do  hereby  add  thereto  only  such  portion  of  my 
Estate,  real  or  personal  as  Would  pass  to,  or  become  vested  in  her 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  the  event  of  my  in¬ 
testacy. 

Fifth:  All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  Estate  after  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  my  last  Will  and  testament 
I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  unto  the  following  named  children,  share 
and  share  alike,  namely,  Frances  Ann  Northrop  of  Rochester,  2nd 
Abner  Burbank  of  Rochester,  3rd  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Tuttle  of  Brooklyn, 
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ith  Mrs.  Sarah  V.  McPherson  of  Rochester,  5th  Mrs.  Lucilla  Young- 
of  Rochester,  6th  Albert  E.  Burbank  of  Rochester,  7th  Mrs.  Catha-- 
rine  P.  Bonney  of  Brooklyn,  8th  Mrs.  Susan  S.  M.  Carpenter  of  ; 
Rochester. 

Each  of  the  said  children  shall  take  an  equal  share  and  portion  of - 
the  said  residuum  of  my  Estate,  in  whatever  form  represented. 

My  reason  for  omitting  my  daughter,  Mrs.  Lewis  Roberts,  from  any- 
share  in  my  estate  is  that  her  husband  is  vested  with  a  handsome- 
estate  and  she  is  not  at  present,  and  cannot  be  so  as  far  as  I  can 
anticipate  in  need  of  any  property  in  any  contingency,  and  for  the 
reason  that  my  other  children  are  numerous  and  may  require  the  aid 
of  my  property  in  their  future. 

Sixth :  I  do  hereby  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  as  my  Execu¬ 
tors  of  this  my  Last  Will  and  Testament  my  Son  Abner  Burbank  and 
my  Sons-in-law  Ira  B.  Northrop  and  George  W.  Carpenter  all  of 
Rochester,  New  York,  and  do  hereby  give  to  them  or  to  the  Survivor 
or  Survivors  full  power  and  authority  to  mortgage  sell  convey  or 
lease  any  portion  of  my  Estate  as  in  their  Judgement  may  be  deemedi 
most  beneficial  for  the  persons  interested  in  my  Estate;  Each  andj 
Every  Executor  shall  act  Without  compensation  fees  or  commissions.

When  a  young  man,  he  went  to  Henderson,  Kentucky,  and 
became  an  able  and  brilliant  business  man.  A  tobacco  merchant  and 
producer,  he  was  the  first  to  open  the  trade  of  shipping  tobacco  by 
the  way  of  New  Orleans  and  New  York  direct  from  Kentucky  to 
England.  He  was  a  wealthy  man  for  that  period,  being  worth  three 
millions  before  the  Civil  War.  He  owned  four  large  plantations; 
had  interests  in  different  states ;  owned  several  hundred  slaves ;  was- 
a  pioneer  in  opening  coal  mines,  and  was  a  stockholder  in  the  Bank 
of  England. 

He  was  a  great  traveler,  visiting  Europe  many  times,  and  was 
present  at  the  Coronation  of  Queen  Victoria  of  England,  when  she 
came  to  the  throne.  Traveled  in  the  Holy  Land  after  the  Civil  War, 
taking  with  him  his  close  friend,  Gen.  John  C.  Breckinridge,  Ex-Vice 
President  of  the  United  States,  who  was  then  in  exile. 

Col.  Adam  R.  Johnson,  who  delivered  a  message  in  cipher  from 
Gen.  Breckinridge  to  Mr.  Burbank  during  the  Civil  War,  gives  in  his 
book  about  the  South  the  following  conversation:  “Now,  Johnson, 
if  you  need  any  money  you  can  get  it,”  said  Mr.  Burbank,  as  he  took 
a  roll  of  bills  out  of  his  pocket,  amounting  to  several  hundred  dol¬ 
lars.  “  Take  this,  and  if  you  get  a  chance  send  it  South  to  our  old 
general,  and  if  not,  use  it  yourself,  and  when  you  want  more  let  me 
know  and  you  shall  have  it.”  Continuing  Col.  Johnson  says,  “  He 
smiled  kindly  into  my  face  and  gave  me  a  friendly  pat  upon  the 
shoulder.  Any  one  who  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  the  acquaintance  of 
David  R.  Burbank  will  recognize  this  as  a  characteristic  act  of  the 
big-hearted  man,  who,  though  but  an  adopted  son  of  Kentucky,  was 
truer  to  her  in  the  bitter  hour  of  her  extremity  than  many  of  her 
native-born  sons.”

His  schooling  was  limited  to  a  few  weeks  of  country  school  during 
youth,  but  he  was  a  great  reader  and  acquired  considerable  knowl¬ 
edge,  and  had  an  unusually  retentive  memory.  As  a  mathematician 
he  had  few  equals.  His  ability  to  do  “  sums  ”,  as  he  called  all  prob¬ 
lems  and  mathematical  conundrums,  was  a  great  help  to  his  son  who 
was  a  superior  scholar  and  took  high  rank  and  many  honors  at  college. 

His  short  and  stocky  figure  he  inherited  from  his  mother  (who 
was  a  Bray),  and  his  soft  and  fair  complexion  and  regular  features 
from  his  maternal  grandmother  (who  was  a  Wellcome).  He  had  a 
slight  shake  of  the  head  caused  by  a  severe  illness  of  typhoid  fever 
in  youth. 

He  was  a  very  conscientious  man.  At  one  time  he  received  a 
notice  to  appear  at  court  for  jury  service.  On  the  day  court  opened 
a  severe  storm  raged,  and  the  drifted  road  was  impassable  by  team. 
He  went  from  his  home  on  foot  a  distance  of  eighteen  miles,  and  was 
about  the  only  juror  to  appear  at  court  that  day;  even  those  living 
within  a  mile  of  the  court-house  did  not  venture  out.  No  one  be¬ 
lieved  he  could  go  through.  And  a  few  days  later  when  the  stage 
made  the  first  trip  over  the  road  after  the  storm  they  expected  to 
find  his  frozen  body  by  the  roadside.

When  the  Civil  War  broke  out  he  enlisted  in  the  2nd  Wisconsin 
cavalry,  also  known  as  the  **  Eau  Claire  Rangers  ;  in  this  regiment 
he  was  commissioned  1st  lieutenant ;  was  with  this  regiment  for  a 
time;  resigned  his  commission,  returned  to  Maine  and  worked  as  a 
recruiting  officer  for  several  months,  then  went  back  to  Wisconsin 
and  enlisted  in  the  34th  Wis.  Volunteer  Infantry  Dec.  6,  1862;  in 
this  regiment  he  was  appointed  1st  sergeant  in  his  company;  went 
South  with  this  regiment  and  was  stationed  at  Columbus,  Missouri, 
and  Memphis,  Tenn.;  was  mustered  out  of  service  with  the  regiment 

at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Sept.  8,  1863.

Army,  Washington,  D.  C. : 

“  The  name  Israel  B.  Burbank  appears  on  the  muster  in  roll  of 
Company  C,  16th  Maine  Infantry,  dated  at  Augusta,  Maine,  August 
14,  1862,  as  a  second  lieutenant  with  the  remark,  ‘  Appointed  Second 
Lieutenant  by  the  Governor;  was  not  mustered,  he  having  been  in 
service  before.’  His  name  does  not  appear  on  subsequent  rolls  of  the 
Company,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  record  of  muster  into  service  of 
this  man,  he  is  not  regarded  as  having  been  in  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States  as  a  member  of  Company  C,  16th  Maine  Infantry.” 

Instead  of  serving  in  the  16th  Maine  Infantry  which  he  recruited 
he  returned  to  Wisconsin  and  enlisted  as  given  above. 

As  a  recruiting  officer  his  cousin,  A.  P.  Bray,  of  Mt.  Vernon, 
Missouri,  says,  “  In  his  appeals  for  volunteers  Israel  Burbank  could 
bring  the  tears  to  the  eyes  of  any  audience.” 

After  the  war  he  engaged  quite  extensively  in  lumbering  in  Eau 
Claire,  Wisconsin,  when  a  dishonest  partner  disappeared  with  the 
money  received  for  the  winter’s  cut  — money  out  of  which  the  bills 
for  the  winter’s  operation  was  to  have  been  paid.  This  blow  was 
enough  to  crush  the  spirit  of  any  man,  but  Mr.  Burbank  worked  and 
paid  many  of  these  bills. 
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In  April  1872  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Windom,  Cottonwood 
Co.,  Minn.,  where  his  younger  brother  had  settled,  and  there  he  took 
up  a  claim,  built  a  house,  went  through  many  severe  hardships  of 
early  pioneer  life  —  through  three  grasshopper  years  in  succession, 
when  all  crops  were  destroyed,  with  courage  and  determination  to 
final  success,  and  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  h|is 
labor  and  success. 

His  natural  ingenuity  was  a  great  help  in  the  pioneer  days. 

He  was  always  interested  and  active  in  politics,  and  was  often 
called  to  preside  at  political  gatherings  and  conventions. 

A  banker  of  Windom  said  to  the  writer,  “  It  would  not  have  been 
possible  to  induce  Mr.  Burbank  to  do  anything  that  he  did  not  think 
right.” 

He  is  buried,  with  his  wife,  in  the  soldiers’  portion  of  the  beautiful 
cemetery  at  Windom.  The  graves  are  marked  with  a  beautiful  and 
impressive  monument  of  Vermont  granite.

tenant  of  the  16th  New  Hampshire  Volunteers;  served  from  Nov.  4, 
1862  to  July  18, 1863.  The  regiment  was  ordered  to  the  Department  of 
the  Gulf  under  Gen.  Banks  and  though  not  engaged  in  any  great  con¬ 
flict,  performed  arduous  duties  on  the  Mississippi  at  Port  Hudson  and 
other  localities.  After  reaching  home  it  took  a  long  time  for  him  to 
regain  his  health.  Served  as  first  town  clerk  of  Webster,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  Also  served  as  postmaster.  He  was  a  merchant  and  miller  — 
grist  mill.  Removed  to  Norwich,  Vermont,  where  he  lived  from  1867 
to  1892.  He  lived  in  that  part  of  Boscawen  which  was  set  off  as  the 
town  of  Webster.

Warner  of  that  place,  teaching  school  in  winter. 

In  1836  he  went  to  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  and  in  1837  to  Chicago,  trudg¬ 
ing  along  on  foot  most  of  the  way,  doing  odd  jobs  as  he  went  along 
to  pay  his  expenses.  Here  he  was  among  the  early  arrivals,  and  was  a 
pioneer  among  pioneers.  Some  of  the  results  of  his  labors  still  exist 
on  the  roadside  (1920)  west  of  Chicago.  In  those  early  days  fever 
and  ague  were  prevalent  in  the  country.  One  morning  while  suffering, 
shivering,  and  shaking  from  a  chill,  he  mounted  the  hind  axle  of  a 
wagon  for  the  purpose  of  going  into  the  woods  to  pick  out  trees  for 
working  into  material  for  a  barn,  when  the  wheel  running  over  an 
obstruction  jolted  him  off,  the  wheel  running  over  his  neck.  He  never 
had  a  shake  after  that,  he  used  to  say  jocularly. 

In  1843  he  went  to  Louisiana,  remaining  two  years.  It  was  while 
here  at  work  on  the  plantations  he  saw  the  iniquities  and  cruelties  of 
slavery,  which  ever  after  made  him  an  abolitionist.  In  the  fall  of 
1845,  Nov.  10,  he  married  Elvira,  daughter  of  Frederick  Miller  (she 
was  born  in  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  17,  1823  and  died  May  10,  1908) 
“  Thus  passed  away  two  as  noble  people  as  ever  lived.”  “  I  speak 
that  I  do  know  ”  says  their  son.  Dr.  Charles  H.  Burbank.  He  lived 
in  York  Center,  Illinois,  and  Kane  County,  Illinois  and  Sycamore, 
Illinois.

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306.  Galvin  Morris'^  Burbank  (Little6(159),  Davids,  Moses^, 
Eleazer3,  Caleb2,  Johni)  was  born  in  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire, 
June  16,  1832.  He  lived  in  Boscawen.  The  following  is  from  the 
History  of  Boscawen  and  Webster:  “  Calvin  Morris  Burbank,  son  of 
Capt.  Little,  born  June  16,  1832  and  died  May,  1866.  Enlisted  at  the 
beginning  of  the  war  in  Goodwin  Rifles,  Company  B,  2nd  Regiment, 
commanded  by  Col.  Gilman  Marston,  of  Exeter,  and  attached  to  the 
brigade  commanded  by  Gen.  Burnside.  The  regiment  was  conspic¬ 
uously  engaged  in  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run,  in  which  Mr.  Burbank 
displayed  that  undaunted  bravery  which  animated  him  in  all  subse¬ 
quent  engagements.  Upon  the  retreat,  he  carried  a  comrade 
Holmes  —  on  his  back  for  a  long  distance,  and  after  leaving  him  in 
the  hospital,  picked  up  the  rifles  thrown  away  by  others,  having  at 
one  time  five  on  his  shoulders.  In  the  Peninsular  campaign  he  took 
part  in  the  battle  of  Williamsburg.  In  a  letter  to  his  brother  he  gives 
an  account  of  the  engagement:  ‘We  started  at  sunrise  and  pushed 
rapidly  forward,  our  corps  taking  the  central  route,— Keyes  on  the 
right  and  Sumner  on  the  left.  Our  division  took  the  lead,  and  at  six 
o’clock  we  were  in  sight  of  the  rebel  entrenchments  before  Williams¬ 
burg.  The  action  soon  commenced,  and  as  the  day  progressed  grew 
hotter  till  by  noon  it  was  absolutely  terrific.  Our  division,  the  rest 
of  the  corps  failing  to  come  up,  had  to  withstand  the  whole  force  of 
the  enemy’s  center ;  and  right  valiantly  did  they  do  it,  as  the  records 
of  the  day’s  fight  will  show.  Four  times  were  they  driven  back,  and 
as  many  times  did  they  rally,  and  recover  the  ground  they  had  lost. 
Thus  the  battle  raged  till  four  o’clock,  when  reinforcements  so  long 
looked  for  at  last  arrived,  and  decided  the  battle  in  our  favor,  when 
the  enemy,  being  driven  hard  into  their  entrenchments  and  darkness 
settling  over  the  earth,  ended  hostilities  for  the  day. 

“  ‘  To  add  to  our  hard  fighting,  it  rained  in  torrents  all  day,  and  the 
men  were  completely  drenched.  Many  of  the  men  when  they  went 
into  the  fight  threw  away  knapsacks,  and  without  any  shelter  you 
may  judge  that  our  situation  was  not  to  be  envied.  Still  the  men  were 
resolute  in  their  determination  to  commence  the  fight  the  next

morning.  ^  ^  ^ 

“  ‘  Yesterday  afternoon  I  took  a  stroll  over  the  battle-field,  and  the 
sight  that  met  my  eyes  was  sickening  in  the  extreme.  Friend  and  foe 
lay  side  by  side  in  scores.  Evidences  of  the  fierceness  of  the  fight 
were  everywhere  visible,  and  it  was  easy  to  trace  the  progress  and 
success  of  the  fight  by  the  too  visible  marks  of  the  strife.  Language 
fails  me  to  describe  the  appearance  of  a  battle-field  after  the  contest 
is  over.  It  must  be  seen  to  be  realized  to  its  full  extent.’ 

“  For  gallantry  at  Williamsburg,  he  was  made  a  corporal.  He  would 
have  been  commissioned  had  it  not  been  for  an  impediment  in  his 


speech. 
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"  Endowed  with  a  strong  constitution,  he  passed  through  all  the  hard¬ 
ships  of  the  Peninsular  campaign,  doing  his  duties  whenever  called 
upon,  notwithstanding  the  malaria  of  the  Chickahomy. 

“  In  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  he  was  shot  through  the  thigh  when  he 
leaped  upon  the  breast-works  to  see  what  effect  the  firing  was  having 
on  the  enemy,  left  in  the  field  exposed  to  the  fire,  and  during  one  day’s 
raid,  and  in  a  rain-storm  which  so  flooded  the  field  it  was  with  diffi¬ 
culty  that  he  kept  his  head  above  water,  finally  taken  to  a  hospital,  re¬ 
covered,  re-enlisted.  Wounded  a  second  time  in  the  side  of  the  face 
when  he  and  a  rebel  fired  at  each  other  only  a  few  feet  apart.  His 
shot  killed  the  rebel.  Mustered  out  June  21,  1864,  having  taken  part 
in  more  than  thirty  engagements.  Without  any  disparagement  to  the 
valor  or  bravery  of  others,  it  may  be  said  he  was  one  of  the  bravest 
of  the  brave. 

“  His  death,  which  occurred  in  May,  1866,  was  very  sad.  It  was 
from  smallpox,  in  the  hospital  at  Manchester.  Strangers  only  could 
care  for  him  in  his  last  hours  on  earth. 

He  married  Louisa  Nichols,  who  died  before  the  war,  leaving  one 
child,  a  daughter,  now  living  (1878).”

He  was  raised  on  the  farm,  attended  school  in  the  old  log 
school  house  until  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age,  when  his  parents 
moved  to  Sycamore,  Illinois,  in  order  to  give  their  children  better 
school  privileges.  His  first  vote  was  cast  for  General  U.  S.  Grant 
for  President.  In  December  of  that  year,  he  went  to  Chicago,  entered 
Rush  Medical  College,  and  graduated  in  1872.  He  settled  in  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  where  he  practiced  medicine  for  several  years,  then  returned  to 
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Chicago  and  went  into  the  drug  business  in  conjunction  with  the 
practice  of  medicine.  In  1894  he  was  burned  out  losing  everything, 
save  the  grounds  the  buildings  stood  on,  and  some  insurance.  After 
paying  the  debts,  there  was  little  left  except  the  land  and  a  good  stock 
of  courage.  While  the  fire  was  raging,  he  told  his  architect  to  draw 
plans  for  another  building  bigger  and  better  than  the  old  one  was, 
and  at  once  he  went  about  to  secure  the  means  to  build.  However, 
the  load  proved  too  heavy  to  carry,  then  he  sold  out  and  went  West 
to  Cashmere,  Washington,  into  the  famed  Wenatchee  Valley,  pur¬ 
chased  one  hundred  sixty  acres  of  land,  unimproved  and  uncleared, 
then  proceeded  to  clear  it,  planted  one  hundred  acres  to  apple  trees, 
and  waited  for  them  to  come  into  bearing. 

“This,”  said  Dr.  Burbank,  “is  a  period  that  tried  men’s  souls  and 
their  purse  strings  as  well.” 

After  a  time,  realizing  that  his  health  was  breaking,  he  sold  the 
orchards  and  retired  from  the  activities  of  life.  The  last  years  of  his 
life  he  lived  in  Seattle  with  his  remaining  daughter.  In  1924  he  wrote 
the  following  words  in  regard  to  his  life,  “  the  life  of  a  ‘  shut  in,’  and 
yet  life  is  worth  living.”  Dr.  Burbank  was  a  deep  and  extensive 
reader  until  the  last  years  of  his  life  when  owing  to  ill  health  and 
failing  eye  sight  he  was  unable  to  read  but  little. 

For  many  years  he  was  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  family; 
had  traveled  extensively  in  the  United  States  and  collected  many  rec¬ 
ords.  His  contribution  to  this  book  is  mentioned  in  the  foreword. 
He  was  very  anxious  to  live  until  the  book  was  published,  but  fate 
willed  otherwise  for  the  good  and  kindly  man. 

During  his  illness,  he  became  much  interested  in  the  use  of  insulin 
because  of  the  help  he  received  from  its  use,  and  endowed  the  Seattle 
General  Hospital  with  a  gift,  which  is  to  be  used  to  aid  individuals 
suffering  from  diabetes.  In  honor  of  the  Doctor  a  fund  was  formed 
called  “  The  Burbank  Fund  The  first  purpose  of  the  Fund  is  to 
aid  young  men  with  families  whose  earning  capacity  is  gone,  because 
of  their  illness,  and  enable  them  to  regain  their  health  and  to  become 
self-sustaining.  Dr.  Burbank’s  gift  also  made  it  possible  to  establish 
a  boys’  diabetic  ward  of  three  beds.

1836,  Remembrance  Luce  of  Winthrop,  Maine  (she  died  July  3,  1870, 
aged  63  years,  11  months).  Much  effort  has  been  made  to  find  his 
parantage.  At  the  time  of  his  first  marriage  his  residence  was  given 
as  Topsfield,  Mass.  After  his  marriage  he  lived  for  a  few  years  in 
Bradford,  Mass.,  then  moved  to  Hallowell,  Maine,  and  lived  a  short 
time,  and  from  there  went  to  Readfield,  Maine,  where  he  lived  on  a 
farm  at  the  foot  of  Kent’s  Hill.  In  about  1858,  he  removed  to  Canton, 
Maine,  and  bought  a  farm  of  Aaron  Stevens  for  $750.  The  deed  was 
recorded  Oct.  17,  1858.  On  April  21,  1870,  he  deeded  the  same  to 
his  son,  Samuel  H.  Burbank,  for  the  maintenance  of  himself  and 
wife.  Remembrance.  When  he  lived  in  Massachusetts  he  was  a 
shoemaker.  While  he  lived  in  Readfield  he  did  considerable  teaming 
and  trucking  between  Readfield  and  Hallowell. 

(Any  reader  having  information  on  the  branch  or  who  knows  the 
name  of  Samuel’s  father  please  communicate  with  the  author.) 

His  first  wife  was  a  descendant  of  the  Burbank  family  —  she  was 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Mehitable  (Burbank)  Brown  and  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mehitable  (Foster)  Burbank.  This  is  proved 
by  a  deed  dated  Aug.  1,  1832,  where  Samuel  Burbank  of  Readfield 
and  his  first  wife,  Mehitable,  sold  for  $33  one-twelfth  part  of  real 
estate  in  Georgetown,  Mass.,  to  Orlando  Tyler  of  Rowley,  whose  wife 
was  Maria  Brown,  a  sister  to  Mehitable  Brown.  The  real  estate  was 
a  one-twelfth  interest  in  a  house  and  lot  consisting  of  an  acre  and  a 
half  of  land  which  came  to  her  through  her  mother  from  her  grand¬ 
father  Samuel  Burbank.  (See  number  55.) 

Reference  is  made  below  to  several  minor  differences  in  the  names 
and  the  dates  of  birth  of  some  of  his  children  as  recorded  in  the 
family  Bible  and  the  town  records  of  Readfield.

567.  John  Burbank,  son  of  Samuel  (566),  was  born  in  Read- 
field,  Maine,  Oct.  20,  1828,  according  to  the  record  in  the  family 
Bible.  The  Readfield  town  records  has  the  date  of  his  birth  Oct.  14, 
1827,  and  his  name  John  W.  A  John  W.  may  have  died  in  infancy 
and  the  John  recorded  in  the  Bible  as  being  born  in  1828  may  have 
been  omitted  from  the  Readfield  records.  However,  his  age  at  en- 
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listment,  as  given  below,  indicates  he  was  born  in  1827.  The  evidence 
is  strong  that  there  was  only  one  John,  therefore,  the  conclusion  is 
that  the  date  of  his  birth  as  found  in  the  Readfield  record  is  correct 
as  to  the  year  and  approximately  correct  as  to  the  day  of  the  month. 
Yet  the  middle  letter  “W.”  does  not  appear  in  his  name  in  the  en¬ 
listment  or  in  the  record  of  his  marriage  or  in  any  other  records 
found.  His  son  says  he  was  born  in  1828.  He  was  a  farmer,  and 
lived  in  Readfield,  Farmington,  and  Wilton,  Maine.  Married  Nov. 
26,  1853,  Sophia  Ann  Eaton  of  Wilton,  Maine.  The  following  is  his 
war  record  from  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General,  Augusta,  Maine:

An  experience :  One  day  George  got  off  the  train 
at  Magog,  Quebec  —  when  a  handsome  young  lady 
threw  herself  at  him  and  embraced  him  and  kissed 
him  several  times  saying,  “  Oh  George  I’m  so  glad 
you  are  back  home.”  When  George  could  collect 
himself,  he  inquired  who  the  young  lady  was.  The 
girl  was  quite  peeved  at  that,  and  said,  “  I  suppose 
you  don’t  remember  your  sister  Kate”.  He  an¬ 
swered,  “  Who  am  I  supposed  to  be  ?  ”  She  said, 
“  Are  you  not  going  under  the  name  of  George  Bur¬ 
bank  any  more  ?  ”  That  completely  floored  him. 
He  said,  “  that  is  my  name  all  right  but  I  never  had 
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a  sister  and  never  saw  you  before.”  The  upshot  of 
it  all  was  they  went  to  the  young  lady’s  home,  where 
he  met  her  parents,  and  was  shown  the  family  album 
—  a  picture  of  their  own  son  —  and  the  likeness  was 
practically  identical  to  George.  They  discussed  their 
family  trees  and  disclosed  that  their  great  grand¬ 
fathers  were  brothers.

Burbank,  was  born  in  Parsonsfield,  Maine,  Sept.  25,  1819;  died  Feb. 
7,  1908;  married  Jan.  28,  1843,  Caroline  Elvira  Wait,  daughter  of 
Amos  Wait  of  western  Vermont.  In  Parsonsfield,  there  were  several 
branches  of  the  family,  and  in  each  branch  the  name  “  Samuel  ”  ap¬ 
pears,  but  who  the  Samuel  was  that  is  said  to  have  married  Lydia 
Parks  is  not  known.  It  is  possible  that  his  father,  Samuel,  was  the 
son  of  Caleb®  (see  number  102  page  98).  Dr.  Burbank  appears  to 
have  lived  during  his  youth  near  the  home  of  Caleb®,  if  not  in  it. 
The  following  letter  copied  from  the  History  of  Parsonfield  gives  his 
life: 

Dear  Doctor: 

Your  kind,  interogatory  note  was  duly  received.  I  thank  you  for 
the  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  Centennial  Celebration.  In  reply  to 
the  main  question  in  your  note,  I  will  say  that  on  Sept.  25,  1819,  in  a 
very  early  period  of  my  life  my  visible  existence  commenced,  but 
whence  or  whither  is  still  unsolved.  Struggling  through  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  of  infantile  life,  with  wind-colic,  measles,  chicken-pox  and 
vaccination  (I  was  never  baptised),  I  found  myself  attending  the 
high  school  at  the  Middle  Road,  which  with  three  subsequent  terms  at 
the  academy,  where  we  spoke  “  On  Liden  when  the  sun  is  low  ”  con¬ 
stituted  my  literary  education.  Like  Topsy,  I  grew  up  with  advice 
in  abundance  and  cash  perspective.  I  taught  school,  learned  a  trade, 
and  one  day  found  myself  pursuing  the  study  of  medicine  in  Boston, 
where  on  March  4,  1848,  I  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine  at  Harvard. 

I  commenced  practice  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  In  1849  I  went 
to  California,  and  on  Sept.  8,  1854,  with  my  wife  and  two-year  old 
daughter  came  to  Waverly,  Iowa,  where  I  have  resided  ever  since. 

Professionally  I  have  had  a  fair  share  of  the  public  confidence, 
and  it  has  been  my  fortune  to  do  the  greater  part  of  the  important 
surgical  operations  in  this  region.  Financially  I  do  not  regard  my¬ 
self  a  success,  but  have  accumulated  a  fair  competence.

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Extract  from  the  History  of  Bremer  County,  Iowa.  (Published 
in  1883)  : 

The  first  regular  graduate  in  medicine  to  locate  in  the  City  of 
Waverly,  Bremer  County,  Iowa,  after  it  had  been  projected  and 
platted,  was  Dr.  Oscar  Burbank,  who  was  undoubtedly  the  first  regular 
graduate  of  medicine  in  the  county.  He  arrived  on  the  8th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1854,  and  at  once  commenced  practice,  which  he  has  continued; 
is  still  an  esteemed  citizen  of  Waverly,  and  as  a  physician  enjoys  a 
lucrative  practice.  He  is  the  oldest  practicing  physician  in  Bremer 
and  several  surrounding  counties. 

The  Doctor  was  reared  on  a  farm,  and  received  his  education  in 
his  native  state.  When  about  nineteen  years  of  age  he  learned  the 
trade  of  stair-builder.  Not  liking  the  business,  he  entered  the  office 
of  Dr.  William  Cornell,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  remaining  in  the  same 
for  three  years,  and  in  1848,  graduated  at  Harvard  University.  From 
there  he  went  to  Lowell,  where  he  commenced  the  practice  of  his 
profession.  In  1849  he  took  a  trip  to  the  gold  fields  of  California. 
A  portion  of  the  time  he  spent  in  the  mines,  and  the  balance  prac¬ 
ticing  his  profession.  In  the  fall  of  1851  he  returned  to  Lowell,  at¬ 
tending  another  course  of  lectures.  In  1852  he  went  to  Calais,  Maine. 
In  August,  1853  he  emigrated  to  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  then  a  village  of 
about  600  inhabitants.  In  September,  1854,  he  came  to  Bremer  county, 
Iowa,  locating  in  Waverly,  where  he  has  followed  his  profession 
since. 

At  that  time  there  were  only  twenty-one  roofs  in  the  town, 
counting  dwelling  houses,  sheds  and  shops.  The  Doctor  is  a  member 
of  the  County  Medical  Society,  and  of  the  United  States  Association.

578.  Dr.  David  Burbank  was  born  in  the  hills  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  during  the  early  part  of  1800.  Educated  as  a  physician  he 
decided  to  go  West.  He  drove  a  covered  wagon  across  the  plains  and 
arrived  in  San  Francisco  in  the  middle  ’50’s  after  an  adventurous 
trip  and  was  well  established  in  his  profession  before  the  Civil  War 
broke  out.  After  the  War  he  settled  in  Los  Angeles.  At  that  time 
Los  Angeles  enjoyed  a  reputation  for  banditry  and  outlawry  that 
would  make  the  present  Chicago  envious.  In  due  time  he  became  one 
of  California’s  most  picturesque  pioneers. 

Soon  after  settling  in  Los  Angeles  Dr.  Burbank  bought  two  tracts 
of  land  comprising  9000  acres  for  less  than  $1  an  acre.  Uniting  them 
in  one  large  ranch  he,  in  a  short  time,  became  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  successful  sheep-raisers  in  Southern  California.  In  fact  so 
successful  was  he  that  he  soon  stopped  practicing  his  profession  and 
was  able  to  invest  heavily  in  Los  Angeles  real  estate.  He  built  a 
fine  house  on  Main  Street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets,  and  it 
was  upon  this  property  that  he  built  the  Burbank  Theater  in  the  early 
’90’s,  the  most  pretentious  showhouse  on  the  coast  at  that  time.  In 
the  early  ’80’s  he  gave  up  sheep-raising  and  rented  his  land  to  dry¬ 
farming  tenants.  He  continued  at  this  until  the  great  boom  of  the 
middle  and  late  ’80’s  when  he  sold  his  lands  to  a  company  of  promoters 
for  $150,000.  The  promoters  laid  out  a  town  and  started  selling  land 
May  1,  1887.  They  named  this  town  “  Burbank  ”  in  honor  of  Dr. 
David  Burbank.  (Very  likely  a  member  of  this  company  of  promoters 
was  Amos  L.  Burbank,  for  it  is  known  that  he  promoted  “  Burbank  ” 
and  several  other  towns  and  had  them  incorporated.  It  is  probable 
that  the  town  was  named  for  Amos  L.  Burbank  as  well  as  for  Dr. 
David  Burbank.)

The  outstanding  strong  point  in  his  life  appears  to  have  been  his  con¬ 
structive  ability  tempered  with  justice  in  dealing  with  the  public. 
At  the  time  when  he  lived  there  were  no  public  utility  commissions  to 
control  big  business. 

“  The  History  of  Saint  Paul  ”  published  in  1875,  the  year  before  Mr. 
Burbank’s  death,  gives  an  account  of  his  life  and  work.  An  extract 
from  that  article  reads :  “  In  fact,  there  is  scarcely  a  worthy  enter¬ 
prise  in  our  city  which  he  has  not  aided  with  capital  and  personal 
effect.  His  career  presents  a  striking  instance  of  what  energy  and 
integrity  will  accomplish  —  starting  in  life  a  poor  boy,  and  at  present 
one  of  the  wealthiest  and  most  honored  men  in  our  State.”

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BRAY 

In  a  Dictionary  of  English  families  the  Bray  families  are  many  and 
widely  scattered.  The  eminence  of  the  family  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  at  least  six  coats-of-arms  are  listed  of  the  Bray  family  in  general. 
The  name  Bray  appears  at  an  early  date.  The  origin  of  the  name  is 
given  by  different  writers  as  follows: 

Barber  in  his  British  Family  Names  gives  Bray  as  from  Normandy; 
included  in  Norman  names  and  also  in  Berk’s  English  the  name  is 
Bray;  French  de  Bray;  Dutch  Bree;  the  name  being  in  the  "  Roll  of 
the  Battell  Abby  ”  among  those  who  served  under  William  the  Con¬ 
queror. 

“  The  Norman  People  ”  published  by  King,  of  London,  says  that 
the  name  is  from  Bray,  near  Evereux,  Normandy;  Milo  de  Brai 
(1064-1070)  ;  his  son  of  same  name  (1096)  a  crusader.  In  England 
Richard  de  Braic  held  lands  at  Winchester  (1148)  ;  Richard  de  Brais 
possessed  an  estate  at  Cambridge  and  Bedford  Shires  (1165)  ;  Wil¬ 
liam  de  Bray  mentioned  (1189-95)  ;  a  branch  of  Brays  was  seated  in 
Devonshire  in  the  13th  century  and  the  Lords  Bray  descended  from 
this  house  as  did  Sir  Reginald  Bray,  eminent  architect,  of  Henry  VII 
time. 

Edmund’s  “Traces  of  History  in  Names  and  Places”  has  Brea, 
English  from  brege  a  ruler,  hence  the  Danish  name  Brahe;  examples. 
Bray-toft,  the  ruler’s  grove.  Bray-field  (Bucks)  the  ruler’s  field, 
Brea-more  (Hants). 

Blackie’s  “Dictionary  of  Place  Names”  has  Bray  (Cel)  damp 
ground,  a  marshy  place;  examples,  Bray  in  Normandy;  Bray  sur 
Somme  and  Bray  sue  Seine,  situated  on  those  rivers ;  Bray-Marerch, 
near  Cambray;  Bre  Cotes-de-Nord,  Bray-la-Campagne,  Bray-calva- 
dos,  etc. 

Isaac  Taylor,  “  Family  Names,”  a  town  in  Wycklow,  called  Bree  in 
old  records,  received  its  name  from  Brayhead,  which  rises  793  feet 
above  the  sea.  The  name  is  from  the  old  Irish  bri  or  brigh  (Gaulish 
brigha)  a  hill. 

There  is  no  question  about  the  nationality  of  the  early  immigrants 
of  this  family  to  America  for  western  England  is  full  of  Brays.  The 
name  in  England  and  America  is  spelled  the  same,  and  only  one  way, 
which  is  unusual,  as  many  surnames  underwent  various  changes 
in  orthography  during  the  early  settlement  of  the  Colonies  and  up  to 
the  time  of  the  Revolutationary  War.  Several  of  the  Brays  of  Eng¬ 
land  held  high  official  positions  and  some  of  them  appear  to  have  been 
families  of  considerable  wealth. 

Bray  is  the  name  of  a  sea-port  town  and  fashionable  watering  place 
in  Ireland  about  twelve  miles  from  Dublin.  It  is  also  the  name  of  a 
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parish  on  the  Thames  in  Berkshire,  England,  whose  vicar  changed 
his  nominal  religion  three  times  in  order  to  retain  his  position,  saying 
his  one  principle  was  “to  live  and  die  vicar  of  Bray”.  And  as  a 
family  name  it  has  been  borne  by  eminent  men. 

Sir  Richard  Bray  was  one  of  the  privy  council  of  Henry  VI,  and 
his  son,  Sir  Reginald,  helped  Henry  VH  to  the  throne,  and  received 
honors  and  wealth  from  that  monarch.  Sir  Reginald  had  great  taste 
and  skill  in  architecture,  of  which  Henry  VH’s  chapel  at  Westmin¬ 
ster,  the  building  of  which  he  principally  directed,  is  sufficient  proof. 
He  died  in  1503. 

Dr.  Thomas  Bray,  a  learned  and  pious  divine  and  author,  whose  life 
was  one  of  great  usefulness,  died  in  England  in  1730  aged  73  years. 

The  Brays  had  a  seat  in  Gloucester  County,  England.  The  manor 
of  Great  Barrington  in  that  county  was  after  1553  conveyed  to  them 
by  the  marriage  of  a  daughter  of  the  Mornington  family  with  Reginald 
Bray,  Esquire. 

In  the  church  there  is  the  monument  of  Captain  Edward  Bray,  who 
is  represented  in  Armor,  with  a  ruff  around  his  neck  and  sword  on 
the  right  side.  This  peculiarity  is  reported  to  have  originated  from 
the  captain’s  having  killed  a  man  at  Tilbury  Camp,  and  from  his  hav¬ 
ing  determined  in  token  of  his  sorrow  and  sincere  repentance,  never 
more  to  use  his  right  hand. 

Savage’s  Dictionary  —  a  book  on  the  early  settlers  of  New  England 
—  mentions  six  Bray  emigrants,  but  in  the  second  generation  only  one 
male  descendant  is  given,  except  in  the  family  of  Thomas  Bray  of 
Gloucester,  Massachusetts. 

John  Bray,  with  wife  Joan,  came  from  Plymouth,  County  of  Devon, 
England,  about  1660.  He  was  a  shipbuilder  at  Kittery  Point,  Maine; 
kept  an  inn  in  1674;  owned  property  in  England  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1689-90.  He  had  three  daughters,  and  one  son.  The  son 
died  young.  His  daughter,  Margery,  married  in  1680  William  Pep¬ 
pered —  the  father  of  Sir  William  Peppered. 

Another  John  Bray  lived  in  York  County,  Maine,  at  this  time,  but 
it  is  not  known  whether  he  was  an  immigrant,  or  the  son  of  an  immi¬ 
grant. 

Richard  Bray,  at  Dover  in  1657,  Casco  in  1658,  was  probably  at 
the  fort  in  Boston,  1687  a  gunner’s  mate. 

Richard  Bray  at  Exeter,  N.  H.  died  in  Lynn,  Mass,  in  1665.  Pro¬ 
prietor  and  juryman  in  1657,  whose  widow  was  granted  administration 
April  10,  1666,  leaving  two  children. 

Robert  Bray,  Salem,  Mass.,  1668,  by  wife  Thomasin  had  Daniel, 
born  29  Nov.  1673,  perhaps  others,  and  was  lost  at  sea  about  1692. 

William  Bray  lived  early  in  York  County,  Maine,  and  may  have 
been  the  ancestor  of  Captain  William  Bray  of  Turner,  Maine. 
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Thomas  Bray  of  Yarmouth,  Mass,  directed  by  the  court  in  1641  to 
make  certain  payments  to  people  he  owed. 

Thomas  Bray  of  New  Haven,  had  daughter,  Hannah,  who  married 
25  Aug.  1659,  Thomas  Paine  of  Boston. 

The  Freeman,  Maine,  branch  of  the  Bray  family  traces  back  to 
Thomas  of  Gloucester,  Massachusetts. 

(I)  Thomas  Bray,  immigrant  ancestor;  ship-carpenter  and  farm¬ 
er  ;  born  in  1604,  died  Nov.  30,  1691.  He 
was  married  by  Mr.  Saltonstall,  March  3,  1646,  to  Mary  Wilson  (she 
died  March  27,  1707).  In  a  deposition  dated  1658  he  gave  his  age  as 
54  years.  He  was  an  early  settler  in  the  seaport  town  of  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts,  and  had  with  other  grants  of  land,  six  acres  in  1647 
at  the  head  of  Little  river,  and  in  1651  one-quarter  of  an  acre  in  the 
bottom  on  the  north  side  of  Coro-Island  marsh,  “  for  a  house  to  be 
sett  on  ”.  He  probably  settled  at  that  time  in  the  part  of  the  town  not 
far  from  where  his  descendants  still  continue  to  reside  and  do  busi¬ 
ness.  There, is  a  “Bray  Hill”  and  a  “Bray  Street”  in  Gloucester. 
It  is  stated,  by  Prof.  Verrill  of  Yale  —  a  direct  descendant,  that  he 
was  in  King  Phillip’s  War. 

“  The  last  will  and  testament  of  Thomas  Bray,  senior,  made  the 
two  and  twentieth  day  Nov.,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God,  1672. 

“  Imprimis.  I,  Thomas  Bray,  being  weak  in  body  and  being  aged, 
yet  of  sound  memory  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  man¬ 
ner  and  form  following  —  that  is  to  say  thus  — 

“  I  do  make  my  wife  Mary  Bray  sole  and  full  executrix  of  all  my 
goods,  cattle,  houseing,  orchards  and  lands  during  her  life,  and  after 
her  death  this  estate  to  be  disposed  of  thus 

“Item.  I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  John  Bray,  my  oldest  son, 
thus  my  dwelling  house  and  lands  with  the  several  appurtenances  be¬ 
longing  to  it  as  expressed  here ;  that  is  to  say,  the  land  lying  next 
to  that  which  was  formerly  Edmund  Clark’s  and  the  orchard  and 
garden  with  the  several  parcels  of  land  lying  upon  the  hill  above  the 
house,  as  also  the  meadow  ground  at  Biscoe  Island,  out  of  which, 
when  he  comes  to  enjoy  this  land  and  marsh,  he  is  to  pay  unto  two 
sisters,  Mary  and  Sarah  —  unto  Mary  Ring  ten  pounds  within  one 
year,  and  within  one  year  after  ten  pounds  unto  his  sister  Sarah. 

“  I  do  also  give  unto  my  son  Nathaniel  Bray  that  parcel  of  land 
that  was  formerly  Edmund  Clark’s  and  that  parcel  of  marsh  that 
lyeth  at  the  Little  River;  out  of  which  he  is  to  pay  unto  his  brother, 
Thomas  Bray,  ten  pounds  within  one  year  after  he  comes  unto  it. 

“  I  do  also  give  unto  my  son  Thomas  Bray  six  acres  of  land  lying 
at  Long  Cove,  and  if  the  said  Thomas  Bray  do  not  like  to  make  use 
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of  it  himself,  yt  then  he  is  to  sell  the  same  six  acres  of  land  unto 
his  two  brothers,  but  if  he  like  to  make  use  of  it  himself,  yt  then  his 
two  brothers  shall  afford  him  liberty  to  take  as  much  as  conveniently 
they  can  spare.

Her 
justice  is'  shown  in  the  fact  that  she  bought  and  gave  an  excel¬ 
lent  farm  to  Nathaniel  Carville  of  Freeman,  Maine,  who  she  al¬ 
ways  recognized  as  the  illegitimate  son  of  her  brother,  Nathaniel 
(Mr.  Carville’s  mother  died  at  child-birth,  but  she  lived 
long  enough  to  name  her  child  Nathaniel.)  On  the  Bray  monu¬ 
ment  in  Freeman  Ridge  cemetery  the  following  words  are  in¬ 
scribed  to  her  memory,  “  Truthful  and  pure,  a  woman  of  exalted 
character,  gentle,  earnest  and  just.  Industrious,  benevolent, 
good.” 

(VI)  Eliphalet  Day  Bray,  oldest  son  of  Israel  and  Polly  (Well¬ 
come)  Bray,  was  bom  in  Poland, 
Maine,  (in  the  part  of  the  town  that  was  incorporated  as  Minot  in 
1802),  Aug.  24,  1798;  died  in  Adams,  Wisconsin,  in  the  summer  of 
1860  —  a  few  weeks  after  the  birth  of  his  sixteenth  child.  The  cause 
of  his  death  was  due  to  an  accident  at  a  barn  raising.  Some  of  the 
timbers  started  to  fall  and  he  held  them  in  place  alone  —  the  men  that 
were  working  with  him  ran  —  until  assistance  came  after  the  men  saw 
that  the  danger  was  over.  But  the  strain  was  too  much,  it  injured  his 
back.  He  was  fourteen  years  old  when  his  parents  removed  from  Mi¬ 
not,  Maine,  to  Freeman.  He  lived  in  Freeman,  New  Portland  and 
Kingfield,  Maine,  until  1851,  when  he  removed  with  his  family  to 
Green  County,  Wisconsin.  He  was  an  expert  ox-teamster,  farmer  and 
lumberman.  He  is  described  by  an  old  neighbor  as  proud,  dressy  and 
a  master  of  men.  At  muster  he  'was  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
state  militia,  with  the  rank  of  general.  At  masonic  gatherings  and 
parades  he  was  the  marshall.  He  married  in  1834  at  the  age  of  thirty- 
five,  Caroline  Chipman,  aged  seventeen  years,  of  New  Portland, 
Maine.  (She  was  born  in  Hebron,  Maine,  Feb.  28,  1817 ;  died  Jan.  19, 
1885.)  His  widow  married  in  1863,  Benjamin  Thompson,  a  native  of 
Embden,  Maine,  who  lived  in  Wisconsin.  She  had  no  children  by  the 
second  marriage.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Thompson  she  was  house- 
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keeper  for  many  years  in  the  home  of  her  brother-in-law,  Israel  R. 
Bray  of  Freeman,  Maine,  doing  the  work  for  a  crew  of  five  to  fifteen 
men.

(Wellcome)  Bray,  was  born  in  Minot, 
Maine,  July  12,  1808 j  died  Jan.  29,  1890,  aged  81  years  6  months;  un¬ 
married.  When  he  was  four  years  old  his  parents  moved  to  a  farm, 
mostly  uncleared  at  that  time,  on  “Freeman  Ridge,”  in  Freeman' 
Maine.  And  on  this  farm  in  the  back  woods  of  Maine,  far  from  the 
railroad  in  his  day,  he  lived  and  died.  His  estate  was  appraised  $186,- 
000.  He  was  the  most  picturesque  man  that  ever  lived  in  Maine. 
From  his  mother  he  inherited  his  intellectual  and  financial  abilities  and 
from  his  father  unusual  physical  strength  and  endurance.  He  was 
farmer,  sheep-man  and  wool  buyer.  He  owned  thousands  of  sheep 
and  let  them  out  to  farmers  for  a  pound  of  wool  per  head,  the  same 
number  of  sheep  to  be  returned  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  good  condi¬ 
tion.  It  was  often  quoted  that  he  had  sheep  on  a  thousand  hills.  He 
would  work  day  and  night  during  the  wool  buying  season.  At  any 
time  of  the  year,  when  he  was  to  do  business  in  a  town  ten,  twenty,  or 
thirty  miles  away,  he  would  start  during  the  night  so  as  to  be  in  that 
town  by  six  or  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning.  It  was  customary  for 
him  in  his  business  to  carry  about  a  large  amount  of  money,  often 
having  $20,000  in  a  little  black  trunk,  carelessly  thrown  into  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  wagon  or  pung.  Occasionally  he  took  a  boy  along  to 
watch  the  trunk  while  he  was  doing  business.  He  never  lost  money 
hy  robbery  but  twice,  once  in  Chicago  and  again  in  Albany  or  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  and  on  these  occasions  only  a  small  part  of  what  he  had  with 
him.  At  Chicago  he  gave  up  a  pocketbook  containing  $50,  while  in  his 
grip  he  had  $4,000.  Several  times  he  was  held  up  in  his  nightly  trav¬ 
els,  but  he  always  managed  someway  by  wit  or  force  to  escape  with 
Fis  life  and  money.  Mr.  Bray  was  a  gifted  out-door  speaker  —  he  had 
the  commanding  presence,  the  solemn  face  and  the  voice  of  an  orator 
—  a  voice  that  could  be  heard  a  mile.  People  in  village  and  city 
streets,  on  fair  grounds  and  at  musters  would  stand  and  listen  for 
hours  at  a  time  to  hear  him  talk.  He  would  talk  politics,  tell  stories, 
give  advice.  In  wit  and  repartee  he  had  no  superiors.  It  appears 
from  all  evidence  that  he  was  a  superb  entertainer.  He  refused  all  in¬ 
vitations  to  speak  indoors  and  likewise  refused  all  public  office,  yet  he 
was  a  power  in  politics.  It  is  said  that  in  a  fifteen-minute  speech  in 
the  street  he  defeated  one  candidate  for  governor  of  Maine.  Although 
he  has  been  dead  for  thirty-five  years  the  writer  often  hears  his  say¬ 
ings  quoted.  He  attended  school  but  little,  yet  he  acquired  a  vast 
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amount  of  general  knowledge.  He  taught  a  few  terms  of  country 
school  in  his  youth.  He  had  wisdom  that  school  could  not  teach. 

Whether  or  not  a  college  education  and  training  would  have  been  a 
benefit  to  him  is  only  idle  speculation  —  it  might  have  taken  off  the 
rough  corners,  dulled  his  brilliancy,  softened  his  wit,  impaired  in  gen¬ 
eral  those  qualities  that  enabled  him  to  so  efficiently  remove  from  his 
path  in  personal  encounters  the  ablest  men  of  his  day  and  time.  He  en¬ 
joyed  rough  and  tumble  argument  and  was  by  nature  lavishly  endowed 
for  the  life  he  lived  —  a  life  full  to  the  brim.  For  sixty  years  he  made 
things  lively  on  “  Freeman  Ridge  ”  —  there  was  both  work  and  fire¬ 
works.  His  arguments  with  Eben  F.  Pillsbury  were  many  and  fierce 
and  bitter.  They  were  personal  enemies.  Pillsbury  was  the  great 
criminal  lawyer  of  Maine  of  his  period  and  generation  and  was  well 
equipped  for  argument,  but  it  was  generally  conceded  that  he  was  not 
a  match  for  Bray.  It  is  quite  probable  that  Pillsbury  was  the  candi¬ 
date  whose  chances  for  governor  was  destroyed  in  Bray’s  fifteen  min¬ 
ute  speech.  It  appears  that  Pillsbury  went  to  school  to  Bray  for  in  a 
speech  Bray  says :  “  I  taught  him  his  letters ;  he  learned  ‘  I  ’  and  ‘  I  ’ 
has  been  foremost  in  his  mind  ever  since.” 

Mr.  Bray  was  impetuous,  quick  tempered  and  no  doubt  domineering 
during  the  last  part  of  his  life.  In  business  the  person  who  attempted 
to  cheat  him,  or  insisted  on  going  against  his  will,  was  a  subject  for 
pity.  He  was  a  fearless  and  merciless  enemy,  and  at  times  rough  and 
severe  in  his  utterances,  especially  towards  dishonest  men  and  political 
trickery.  He  had  many  lawsuits  in  the  course  of  his  business  life,  in 
both  Franklin  and  Somerset  County  courts.  He  would  cause  intense 
interest  and  some  amusement  by  his  replies  from  the  witness  stand. 
His  ready  wit  rescued  him  from  many  an  embarrassing  and  dangerous 
position.  It  enabled  him  to  say  things  in  public  and  get  away  with 
them,  that  others  would  not  have  dared  to  have  spoken  out  loud  be¬ 
hind  a  barn.  He  would  state  the  faults  of  an  opponent  with  such 
vividness  of  power  that  he  could  make  a  strong  man  shed  tears  like  a 
child.  He  had  the  ability  to  make  a  reply  so  complete  that  nothing 
else  remained  to  be  said. 

The  only  person  (except  possibly  his  mother)  who  had  any  influ¬ 
ence  or  control  over  him  was  his  youngest  sister,  Hannah.  When  he 
was  mad  and  raving  wildly  she  would  simply  speak  his  name  and  that 
would  instantly  quiet  him.  He  often  went  to  this  sister  for  financial 
advice. 

Mr.  Bray  was  a  man  of  great  sociability  and  would  often  talk  until 
midnight  with  a  neighbor  or  some  of  his  workmen  and  arise  at  three 
the  next  morning  and  write  letters  until  breakfast  and  then  go  to  the 
field  with  the  workmen.  One  of  his  nephews  who  worked  for  him 
some  time  says,  “  Bray  was  a  whirlwind  at  manual  labor 
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When  he  drove  into  a  village  people  would  run  and  gather  around 
him  to  hear  what  “  Old  Bray  ”  had  to  say.  Speaking  in  the  street  in 
the  city  of  Lewiston,  Maine,  he  had  gathered  such  a  crowd  that  the 
street  was  blocked,  and  a  policeman  said  to  him,  “  We  have  a  place 
over  the  river  for  just  such  fellows  as  you”.  Mr.  Bray  answered, 

I  would  like  to  look  that  little  building  over,  as  I  furnished  the 
county  the  money  to  build  that  jail.” 

At  another  time  he  appeared  in  a  store  at  Lewiston  just  after  he  had 
been  paid  by  the  mill  owners  in  the  city  for  the  year’s  shipment  of 
wool  and  asked  for  a  grip.  The  proprietor,  judging  by  his  rough 
dress,  handed  out  a  large  low-priced  one  —  the  kind  usually  sold  to 
woodsmen.  Bray  took  the  grip  and  without  saying  a  word  opened  it 
and  began  taking  money  from  his  pockets  and  to  the  amazement  of 
all  filled  it  with  money. 

At  one  time  he  was  traveling  in  the  West  and  for  some  reason 
wished  to  give  his  personal  bond  for  ten  thousand  dollars.  When 
asked  as  to  his  reliability  he  said,  “  telegraph  Senator  Frye.”  Senator 
Frye  replied,  “  Bray’s  bond  is  good  for  ten  thousand  dollars  or  ten 
times  that  amount.”  ' 

A  citizen  of  the  county  who  is  accustomed  to  hearing  public  speakers 
at  large  gatherings  says :  “  The  greatest  ovation  I  ever  saw  or  heard 
any  speaker  get  was  given  Mr.  Bray  at  a  muster  in  Kingfield,  Maine, 
after  he  had  told  a  story  to  illustrate  a  point  in  his  speech.” 

The  following  story  illustrates  how  Mr.  Bray  could  make  the  most 
■of  an  embarrassing  position: 

One  morning  he  drove  into  Kingfield  village  and  stopped  in  front  of 
Winter’s  store  and  in  jumping  from  the  carriage  a  bottle  of  rum  was 
thrown  out  of  his  pocket  and  broke  on  the  ground.  On  the  platform 
of  the  store  at  the  time  the  two  ministers  of  the  town  —  the  Universa- 
list  and  Methodist  —  were  engaged  in  conversation.  Bray  addressing 
the  clergymen  said :  “  Brethren,  you  have  observed  my  misfortune. 

I  need  the  prayers  of  both  denominations.” 

He  was  free  with  his  liquor  and  when  he  ofYered  to  treat  anyone 
and  the  person  said  that  he  did  not  drink  Bray  would  emphatically  re¬ 
mark  :  ”  THAT  IS  RIGHT,  NEVER  TOUCH  IT.” 

Mr.  Bray  used  liquor  the  last  half  of  his  life,  but  rum  (as  he  called 
it)  never  got  the  better  of  him,  for  he  was  always  in  condition  to  do 
business  to  his  advantage  with  any  man  at  any  time  or  place.  Rum 
would  always  improve  his  disposition  when  he  was  in  an  ugly  mood, 
and  his  lower  lip  had  rolled  down.  At  such  times  his  workmen, 
neighbors  and  acquaintances  were  very  careful  not  to  approach  him 
nntil  these  occasional  moods  passed  off.  Man  after  man  he  helped  to 
get  his  first  start  on  a  farm.  He  judiciously  gave,  and  liberally  re¬ 
warded  those  who  did  him  any  favor. 
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During  the  first  twenty  years  of  his  business  life  his  brother  Jacob 
lived  on  the  farm  with  him.  After  his  brother’s  death  the  neighbors, 
expressed  the  fear  that  Major  I.  R.  Bray,  as  he  was  called  —  a  title 
that  he  got  by  serving  at  musters  on  the  staff  of  an  older  brother  — 
would  soon  squander  the  property  that  the  two  brothers  had  accumu¬ 
lated.  But  he  proved  to  be  equal  to  the  responsibility  suddenly  thrust 
upon  him,  and  rapidly  increased  the  property. 

In  politics  he  was  a  Democrat  until  the  Count-Out,  after  that  a 
Republican. 

A  few  years  before  his  death  he  had  a  housekeeper  who  was  very 
competent,  but  her  disposition  was  not  of  the  kind  to  get  along  well 
with  Bray.  Here’s  the  story.  Mr.  Bray  was  sitting  before  the  open 
fire  in  his  room  making  an  axe  handle.  The  housekeeper  wished  to 
sweep  this  room  at  that  particular  time.  She  went  into  the  room  and 
commenced  to  sweep.  Mr.  Bray,  busy  about  his  work,  did  not  seem 
to  notice  her.  She  swept  the  dirt  and  shavings  up  around  his  chair. 
Then  the  colloquy,  and  the  housekeeper’s  departure. 

Housekeeper :  “  Bray,  move.” 

Bray;  “By  mighty,  I  shan’t.” 

Housekeeper :  “  I  suppose  I  can  leave.” 

Bray:  “I  suppose  I  have  got  enough  to  pay  you.” 

A  friend  said  to  Mr.  Bray:  “  Do  you  know  what  a  narrow  escape 

you  have  had?”  “Why,  Miss  S -  down  at  Farmington  says  that 

she  might  have  married  you  IF  SHE  WOULD  HAVE  HAD  YOU.” 
Bray  replied:  “  I  shall  never  cease  to  thank  God  for  my  deliverance.” 

When  he  was  eighty-one  years  old  his  twenty-eight  room  farm  house 
burnt  and  he  immediately  rebuilt.  The  new  house  was  nearly  com¬ 
plete  when  he  died.  The  house  that  burnt  in  1889  was  built  in  about 
1865,  three  years  before  his  mother  died.  The  mother  who  settled  on 
the  farm  in  a  log  cabin  in  1812  lived  to  see  her  children  do  things 
worth  while.  (She  died  at  the  age  of  88  years.)  Mr.  Bray’s  resource¬ 
fulness  is  shown  in  the  unique  system  that  supplied  water  to  his  build¬ 
ings.  For  his  house  and  six  or  eight  barns  quite  a  large  quantity  of 
water  was  required.  He  went  into  the  field  in  front  of  the  house, 
where  the  elevation  rose  rapidly,  dug  and  stoned  a  well,  where  there 
was  no  sign  of  water.  Then  from  two  springs  in  nearly  opposite  di¬ 
rections  some  distance  away  and  one  beyond  a  high  elevation,  he  laid 
aqueducts  to  the  dry  well  and  from  this  well  pipes  were  laid  to  the 
buildings.  This  water  system  has  never  failed  in  seventy-five  years. 

The  least  appreciative,  least  sympathetic  biographer  might  write 
many  pages  about  Mr.  Bray  without  exhausting  the  subject,  for  he  was, 
in  his  personality,  his  character  and  his  career  a  never-failing  foun¬ 
tain  of  inspiration.  On  one  of  his  trips  West  he  called  on  the  editor  of 
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a  New  York  paper  and  the  next  day  half  the  contents  of  that  paper 
was  what  Israel  R.  Bray  of  Maine  said. 

There  is  a  long  and  interesting  story  of  how  Mr.  Bray  had  one  high 
sheriff  get  him  a  bottle  of  liquor.  Briefly  as  told  to  the  writer  by  the 
sheriff  himself;  Mr.  Bray  appeared  at  the  sheriff’s  house  at  6  o’clock 
one  morning,  wet  to  the  skin,  having  driven  from  his  home  thirty-five 
miles  away  to  Farmington  in  a  fierce  rain  storm.  He  wanted  a  man 
arrested  before  the  morning  train  left.  Bray  and  the  sheriff  drove  at 
once  to  the  man’s  home  and  got  there  as  he  was  leaving  the  door-yard 
for  parts  unknown.  When  the  business  was  over  and  Bray’s  claim 
settled  in  cash,  then  Mr.  Bray  said  to  the  sheriff ;  “  I  want  you  to  get 
me  some  liquor.”  The  sheriff,  a  most  estimable  man,  said;  “  Consid¬ 
ering  his  wet  condition  and  knowing  him  as  well  as  I  did,  I  concluded 
that  liquor  would  do  Mr.  Bray  no  harm  and  got  a  quart.”  (Maine  had 
a  prohibitory  law  at  that  time.) 

In  disposing  of  his  property,  he  willed  the  home  farm,  five  hundred 
acres,  and  all  stock,  tools,  furniture,  etc.,  on  it  to  Hiram  Hackett,  a 
neighbor,  who  had  assisted  him  for  many  years  in  his  business.  The 
rest  of  the  property  he  willed  in  equal  amounts  to  his  nephews  and 
nieces,  except  ten  thousand  dollars  that  he  gave  to  his  only  living  sis¬ 
ter.

Mr.  Bray  knew  the  sheep  and  wool  business.  He  could  tell  by  touch 
the  different  grades  of  wool  with  his  eyes  shut.  He  could  detect  by 
heafting  a  fleece  in  his  hand  the  presence  of  foreign  matter  inside. 
He  often  bought  the  wool  other  dealers  had  taken  in  during  the  sum¬ 
mer.  On  one  occasion  he  was  weighing  out  such  a  lot  when  he  re¬ 
marked  to  the  dealer  that  there  was  foreign  matter  inside  those  fleeces. 
The  dealer,  Azor  Dyer,  said  that  it  was  impossible  as  he  had  bought 
that  lot  of  wool  of  one  of  the  members  of  his  church.  Bray  responded 
in  his  customary  strong  language,  “  church  or  no  church,  etc.  I  vdll 
show  you,”  then  tore  open  several  fleeces  and  found  to  Mr.  Dyer’s 
surprise  that  the  good  member  of  the  church  had  put  a  pound  or  more 
of  sheep  manure  in  each  fleece.  When  bagging  and  shipping  wool  Mr. 
Bray  would  often  work  so  long  at  a  time  that  his  hands  would  be 
swollen  to  twice  their  normal  size,  caused  by  grabbing  and  packing 
the  fleeces  as  they  were  passed  or  thrown  to  him  by  the  workmen. 
When  taking  in  wool  in  large  quantities  of  the  farmers  at  his  home  or 
any  appointed  place  Mr.  Bray  did  the  grading  and  weighing  and  called 
out  the  figures  to  an  expert  accountant  who  would  do  the  figuring  and 
pay  for  the  wool. 

The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Lewiston  Journal  on  the  day 
of  Mr.  Bray’s  death,  Jan.  29,  1890: 
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“  Israel  R.  Bray,  the  great  Franklin  County  wool  merchant,  died 
this  morning,  aged  82  years.  He  was  the  richest  man  in  the  county 
and  one  of  the  richest  in  rural  Maine.  He  made  the  most  of  his  money 
in  buying  and  selling  wool,  of  which  he  handled  greater  quantities  in 
his  lifetime  than  any  other  man  in  the  state.  He  rode  thousands  of 
miles  every  year,  buying  of  the  farmers  from  barn  to  barn,  himself, 
and  having  many  agents  in  the  field;  keeping  up  this  strenuous  work 
notwithstanding  his  great  age  and  unwieldly  proportions,  until  his 
last  illness  of  a  few  weeks.  As  he  always  had  the  means  to  pay  cash 
and  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  the  farmers,  he  could  buy  on  the  most 
favorable  terms.  Of  large  frame  and  swelling  proportions,  Mr.  Bray 
weighed  over  250  pounds.  He  dressed  more  like  a  poor  man  than  a 
wealthy  trader.  He  cared  nothing  for  appearances  and  where  he  was 
not  known  was  often  taken  for  a  tramp.” 

“  Frequently  he  used  to  carry  about  with  him  thousands  of  dollars 
loose  in  a  hand  satchel  or  in  his  pockets.  He  was  an  unusually  brainy 
man,  a  vigorous  thinker  and  speaker,  quaint  and  original  in  these  as  in 
all  his  habits.  Indeed,  had  he  chosen  to  enter  public  life  he  might 
have  made  his  mark  as  an  orator  —  as  those  who  have  heard  him  speak 
when  excited  will  admit.  He  had  a  sonorous  voice,  a  quick  wit  and 
sometimes  delivered  himself  of  sayings  worthy  of  Bob  Ingersoll.” 

“  A  great  interest  in  politics  was  always  taken  by  Mr.  Bray,  al¬ 
though  he  did  not  seek  office  and  he  was  a  power  in  Franklin  County. 
He  was  a  remarkable  man,  keen  and  far-sighted  in  business  matters. 
He  was  a  thoroughly  honest  man  and  despised  a  cheat  more  than  aught 
else  under  the  sun.  He  has  been  known  all  over  Maine  —  New  Eng¬ 
land,  in  fact  —  as  a  very  large  owner  of  sheep  and  buyer  of  wool.” 


(VI)  Judith  Wellcome  Bray,  third  daughter  of  Israel  (V)  and 

Polly  (Wellcome)  Bray,  was  born 
in  Freeman,  Maine,  Nov.  28,  1814;  died  June  28,  1892;  married  May 
20,  1830,  Capt.  David  Wood  Peabody  (he  was  born  Nov.  1,  1805;  died 
Nov.  1,  1875)  ;  lived  on  a  farm  at  “  Peabody  Corner”  in  New  Vine¬ 
yard,  Maine.  She  had  ample  means  and  after  the  death  of  her  hus¬ 
band  and  children  lived  with  her  grandchildren  part  of  the  time,  and 
at  other  periods  in  the  home  of  her  brother,  Israel  R.  Bray,  living  by 
herself  in  one  part  of  his  house.  Her  disposition  was  somewhat 
fretty  and  she  clashed  more  or  less  with  her  brother.  She  died  at  the 
home  of  her  granddaughter,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hoyt,  in  New  Portland,  Maine.

Quoting  his  own  words,  “  Martha  came 
running  into  the  house  from  outdoor  play  — 
the  handsomest  child  I  ever  saw.  Her  hat 
was  hanging  down  her  back  on  top  of  an 
abundance  of  long,  dark,  soft  curls.  She  was 
the  picture  of  health.  Red  cheeks,  beautiful 
teeth,  and  her  dark  eyes  flashed  a  surprized 
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startled  look  when  she  saw  me  —  a  stranger. 
For  five  minutes  I  stood  and  admired  her.  ‘  I 
shall  marry  that  child  if  I  have  to  wait  a  life¬ 
time/  I  declared  right  before  all  the  members 
of  her  family.  I  waited  seventeen  years.” 

The  following  quotations  are  extracted  from 
long  newspaper  articles  and  from  the  writ¬ 
ings  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Alice  Wightman. 

“  He  did  not  attend  school  until  he  was  fif¬ 
teen  years  of  age,  having  been  taught  all  he 
knew  beside  his  mother’s  knee.  They  lived  in 
the  wilderness.  Bears  were  prevalent  and  the 
school  far  away.  She  taught  all  the  children 
until  they  were  able  to  ‘  carry  a  gun  ’  for  pro¬ 
tection.  He  attended  the  district  school 
until  he  was  nineteen  years  of  age.  After 
which  he  attended  Lancaster  Academy  one 
term,  then  became  its  assistant  teacher.  He 
was  a  very  successful  teacher  and  taught  a 
few  years  in  different  towns  in  New  Hamp¬ 
shire. 

“  He  was  engaged  in  1836  to  teach  the  Bath 
high  school,  where  in  addition  to  his  work  of 
teaching,  he  commenced  the  study  of  medi¬ 
cine,  the  practice  of  which  he  commenced  in 
Bethel,  Maine.  From  Bethel  he  moved  to 
Mercer  in  1841  and  entered  a  co-partnership 
with  Dr.  Hinckley.  This  partnership  con¬ 
tinued  four  years. 

“  From  Mercer  he  went  to  Norridgewock, 
Maine,  and  published  the  papers  known  as 
‘  The  Down  East  Screamer,’  ‘  Mann’s  Family 
Physician,’  published  at  South  Norridgewock, 
1849,  and  ‘  The  American  Miscellany.’ 

“  It  was  through  the  columns  of  The 
Screamer  that  the  idea  was  first  broached 
that  Coolidge,  the  murderer  of  Matthews,  did 
not  die  in  prison,  but  that  through  the  con¬ 
nivance  of  the  prison  officials,  Coolidge  was 
allowed  to  escape  and  another  body  substi¬ 
tuted  for  his.  Many  will  recall  the  excite¬ 
ment  caused  by  this  announcement  and  the 
notoriety  gained  by  Dr.  Mann  in  consequence. 
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(The  murder  was  at  Waterville,  Maine,  of 
Edward  Matthews  by  Dr.  D.  P.  Coolidge.) 

“  He  moved  to  Skowhegan,  Maine,  in  or 
about  the  year  1848,  when  he  opened  a  drug 
store  in  company  with  Joseph  Cushing.  Dr. 
Mann  at  this  time  employed  extensively  in  his 
practice  his  celebrated  ‘  Cream  of  Life  Pills  ’ 
and  ‘  Strippings  and  Molasses.’  ” 

Traveling  conditions  were  vastly  different 
in  the  1840’s  from  those  of  today  and  this  is 
strikingly  illustrated  by  an  article  prepared  by 
Dr.  Mann  himself,  descriptive  of  his  “Jour¬ 
ney  to  New  Hampshire,”  the  same  having 
been  published  in  “Mann’s  Family  Physi¬ 
cian  ”  of  March  2,  1849. 

“We  arrived  at  Jefferson  about  noon  and 
called  on  our  old  friend,  Thomas  Ester,  Esq., 
whose  wife  is  the  first  woman  we  ever  went 
to  school  to. 

“  Just  above  his  residence  we  passed  an  old 
schoolhouse  where  we  used  to  teach.  We 
went  in  and  actually  saw  the  blood  spilled  in 
a  regular  Mexican  fight  we  had  there  with  a 
gang  of  ruffians,  who  came  in  to  break  up  our 
school.  They  never  called  upon  that  business 
but  once.  We  taught  them  the  most  serious 
lesson  they  ever  learned. 

“Here,  too,  used  to  be  the  home  of  old 
Granny  Stirbird,  who  died  a  few  years  since 
at  the  age  of  one  hundred  and  ten  years. 

“  She  was  a  Scotch  woman  and  accom¬ 
plished  a  great  deal  of  good  in  her  day  and 
generation.  We  can  almost  see  her  as  we 
write,  riding  along  a-straddle  of  her  old  bob¬ 
tailed  horse,  ‘  a  leg  a  side  ’  as  she  used  to  term 
her  style  of  riding.  She  was  a  sainted  old 
creature  and  a  monument  ought  to  be  erected 
over  her  remains,  in  honor  of  her  being  the 
mother  of  the  Strippings  and  Molasses  Sys¬ 
tem.  For  it  was  while  accompaning  her  on 
her  journey  after  roots  and  herbs  that  we  ob¬ 
tained  the  great  knowledge  of  the  properties 
of  certain  plants  and  roots  so  valuable  in  the 
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treatment  of  disease.  When  we  get  able  we 
intend,  at  our  own  expense,  to  build  a  monu¬ 
ment  of  granite  over  her  grave. 

“  From  Jefferson  we  went  to  Whitefield  and 
put  up  at  the  hospitable  home  of  our  cousin, 
Moses  Bray. 

“  We  then  went  to  Harrison  and  called  upon 
Uncle  Edward  Bray  and  had  a  good  time. 
Everybody  says  he  is  the  best  man  living.  He 
built  a  meeting  house  at  his  own  expense  and 
supports  half  a  dozen  lazy  ministers  and  has 
for  twenty-five  years.  He  is  rich  and  says  he 
gives  one-fourth  of  his  income  to  support 
Christianity  and  thinks  the  Lord  blesses  him 
for  so  doing.  Uncle  Edward  is  a  Deacon  and 
we  have  the  most  numerous  relatives  who  are 
deacons,  ministers,  chief  cooks  and  bottle- 
washers  in  the  church  of  any  living  man. 

“  At  Whitefield  (we  forgot  to  mention) 
that  we  called  upon  Rev.  Nichols  Bray,  an  ex¬ 
cellent  man  and  a  clergyman  of  the  Baptist 
denomination.  He,  too,  is  an  uncle. 

In  a  letter  Mrs.  Wightman  says : 

"  Israel  R.  Bray  of  Freeman,  Maine,  who 
was  a  cousin  of  my  father’s,  was  a  wool  mer¬ 
chant.  It  was  stated  that  he  owned  nearly  all 
of  the  town  of  Freeman  at  that  time  —  in  the 
years  of  1869  and  the  ‘  Seventies.’  He  was  a 
frequent  visitor  at  our  house  to  see  father. 
Upon  every  occasion  I  was  called  to  play  his 
favorite  piece  to  him  upon  the  violin.  ‘  Boni 
Over  The  Alps  ’  was  all  he  cared  for.  Some¬ 
times  I  played  it  over  several  times  before  he 
would  let  me  stop.  Every  time  he  would  hand 
father  a  five  dollar  bill  to  ‘  give  Alice  for  play¬ 
ing  my  favorite  to  me.’  I  was  nine  years  of 
age  then. 

“  In  1873  my  father  took  my  sister  and  I  to 
Phillips.  We  visited  every  one  of  his  friends. 
We  then  for  the  first  time  met  a  relative  — 
Mose  Harden  (a  barber,!  remember).  He  was 
very  agreeable  and  had  pleasing  manners.  We 
seemed  to  have  visited  every  one  in  Phillips. 
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Father  was  very  kind  and  social  and  made  us 
meet  a  great  many  friends,  acquaintances  and 
relatives  clear  up  into  New  Hampshire,  on 
that  trip.  He  did  not  want  us  to  miss  seeing 
anyone. 

“  In  his  day  I  think  my  father  was  a  great 
politician.  I  recall  many  events  which  he  pre¬ 
dicted  —  contrary  to  popular  opinion  — 
turned  out  just  as  he  said.  Being  once  an  ed¬ 
itor,  papers  from  all  over  the  state  were  sent 
him  (it  seemed  to  me  ‘  forever  after’)  and  I 
had  to  read  them  to  him  all  the  way  from  fif¬ 
teen  years  of  age  up  to  the  last  of  my  living 
at  home.  I  took  care  of  him  four  years  after 
mother  died.  I  shall  always  remember  this : 

“  ‘  Alice,  I  won’t  live  to  see  it  —  but  you 
will.  Now  that  Lincoln  has  freed  the  slaves, 
no  white  woman  in  the  country  will  be  safe. 
There  will  be  mixed  blood.  It  will  not  be 
safe  to  marry  unless  “  generations  ”  are 
carefully  looked  into  and  studied.’  ‘  I  have 
“  lived  to  see,”  says  Mrs.  Wightman,  ‘  every 
word  of  that  true.’  ” 

The  Somerset  Reporter,  commenting  on 
Dr.  Mann  shortly  after  his  death,  said: 

“  Dr.  A.  A.  Mann,  whose  death  we  an¬ 
nounced  last  week,  was  at  one  time  as  widely 
known  throughout  the  State  of  Maine  as  any 
man  who  has  laid  claim  to  the  healing  art, 
and  there  are  plenty  of  people  living  today, 
who  consider  some  of  his  cures  a  little  less 
than  a  miracle.  Those  who  have  only  seen 
his  snowy  locks  and  enfeebled  step  of  age  can 
hardly  realize  that  forty  years  ago  it  was  hard 
to  find  his  equal  in  physical  perfection.” 

Many  of  the  marvelous  cures  made  by  Dr. 
Mann  were  after  other  physicians  had  failed 
to  help  the  patients  or  had  given  them  up  to 
die.  As  a  last  resort  Dr.  Mann  would  be 
called.  Presumedly  one  reason  why  he  was 
not  called  earlier  in  many  cases  was  the  fact 
that  he  was  always  out-spoken  and  at  times  no 
doubt  somewhat  rough.  Also  he  was  a  very 
busy  man  and  could  not  attend  all  calls. 
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Many  interesting  pages  could  be  written 
about  this  brilliant,  broad-minded,  far-sighted 
man.  Although  he  lived  forty  miles  from  the 
home  of  the  writer  and  died  forty-two  years 
ago  his  name  is  often  heard  mentioned  and 
stories  told  of  his  activities.  He  was  gifted 
with  a  personality  given  to  few. 

The  tactful  way  in  which  he  cured  in  ten 
minutes  a  bed-ridden  woman  who  had  not 
left  her  bed  for  several  years  is  interesting 
and  shows  his  resoucefulness.  The  story  is 
hardly  suitable  to  record  here. 

He  was  called  “  Old  Dr.  Mann  ”  and  his 
brother  Daniel,  four  years  younger,  who  lived 
in  a  neighboring  town,  was  called  “  Young 
Dr.  Mann.”

At  the  call  for 
volunteers  he  interrupted  his  studies  to  enlist  and 
was  with  Farragut  in  the  battle  of  Mobile  Bay  and 
with  Grant  at  Appomattox  Court  House,  witnessing 
the  surrender  of  Lee.  He  was  wounded  in  the  battle 
of  Mobile  Bay. 

"  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Harvard, 
completed  his  studies  and  was  graduated  in  the  class 
of  1867.  After  serving  four  years  as  resident  phy¬ 
sician  on  Deer  Island,  he  went  to  Cambridge  and 
opened  an  office  at  Porter  Station,  and  is  still  in  act¬ 
ive  practice  with  his  headquarters  in  the  same  house, 
a  period  of  52  years.

WELLCOME 

The  Wellcome  family  in  America  is  doubtless  of  German-French 
descent.  Where  they  came  from  to  America  is  not  known.  It  is 
said  the  family  had  a  coat-of-arms.  The  name  is  not  common,  and 
that  in  some  ways  makes  it  easier  to  trace  the  family.  One  branch 
of  the  family  in  Canada  are  Catholic  which  helps  prove  they  were  of 
French  descent. 

The  name  is  spelled  many  ways:  Woolcombe,  Woolcome,  Well¬ 
come,  Waylkumm,  Wilkomm,  Willcom,  Welcom,  Wilcum,  Welcum, 
Wilcome,  Welcome,  Wilcomb,  Welcomb,  Wilcombe,  Willcomb,  Well- 
comb,  Willcome,  Willcombe,  Wellcombe,  Wilicom. 

Long’s  “  Personal  Family  Names  ”  has  Welcombe,  a  valley  where 
is  a  notable  spring,  also  a  spring  that  supplies  houses  —  with  Weller, 
Whalley,  Wellhausen  and  Wallop  “  in  vulgar  fact  these  were  village 
pumps,”  and  the  names  of  families  living  near. 

Bradsley  "  English  Surnames  ”  links  Welcome  with  such  words  as 
“Farewell”,  “  Wellfare  ”  and  the  Norman  “Adieu”  which  would 
affix  themselves  upon  some  kindly  soul  because  of  its  oft  utterance. 

Where  the  derivation  of  the  surname  varies  greatly  the  reader  can 
chose  to  his  taste  as  to  the  origin. 

The  name  Wellcome  is  not  common  in  English  records,  yet  the 
family  was  apparently  of  some  eminence  in  the  seventeenth  century 
in  Lincolnshire.  It  is  found  in  the  Visitations  of  Lincolnshire  in 
1634  that  John  Welcome  of  Market  Stanton  married  Lucy,  daughter 
of  Sir  Edward  Ascough  of  Ketsey.  He  was  the  son  of  William  Wel¬ 
come  of  Market  Stanton  and  Ann  Metham,  his  wife,  and  was  the 
grandson  of  John  Welcome  of  Lincoln  and  Ann,  his  wife.  He  had 
four  children,  John,  Edward,  Thomas  and  Hester,  who  were  appar¬ 
ently  living  in  1634.  The  John  Welcome  who  was  married  in  1634 
was  doubtless  the  grandson  of  the  following  John  Wilcome  (Wil¬ 
comb)  : 

John  Wilcomb,  Gentleman,  Member  of  Parliament  1565,  in  which 
year  he  was  named  as  supervisor  of  the  estate  of  John  Hutchin.son, 
mayor  of  Lincoln,  Lincolnshire,  England,  and  for  forty  or  more  years 
was  one  of  England’s  foremost  men.  (From  an  English  record.) 

In  “  Burk’s  Colonial  Gentry  ”  may  be  found  a  branch  of  the  family 
of  Woolcombe  “  from  1497  to  1900  of  which  a  present  descendant  is 
Belfild  North  Woolcombe  of  Ashbury,  near  Tumarie,  Canterbury, 
New  Zealand.” 

Picotus  Wilicom  was  living  in  county  of  Cambridge,  England,  in 
1273. 

Peter  Welcomb  married  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  1655,  after¬ 
wards  lived  in  Boston  on  Washington  street.  His  home  was  well 
furnished  for  the  age,  and  he  lived  very  comfortably. 
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Daniel  Wilcomb  lived  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  in  1687. 
William  Wilcomb  of  Pemaquid  or  Scituate,  Massachusetts,  in  1673 
■was  killed  three  years  later  in  the  heroic  fight  with  the  Indians  at 
IRehoboth. 

A  Robert  Waylkum  witnessed  a  deed  at  Wells,  Maine,  in  1672f. 

The  following  brief  sketch  is  known  as  the  Freeman,  Maine,  branch 
•of  the  Wellcome  family.  Some  of  the  descendants  of  this  branch  be- 
'came  the  most  eminent  men  of  the  world.  The  list  is  headed  by 
Henry  S.  Wellcome  of  London,  England,  whose  father  was  born  in 
Freeman,  Maine,  followed  by  Dr.  Florado  Wellcome  of  Minneapolis, 
^Minnesota,  a  millionaire  banker  and  president  of  thirty  national  banks. 
Dr.  Jacob  W.  B.  Wellcome  of  Sleepy  Eye,  Minnesota,  and  Israel  R. 
Eray  of  Freeman,  Maine,  whose  mother  was  a  Wellcome,  and  others. 
In  general  the  members  of  this  branch  were  either  Advent  preachers,. 
Methodist  ministers  or  millionaires. 


(1)  Richard  Wellcome,  (name  spelled  Woolcome)  appeared  on 

the  Isles  of  Shoals  —  a  group  of  seven 
or  eight  islands  off  the  coast  of  New  Hampshire  —  and  married  in 
1664  soon  after  her  husband’s  death,  Eleanor  Urin  (also  spelled 
Urain,  Uran,  Yuran,  Youring  —  her  husband  was  French),  a  widow 
of  an  enterprising  fisheries  master  of  Star  Island.  (She  had  three 
children  by  Urin  and  two  by  Wellcome.)  The  Urin  Genealogy  states 
that  Richard  Wellcome  purchased  part  of  the  estate  of  William  Urin 
17  July  1672.  Eleanor  Wellcome  died  in  1699,  and  leaves  balance  of 
her  estate,  383  pounds  13  shillings,  as  follows.  (In  her  will  she  calls 
John  Muchemore  “  son  ”  —  he  married  her  daughter,  Ann  Wellcome.) 

“  Sept.  16,  1699.  This  is  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Ellinor 
Wellcom,  on  her  sick  bed  being  in  perfect  memory. 

“  1  Ly.  My  will  is  that  I  commit  my  soul  to  God  that  gave  it,  and 
my  body  to  dust:  Amen. 

“  2  Ly.  My  will  is  that  T  done  bequeath  unto  my  son  John  Muche¬ 
more  my  new  boat  whrch  now  John  Currier  is  master  and  all  her 
appurtenance. 

“  3  Ly.  My  will  is  that  after  my  funeral  charges  are  defrayed  that 
the  remainder  of  my  estate  shall  be  equally  divided  to  my  five  children. 

“  4  Ly.  My  will  is  that  my  son  John  Muchemore  shall  take  care 
of  Joseph  Yurine  to  bring  him  up  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  to  such 
learning  as  is  convenient  for  his  degree. 

“6  Ly.  My  will  is  that  John  Muchemore  shall  have  the  twenty 
bogheads  of  salt  of  your  partuge  to  help  defray  the  childs  charge. 

“  6  Ly.  My  will  is  that  Mr.  Roger  Kelsey  and  my  kindman  Richard 
Goos  (or  Goss  ) shall  take  care  to  see  this  my  will  performed  as 
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overseers.  This  being  my  last  will  and  testament  as  witness  my 
hand  and  seal.”

In  1667  Richard  Wellcome  was  fined  for  selling  wine  and  cider. 
His  wife  owned  up.  (Probably  he  did  not  have  a  license.)  At  about 
this  time  he  was  granted  a  license  to  keep  a  public  house.  In  1683  he 
kept  an  "  ale-house  ”.  Owing  to  many  natural  advantages,  of  which 
exemption  from  Indian  attack  was  not  the  least,  the  Islands  at  this 
period  supported  quite  a  population,  being  a  regular  point  of  de¬ 
parture  for  the  great  number  of  European  fishing  vessels  which  made 
regular  trips  to  the  wonderful  fishing  grounds  along  the  coast  even  at 
this  early  date,  and  the  furnishing  of  supplies  to  these  mariners  as 
well  as  lodging  and  refreshment  ashore  was  probably  a  lucrative 
business.

“  The  humble  petition  of  Henry  Spiller,  guardian  to  ye  three  chil¬ 
dren,  minors,  of  Zaccheus  Wilcome,  late  of  the  Isles  of  Shoals,  de¬ 
ceased,  humbly  showeth  that  whereas  your  Honor  of  late  granted 
administration  to  John  Muchemore  of  ye  goods,  chatels,  etc.  of 
Elenor  Wilcome  widow  of  ye  said  Istand  which  widow  was  formerly 
ye  wife  of  William  Yurine,  who  died  Intestate,  with  an  Estate  in¬ 
solvent,  upon  which)  ye  Creditors,  Administrator,  etc.,  sould  ye  sd. 
estate  to  Richard  Wilcome  which  sd.  Wilcome  alsoe  dyed  Interstate 
&  noe  administration  Taken  of  his  Estate  until  ye  decease  of  ye  Sd. 
Elenor.  During  which  Inter.  Marrage  between  Sd.  Wilcome  and 
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Elenor,  besides  other  Children,  now  surviving  their  first  born  was  ye 
Sd.  Zaccheus,  who  left  Three  children,  Viz.,  William,  Deborah  and 
Richard,  whome  I  humbly  conceive  are  Legall  representive  of  their 
Father  Zaceus.  Therefore  crave  your  Honor  upon  due  consideration 
of  ye  premises  in  ye  Settleing  of  Sd.  Wilcome  Estate  would  grant 
unto  Sd.  Minors  that  which  in  Justice  &  Equity  may  see  appertain  & 
T  shall  remain  as  in  Duty  bound,  yr.  Horn’s  Humble  Servent.”

Dod.  A  genealogy  of  his  descendants  was  written  in  1902  by 
Oliver  C.  Willcomb  of  Lynn,  Mass.  There  was  much  consump¬ 
tion  in  this  branch  —  half  or  more  of  some  of  the  families  dying 
with  it.  Also  there  was  consumption  (tuberculosis)  in  the 
Minot  and  Freeman,  Maine,  branch,  and  as  a  heritage  it  has 
now  and  then  appeared  in  the  Bray-Wellcome  branch  of  the 
family,  and  even  down  into  the  Burbank-Bray-Wellcome  branch. 
The  Wellcomes  in  both  branches  had  soft,  beautiful  com¬ 
plexions,  and  were  above  the  average  in  good  looks. 

This  William  is  probably  the  one  whose  daughter,  Sarah  Wel- 
comb,  married  Ebenezer  Stanwood  —  the  great-great-grand¬ 
father  of  Mrs.  James  G.  Blaine. 

Mr.  Oliver  C.  Willcomb  says  in  his  book:  “  A  long  and  weary 
search  finally  ended  at  the  home  of  Malden’s  historian.  He 
listened  patiently  to  my  story,  and  said  quietly,  as  a  smile  stole 
over  his  face :  —  ‘I  guess  they  were  no  relation  of  yours.’  ‘  It 
seems,’  said  I,  eagerly,  ‘as  if  they  must  be  relatives;  there  is 
the  family  surname.’  ‘  I  guess  not,’  and  his  smile  deepened. 
‘Why?’  ‘Because  they  were  Niggers,’  he  responded  gently.” 

Mr.  Willcomb  goes  on  and  explains  that  they  or  their  an¬ 
cestors  had  probably  been  slaves,  and  had  taken  their  master’s 
name.

of  Ipswich,  Mass.  He  lived  for  some  time  in  Ipswich.  In  1760  he 
was  living  in  Beverly,  Mass.  At  one  time  he  became  involved  in 
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land  disputes  —  land  boundary  disagreements  were  common  at  that 
time.  He  was  twice  fined  for  contempt  of  court  for  not  appearing  at 
the  time  appointed.  As  he  and  his  brother  and  sister  lived  in  the 
home  of  their  guardian  it  is  presumed  that  both  parents  were  dead.

(V)  Michael  Wellcome,  oldest  son  of  Zaccheus  (IV)  and  Alice 

(Macarty)  Wellcome,  was  born  in 
Gloucester,  Mass.,  Dec.  20,  baptized  Dec.  21,  1746;  died  July  — ,  1825. 
He  lived  in  Gloucester,  Mass.,  Minot,  and  Livermore,  Maine.  He 
settled  in  Bakerstown,  now  Minot,  Maine,  near  “  Wellcome  Corner  ”, 
before  1784;  removed  to  Livermore  about  1822,  in  his  old  age,  prob¬ 
ably  to  be  with  or  near  his  son  John.  He  married  June  5,  1770, 
Judith,  daughter  of  John  and  Judith  (Day)  Ball,  of  Gloucester,  Mass. 
He  was  probably  a  farmer  as  he  owned  land.  A  family  record  states, 
“  Michael  Wellcome  became  a  sea  captain  —  and  after  he  settled  in 
Minot  he  was  a  general  merchant  and  hotel  keeper  —  married  Miss 
Ball,  a  German.”  Another  record  states  that  he  was  one  of  the  first 
two  with  families  to  settle  in  Minot  (Bakerstown).  The  following 
shows  the  help  of  deeds  in  locating  and  identifying  people.

Michael  Welcome  of  Bakerstown  buys  lot  No.  71  now  in  his  occu¬ 
pancy,  of  Benjamin  and  Hannah  Hichborn  1784. 

Michael  Wellcome  of  Minot  sells  to  Timothy  Wellcome  of  the 
same  town  part  of  lot  No.  76  on  which  he  now  lives,  March  16,  1813. 
His  wife  Judith  signs  the  deed. 

John  Welcome  of  Freeman  sells  to  Michael  Welcome  of  Livermore 
one  part  of  lot  No.  76  provided  John  shall  fulfill  an  obligation  for 
the  support  of  said  Michael  &  his  wife  during  their  lives,  otherwise  a 
bond  given  shall  prove  void.  Deed  dated  Oct.  7,  1822. 

Michael  Wellcome  of  Livermore  sells  to  John  Wellcome  of  Free¬ 
man  land  situated  in  Minot  being  part  of  lot  77  and  also  the  same 
farm  on  which  Michael  formerly  lived  and  now  occupied  by  Timothy 
Wellcome  consisting  of  62  acres  the  consideration  being  $1500.  Wife 
Judith  signs  with  her  husband.  Oct.  7,  1822. 

Children  —  the  two  oldest  are  recorded  as  born  in  Gloucester,  and  all 
of  the  others  may  have  been  born  in  Minot,  and  if  that  is  true  then

(VI)  John  Wellcome,  oldest  son  of  Michael  (V)  and  Judith 

(Ball)  Wellcome,  was  born  Feb.  3,  1778, 
probably  in  Bakerstown,  now  Minot,  Maine.  (The  family  records 
seem  to  indicate  that  he  died  Nov.  22,  1867,  and  his  wife  Hannah  in 
1855.)  He  lived  in  Livermore,  Maine,  as  all  of  his  children  are  re¬ 
corded  being  born  there.  He  also  lived  in  Freeman,  Maine  for  a 
time  as  proved  by  deeds  where  he  bought  land  in  Minot  in  1822  and 
the  same  year  sold  land  in  Livermore.  By  a  consideration  in  the 
deed  he  was  to  care  for  his  father  and  mother.  He  probably  returned 
from  Freeman  to  Livermore  soon  after  these  deeds  were  executed. 
All  of  his  children  were  married  in  Freeman,  and  one  son  settled 
there.

(VH)  Rev.  Mark  D.  Wellcome,  oldest  son  of  John  (VI)  and 

Hannah  Wellcome,  was  born 
in  Livermore,  Maine,  Dec.  20,  1800;  died  in  Hiawatha,  Kansas,  aged 
81  years  10  months.  He  outlived  all  of  his  brothers  and  sister.  Early 
in  life  he  united  with  the  Methodist  church,  and  was  licensed  as  a 
local  preacher,  afterwards  the  Presiding  Elder  of  a  district  in  the 
Maine  Conference  appointed  him  to  a  circuit,  and  he  remained  in  the 
itinerancy  for  three  years.  At  about  this  time  he  was  elected  to  and 
served  a  term  in  the  Maine  Legislature,  being  known  as  an  avowed 
abolitionist.  He  lived  for  a  number  of  years  in  Freeman,  Maine,  on 
a  farm,  also  lived  at  Kingfield,  Maine.  In  1854  with  his  family,  ex¬ 
cept  his  daughter  Eunice,  he  removed  to  Mackford,  Wis.,  where  lived 
until  1870,  when  he  went  to  Hiawatha,  Kansas,  where  his  son  resided. 
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He  married  in  1828,  Eunice,  daughter  of  Capt.  Josiah  Parker,  a  Revo¬ 
lutionary  soldier,  of  New  Portland,  Maine.  (She  was  bom  Mar.  22, 
1808;  died  Dec.  17,  1897.)

(VI)  Timothy  Wellcome,  third  son  of  Michael  (V)  and  Judith 

(Ball)  Wellcome,  was  born  in  Bak- 
erstown,  now  Minot,  Maine,  March  11,  1790;  died  in  Garden  City,. 
Minnesota,  Feb.  8,  1872;  married  Feb.  3,  1814,  Mary  Williams  Cum¬ 
mings  daughter  of  Isaac  Cummings  of  Paris,  Maine,  who  was  of 
Scotch  descent  (Quakers).  She  was  educated  at  Hebron  Academy 
under  Dr.  Merrill,  a  brother-in-law  who  married  Chole  Cummings^ 
She  was  a  woman  of  strong  moral  religious  principles  and  her  im¬ 
press  was  left  upon  her  posterity.  She  died  Feb.  23,  1881,  at  the  home- 
of  her  son  Michael  in  Monticello,  Minnesota. 

One  statement  says,  “  Timothy  Wellcome  was  liberally  educated 
and  possessed  great  abilities  and  attended  Hebron  Academy  in  his. 
youth.”  After  his  marriage  he  lived  for  a  few  years  in  Minot,  at 
Wellcome  Comer,  and  assisted  his  father  in  the  general  store  and 
hotel  business.  Later  he  was  a  farmer  and  lived  for  a  short  time  In 
New  Portland,  Maine,  then  removed  in  April  1824  to  Freeman,  Maine. 
An  old  ledger  account  dated  April  14,  1824,  shows  that  Jacob  Well¬ 
come  Bray  with  two  pair  of  oxen  assisted  Mr.  Wellcome  in  moving  to> 
Freeman  for  which  he  (Bray)  charged  one  dollar.  In  1849  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Almond,  Wisconsin,  and  he  and  his  son  Solomon  settled 
on  adjoining  farms.  In  1861  he  moved  to  Garden  City,  Minnesota.  In 
1862  the  Sioux  Indians  made  a  raid  on  the  settlers  of  Southern 
Minnesota  and  all  were  routed  from  their  homes  for  a  few  weeks. 
On  their  return  Timothy  and  wife  occupied  the  house  known  as  the 
“  Garden  house  ”  then  in  the  family  of  their  son  Solomon  until  a 
house  was  provided  for  them  by  their  sons,  Jacob  and  Solomon, 
which  they  occupied  alone  until  their  eldest  son,  Michael,  moved  from 
Wisconsin  and  took  the  house  for  their  care  until  they  chose  to  live 
with  their  daughter  Mary,  when  Michael  then  changed  the  balance  of 
the  estate  to  his  sister  to  care  for  them. 

He  lived  in  Freeman,  Maine,  for  twenty-five  years  on  what  is  now 
called  “  Tim  Wellcome  Hill  ”.  The  farm  on  which  he  lived  has. 
grown  up  to  a  wilderness  —  the  old  cellar  and  the  stone  walls  on  each 
side  of  where  there  was  once  a  road  and  a  few  old  half-dead  apple- 
trees  mark  the  spot  where  the  buildings  stood.  A  grandchild  says 
that  Timothy  occasionally  imbibed  rather  freely  in  New  England 
rum  and  sent  one  of  his  sons  to  the  village  store  to  get  the  jug  filled. 
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and  while  on  the  way  home  the  son  accidentally  (  ?)  broke  the  jug 
climbing  over  a  stone  wall. 

A  letter  has  been  found  which  he  wrote  July  25,  1816  while  living 
in  Minot  to  his  brother-in-law  and  sister,  Israel  and  Polly  (Well¬ 
come)  Bray,  of  Freeman,  Maine.  In  the  letter  he  says,  “  We  are  all 
at  present  well  except  Mary  and  She  is  as  well  as  can  be  Expected  as 
we  have  a  Son  four  days  old  which  is  as  Smart  and  as  handsome  as 
over  was  born  in  Minot.”  The  date  of  the  letter  and  the  statement 
that  his  son  was  four  days  old  fixes  the  exact  date  of  the  birth  of  his 
second  son. 

Tradition  seems  to  indicate  that  the  family  had  quite  a  struggle  for 
existence  during  the  early  pioneer  days  in  Freeman. 

The  family  Bible  is  in  the  possession  of  a  great  grandson,  Harry 
M.  Bailey,  of  Monticello,  Minnesota.  On  the  first  leaf  is  written, 
^‘Timothy  Wellcome  Freeman  Maine  1842.”  Also,  in  this  Bible  are 
recorded  the  dates  of  the  marriage  of  his  children  and  who  each 
married. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  some  of  his  multi-millionaire  descendants 
erect  to  his  memory  a  two  hundred  foot  monument  on  “  Tim  Well¬ 
come  Hill  ”.

He 
preached  for  over  fifty  years.  He  worked  much  among  the 
poor  people  and  was  a  good  evangelist.  Late  in  life  he  was 
pastor  for  several  years  of  the  Advent  and  Christian  Church  at 
Monticello,  Minnesota,  succeeding  his  brother.  Rev.  Solomon 
Wellcome.  He  lived  in  Hallowell,  Gardiner,  Freeman  and 
Athens,  Maine,  then  removed  to  Wisconsin  in  July  1846,  and 
lived  at  Green  Lake,  Oasis,  Almond  and  Hancock  until  June 
1866  when  moved  to  Blue  Earth  County,  Minnesota,  and  lived 
on  a  farm  at  Garden  City  for  some  years. 

He  died  of  blood  poisoning  while  he  and  his  wife  were  visit¬ 
ing  their  son  Fred  in  California.  After  his  death  his  widow  re¬ 
turned  to  Monticello.

For  several  years 
he  managed  quite  an  extensive  foreign  mission  work  and  pub¬ 
lished  “  The  Bereau  Quarterly  ”  and  “  Mission  Record  ”.  His 
writings  were  printed  in  seventeen  languages.  In  addition  to 
his  printing  in  America  he  had  a  printing  press  in  Ceylon, 
India.  It  is  truthfully  said  he  wrote  and  distributed  more  books 
■and  tracts  in  the  interest  of  the  Advent  faith  than  any  other 
man  in  the  world.  Tons  of  his  works  were  sent  out  over  the 
world. 

He  had  the  Wellcome  ambition  to  push  any  work  he  went  into. 
'On  the  several  acres  of  land  about  his  home  he  planted  and  had 
growing  no  less  than  fifty  varieties  of  grapes.  Also  a  fine  apple 
orchard.

After  the  death  of  his  parents  in  1895  he  returned  to 
the  old  home  in  Yarmouth  where  he  has  since  lived. 

In  1900,  he  invented  a  poultry  appliance,  the  “  Ideal  ” 
trap  nest,  which  has  become  extensively  used  and  favor¬ 
ably  known  all  over  America.  He  has  been  a  regular  con¬ 
tributor  to  many  of  the  leading  poultry  periodicals  and 
has  become  well  known  by  his  literary  work.

Dr.  Wellcome 
married,  second,  by  Isaac  Cummings  at  Plainfield,  Wisconsin, 
Aug.  3,  1857,  Sarah  J.  Houser  of  Oasis,  Wisconsin,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Sarah  Houser  of  Pennsylvania.  His  full  name  was 
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Jacob  Wellcome  Bray  Wellcome.  Doubtless  he  was  named  for 
his  cousin,  Jacob  Wellcome  Bray  of  Freeman,  Maine,  who  was 
twenty  years  his  senior.  (See  Bray  family.) 

He  was  eminent  in  his  profession,  and  in  active  practice  for 
more  than  fifty  years.  He  was  the  pioneer  doctor  of  Sleepy 

Eye,  Minnesota,  and  often  rode  on  horse-back  fifty  miles  to  visit 
the  sick. 

Dr.  Wellcome  practiced  medicine  in  Maine  for  a  few  years 
probably  at  Norway  1851-1857,  then  removed  to  Wisconsin  and' 
resumed  his  practice  with  good  success  at  Oasis  and  afterwards 
locating  his  office  at  Stevens  Point  for  a  time.  In  about  1861  he 
moved  to  Minnesota,  first  location  at  Zumbrota  and  soon  after¬ 
wards  at  Garden  City  where  he  experienced  an  extensive  prac¬ 
tice.  In  1870  he  moved  to  New  Ulm  and  four  years  later  to 
Sleepy  Eye  where  he  practiced  for  thirty  years.  While  living  in 
Garden  City  he  was  for  a  time  in  partnership  with  his  brother 
Solomon  in  the  retail  drug  business. 

The  following  is  from  page  266  of  “Progressive  Men  of 
Minnesota  ”,  edited  by  Marion  D.  Shutter,  D.  D.,  and  J.  S.  Mc¬ 
Lain,  M.  A.,  Minneapolis,  1897: 

“  When  Dr.  Wellcome  was  sixteen  years  old  he  left  home,  in 
Freeman,  Maine,  and  went  to  the  high  scdiool  in  Hallowell, 
Maine.  From  this  school  he  graduated  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one.  At  once  his  attention  was  turned  to  medicine ;  he  worked 
hard  to  fit  himself  for  the  practice  of  that  profession.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  St. 
Louis.  He  commenced  practice  at  the  age  of  twenty-five.  In 
1858  Dr.  Wellcome  moved  from  New  England  to  Wisconsin, 
and  soon  afterwards  to  Garden  City,  Minnesota,  where  he  re¬ 
sumed  the  practice  of  medicine.  In  the  fall  of  1862  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Governor  Ramsey,  of  Minnesota,  examining  surgeon 
for  the  draft,  with  headquarters  at  Mankato,  Minnesota.  In 
1863  he  was  contract  surgeon  in  the  Tenth  Regiment  Volunteer 
Infantry,  as  first  assistant  surgeon  in  the  place  of  W.  W.  Clark, 
who  was  sick;  this  position  he  held  for  seven  months.  He  also 
had  medical  charge  of  a  regiment  of  Confederate  soldiers  who 
were  prisoners  at  the  fort  of  Madelia,  Minnesota.  Dr.  Wellcome 
continued  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Blue  Earth  County  until 
1870,  when  he  moved  to  New  Ulm,  where  he  lived  and  practiced 
for  about  four  years.  He  then  moved  to  Sleepy  Eye,  where  he 
has  continued  in  the  profession  ever  since,  with  the  exception  of 
two  years,  when  sickness  prevented  active  work.  For  four 
years  he  held  the  position  of  surgeon  for  the  Winona  &  St. 
Peter  Railway  Company  for  its  lines  west  of  Sleepy  Eye;  he

also  held  tfhe  position  of  United  States  pension  surgeon  for 
eight  years.  During  his  long  period  of  practice,  Dr.  Wellcome 
has  been  preceptor  to  the  following  physicians,  who  have  gradu¬ 
ated  from  regular  schools  of  medicine:  Dr.  J.  W.  Andrews,  of 
Mankato;  Dr.  I.  F.  Burnside,  of  West  Duluth;  Dr.  F.  H.  Well¬ 
come,  of  Granite  Falls;  Dr.  Wm.  P.  Lee,  of  Fairfax,  and  Dr. 
J.  W.  B.  Wellcome,  Jr.,  of  Sleepy  Eye.  Dr.  Wellcome  is  a 
member  of  the  St.  Louis  Academy  of  Medicine,  and  is  also  a 
member  of  the  State  Medical  Society  of  Minnesota.  He  has 
been  in  the  active  practice  of  medicine  for  forty-four  years. 
His  practice  has  been  extensive,  and  he  accumulated  consider¬ 
able  property.  Is  a  stockholder  in  the  Yellow  Medicine  County 
Bank.  His  son,  F.  H.  Wellcome,  is  president  of  the  bank. 
Though  over  seventy  years  of  age.  Dr.  Wellcome  is  still  actively 
engaged  in  practice  and  in  the  study  and  verification  of  the  sci¬ 
ences  to  which  he  has  devoted  so  much  of  his  life.

No  doubt  he  inherited  his  musical  ability 
from  his  mother  —  the  Starbird  family  of  Maine  were 
fine  singers.  In  early  life  he  operated  for  a  time  a  saw¬ 
mill,  and  was  engaged  in  other  work,  but  for  many  years 
he  has  been  a  contractor  of  steam,  hot  water  and  vapor 
heating  systems.  The  name  of  his  firm  is  now  F.  D. 
Wellcome  &  Son.  He  installed  the  first  heating  plant  in 
the  Poland  Spring  Hotel  for  the  Rickers,  when  they 
changed  from  a  stove  in  each  room.  He  lives  in  Wal¬ 
tham,  Massachusetts,  on  Riverview  avenue,  in  a  nice 
home  beautifully  situated  by  the  Charles  river. 

The  story  of  his  boyhood  life  is  very  sad.  When  his 
father  went  West  he  left  his  wife  and  children  in  Maine 
or  else  sent  them  back  to  Maine  from  the  West.  After  a 
few  years  his  father  came  and  got  all  of  the  children 
except  the  youngest,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  whom  he 
left  in  Maine  with  his  mother.  The  mother  was  prob¬ 
ably  either  divorced  by  her  husband  or  obtained  a  divorce 
from  him,  as  both  married  a  second  time.  The  mother 
married,  second,  Timothy  Jordan.  She  died  when  this- 
son  was  about  four  years  old,  and  he  was  put  out  in  a.

Wellcome,  “  everyone  has  been  kind  to  me.” 

After  he  reached  manhood  he  corresponded  with  his 
father  and  his  father  advised  him  to  come  to  Minnesota. 
He  never  saw  his  father  after  he  was  old  enough  to  re¬ 
member  him,  and  never  saw  his  likeness  until  the  writer 
found  his  father’s  portrait  at  Frank  O.  Wellcome’s  in 
Yarmouth,  Maine,  and  took  it  to  him. 

Very  fortunately  he  married  into  a  fine  family  —  one  of 
the  best,  and  that  together  with  a  liberal  supply  of  the 
Wellcome  ambition  and  the  physical  ability  to  do  much 
work  has  enabled  him  to  become  a  well-to-do  and  most 
useful  citizen.  It  is  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  meet 
such  folks  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wellcome.

X  Dr.  Jacob  W.  B.®,  eighth  son  of  Dr.  Jacob  W.  B."^  Well¬ 
come,  was  born  at  Garden  City,  Minnesota,  March  30, 
1869 ;  married  Oct.  1,  1891,  Margaret  Emmerrich  of 
Sleepy  Eye,  Minnesota;  lives  in  Sleepy  Eye;  is  a  physi- 
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cian  and  surgeon,  and  a  specialist  on  children  s  diseases , 
a  graduate  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  St. 
Louis,  1890.  (The  school  his  father  graduated  from  in 
1850.)  He  has  an  extensive  practice,  and  it  is  said  that 
his  record  during  the  flu  epidemic  of  1918  was  not  ex¬ 
celled  by  any  physician  in  the  State.  In  1923  the  writer 
visited  Sleepy  Eye  and  on  arriving  went  into  a  barber 
shop  and  the  person  under  discussion  by  those  assembled 
happened  to  be  Dr.  Wellcome.  The  conversation  was 
that  in  his  practice  during  the  flu.  Dr.  Wellcome  \vas 
called  to  a  tenement  house  or  a  house  over-crowded  with 
people  and,  while  treating  the  sick  ones,  instructed  the 
occupants  to  put  up  a  window  and  keep  it  up.  On  his 
next  visit  he  found  the  window  down.  Dr.  Wellcome 
gave  no  more  instructions  —  he  kicked  the  window  out. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  an  article  in  a  news¬ 
paper  dated  June  9,  1927 : 

“  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  B.  Wellcome  have  made  a  splen¬ 
did  gift  to  Sleepy  Eye,  when  the  first  of  the  week  it  be¬ 
came  known  that  they  have  donated  their  beautiful  sum¬ 
mer  cottage  to  the  park  board.  The  cottage  was  built 
only  a  few  years  ago  and  is  in  splendid  condition.  The 
cottage  will  be  moved  to  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
State  Park  and  will  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the 
park.  Besides  the  cottage,  the  Dr.  and  his  wife  will 
donate  all  the  rustic  benches,  swings,  settees,  etc.,  as  well 
as  many  old  time  relics,  all  of  which  can  nicely  be  housed 
in  the  cottage. 

“  Dr.  Wellcome  and  wife  are  now  the  oldest  residents 
in  Sleepy  Eye  and  felt  that  they  owed  something  to  the 
town  and  therefore  are  making  this  generous  gift,  which 
will  long  be  remembered  by  the  citizens  of  our  town  and 
surrounding  county. 

“  The  cottage  was  originally  built  on  the  lake  shore  for 
a  summer,  home  and  both  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wellcome  put  in 
much  hard  work  to  beautify  the  grounds  about  the  cottage. 

“  In  the  large  outside  chimney  are  rocks  from  all  over 
the  United  States  and  it  is  hoped  the  building  can  be 
moved  without  destroying  this  well  built  part. 

“  Mrs.  Wellcome  has  kindly  consented  to  present  the 
city  with  the  first  piano  that  was  brought  to  Sleepy  Eye.”

6  Rev.  Solomon'^,  fifth  son  of  Timothy  (VI)  and  Mary  W.  (Cum¬ 
mings)  Wellcome,  was  born  at  the  family  home  on  Tim  Well¬ 
come  Hill,  on  Freeman  Ridge,  in  Freeman,  Maine,  April  27, 
1827;  died  May  17,  1876,  of  heart  disease;  married  Oct.  27, 
1850,  Mary  Curtis,  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Sarah  Curtis,  of 
Albany,  Wisconsin,  formerly  of  Maine.  Went  from  Maine  to 
Wisconsin  with  his  parents  in  1849,  and  settled  on  pre-empted 
homestead  in  Almond,  Portage  County.  He  soon  after  got  his 
father  located  on  a  farm  joining  his.  In  the  hard  work  to  culti¬ 
vate  his  own  and' his  father’s  farm  he  ruined  his  health,  con¬ 
tracting  a  disease  of  the  heart;  with  this  he  suffered  much  ev¬ 
ery  winter.  In  May  1861  he  moved  to  Garden  City,  Minnesota. 
Broken  in  health,  he  did  not  settle  to  any  permanent  occupation 
until  1866,  when  he  engaged  in  the  drug  business  with  his 
brother.  Dr.  Jacob  W.  B.  Wellcome,  and  afterwards  buying  the 
doctor’s  interest  he  conducted  the  business  alone  for  a  short 
season  and  then  took  in  a  partner  whose  name  was  D.  R.  Bill. 
This  continued  until  the  spring  of  1870  when  he  sold  his  entire 
interest  in  the  business  to  Mr.  Bill.  In  August  of  the  same 
year  he  entered  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  in  the  Ad¬ 
vent  Christian  Conference  which  he  followed  to  the  day  of  his 
death. 

During  the  last  part  of  his  life  he  was  pastor  for  several 
years  of  the  Advent  Christian  Church  at  Monticello,  Minnesota. 
After  his  death  he  was  succeeded  in  this  church  by  his  brother. 
Rev.  Michael  Wellcome.  It  is  said  he  had  considerable  natural 
ability  and  was  poetically  inclined.  One  who  knew  him  well 
says,  “  Solomon  was  an  exhorter,  in  that  sense,  although  or¬ 
dained,  while  his  brother  Michael  was  more  like  the  regular 
school  of  preachers.” 

He  is  buried  nine  miles  east  of  Monticello  in  a  small  ceme¬ 
tery  at  Otsego.

Henry  S.®,  second  son  of  Rev.  Solomon^,  was  born  August 
21,  1853,  at  Almond,  Wisconsin;  lived  as  a  youth  in 
Garden  City,  Minnesota;  started  his  business  life  early 
in  his  teens  by  working  in  a  drug  store  —  probably  in  his 
father’s  store.  Henry  S.  Wellcome  is  to  the  Wellcome 
family  what  Luther  Burbank  was  to  the  Burbank  family 
—  its  most  noted  member  and  a  world  benefactor.  The 
firm  of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Company  of  London, 
England,  is  universally  known  by  druggists  as  the  largest 
and  most  reliable  manufacturer  of  drug  supplies  in  the 
world.  Mr.  Wellcome  has  been  the  head  of  this  firm  for 
many  years  and  doubtless  has  been  the  directing  head 
since  the  first  day  of  its  organization.  Any  druggist  can 
give  information  about  this  firm. 

Following  his  work  in  the  drug  store,  Mr.  Wellcome  in 
due  time  graduated  from  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Pharmacy;  was  employed  for  a  few  years  by  a  New 
York  wholesale  drug  firm  selling  to  the  retail  stores  dur¬ 
ing  part  of  the  year,  and  the  rest  of  the  year  buying 
herbs  in  South  America.  While  thus  employed  he  went 
to  his  uncle,  Isaac  Wellcome,  of  Yarmouth,  Maine,  for 
advice.  He  had  conceived  the  idea  that  London,  Eng¬ 
land,  ought  to  be  the  headquarters  of  the  world  for  the 
drug  business,  and  asked  if  he  had' better  give  up  his  job, 
go  to  England,  and  start  a  new  business  —  the  manufac¬ 
turing  of  drugs.  The  uncle  advised  him  to  remain  where 
he  was,  as  he  was  getting  something  like  $3500  a  year  — 
a  large  sum  for  a  young  man  in  those  days.  He  did  not 
take  the  advice,  but  went  to  England,  established  the 
firm  of  Burroughs,  Welcome  &  Co.,  in  King  street,  on 
Snow  Hill,  London,  and  was  eminently  successful  from 
the  beginning.  The  firm  now  has  offices  in  New  York, 
Montreal,  Sydney,  Cape  Town,  Milan,  Shanghai,  Buenos 
Aires  and  Bombay. 
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Mr.  Wellcome  was  a  pioneer  in  the  production  of 
serum  in  the  British  Empire,  and  has  ever  since  main¬ 
tained  a  foremost  position. 

On  the  letter-head  of  the  firm’s  stationery  it  reads, 
“  More  than  270  competitive  highest  awards  for  Scien¬ 
tific  Excellence  of  Products.”  Also,  on  the  firm’s  sta¬ 
tionery  is  the  statement,  “  Successors  to  Brockedon,  The 
ORIGINATOR  of  Compressed  Chemicals  and  Galeni¬ 
cals.  1842." 

He  established,  for  the  benefit  of  the  world,  the  Well¬ 
come  Physiological  Research  Laboratories,  at  Rockwell 
Hall,  Herne  Hill,  London,  of  which  Walter  Dowson,  M. 
A.,  M.  D.,  is  director. 

St.  Louis  International  Exposition,  1904  Awards. 
“  The  Grand  Jury  have  awarded  a  grand  prise  and  a  gold 
medal  to  the  WELLCOME  PHYSIOLOGICAL  RE¬ 
SEARCH  LABORATORIES  for  bacteriological  re¬ 
search  and  preparations,  and  for  educational  work.” 

He  established  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Lab¬ 
oratories,  in  London,  with  Frederick  B.  Power,  Ph.  D., 
Director.  Power  and  Wellcome  were  classmates  at 
Philadelphia,  and  at  that  time  Power  was  considered  the 
superior  man  —  the  scholar  of  the  class,  but  the  limitless 
Wellcome  ambition  in  due  time  placed  Power  as  the  em¬ 
ploye,  and  at  the  head  of  an  extensive  world-wide  re¬ 
search  institution. 

More  honors  by  the  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904.  “  The 
Grand  Jury  have  awarded  a  grand  prise  and  three  gold 
medals  to  the  WELLCOME  CHEMICAL  RESEARCH 
LABORATORIES  for  chemical  and  pharmacognostical 
research  and  for  educational  work.” 

"Work  for  the  benefit  of  the  world  was  started  in 
these  Laboratories  by  Henry  S.  Wellcome  in  1896  —  has 
been  of  a  most  varied  character  and  wide  range,  repre¬ 
senting  almost  every  department  of  chemical  and  phar¬ 
maceutical  science.  The  investigations  have  comprised, 
for  example,  the  devising  of  new  methods  of  analysis; 
the  examination  of  drugs  of  reputed  medical  value  from 
remote  regions  in  both  hemispheres,  as  well  as  those 
indigenous  to  Europe  and  North  America,  in  order  to 
determine  both  the  nature  of  their  active  chemical  con¬ 
stituents  and  their  pharmacognostical  characters;  the 
study  of  the  constituents  of  various  essential  oils;  the 
constitution  of  some  of  the  more  important  alkaloids  and 
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other  chemical  substances  of  special  therapeutic  value; 
and  the  preparation  of  new  chemical  compounds  of  syn¬ 
thetic  methods,  both  chemical  and  electrolytic,” 

The  following  seven  names  (unpronounceable  and 
meaningless  to  the  writer)  were  selected  at  random  from 
a  long  list  of  the  names  of  acids,  oils  and  medicines  men¬ 
tioned  in  an  account  of  the  Wellcome  research  work:

Pilocarpinolactone 
Dibromoisopilocarpine 
Acetylemethyidichyrsarobin 
Methyidichrysarobin 
Triacetylchrysarobin 
Diacetyldimethyidioxyanthraquinone 
During  the  World  War,  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co., 
supplied  the  world  with  a  certain  essential  medicine 
which  previously  had  been  made  only  in  Germany.  It  is 
said  that  Mr.  Wellcome  personally  analyzed  the  medicine 
to  learn  its  contents,  and  when  the  war  broke  out  his  firm 
was  prepared  to  furnish  it.  During  the  war  he  crossed 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  seven  times. 

Mr.  Wellcome  has  been  an  explorer  in  Africa  and 
Alaska  and  an  excavator  in  Egypt.  While  in  Africa  he 
fell  from  a  high  cliff  and  was  severely  injured.  He  fur¬ 
nished  money  for  Stanley  on  one  or  more  exploring  trips. 

The  ambition,  good  judgment  and  hard  work  of  this  man 
has  made  an  outstanding  page  in  the  history  of  the  world 
for  the  Wellcome  family. 

He  married  in  middle  life  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Ber¬ 
nardo,  the  European  specialist  of  children’s  diseases, 
philanthropist  and  inventor  of  the  penny  slot  machine. 

It  is  said  Mr.  Wellcome  told  his  son  that  he  could  go 
into  business  with  him  and  eventually,  if  he  made  good, 
become  the  head  of  the  firm  of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  & 
Company.  Or  he  could  go,  if  he  preferred,  out  into  the 
world  and  without  any  help  from  him  (his  father)  see 
what  he  could  make  of  himself.  In  either  case  the  son 
had  got  to  stand  on  his  own  feet  —  a  rare  opportunity 
for  a  wealthy  man’s  son. 

(The  above  is  in  no  way  a  complete  record  of  the  Lon¬ 
don  man’s  achievements  and  has  been  gathered  without 
seeing  or  hearing  direct  from  him  or  from  any  of  his 
agents.)

(VI)  Jacob  Wellcome,  fourth  son  and  tenth  child  of  Michael 

(V)  and  Judith  (Ball)  Wellcome,  was 
born  in  Bakerstown,  now  Minot,  Maine,  Dec.  26,  1791 ;  died  April  3, 
1867.  Doubtless  his  full  name  was  Jacob  Hill  Wellcome,  as  in  the 
same  deed  his  name  appears  both  as  Jacob  PI.  and  Jacob.  In  the  family 
record  kept  by  his  brother  Timothy  his  name  appears  as  Jacob  with¬ 
out  the  middle  letter.  In  this  record  the  following  quotation  appears 
after  date  of  his  death: 

“  Our  aged  friend  has  passed  away. 

From  all  he  loved  on  earth  below; 

But  time  is  short,  we  soon  shall  meet. 

Where  sorrows  can  affect  no  more.” 

In  the  same  family  record  the  name  of  his  wife  is  given  as  Hannah 
and  the  date  of  her  death  Feb.  20,  1872.  The  maiden  name  of  his 
wife  was  doubtless  Hannah  Payne.  He  lived  probably  all  of  his  life 
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in  the  State  of  Maine.  Deeds  show  that  he  lived  for  a  time  at  least 
at  Brunswick.  There  is  a  conveyance  from  John  Duston  to  Jacob  H. 
Wellcome  of  Brunswick  of  land  in  Brunswick,  deed  bearing  date  of 
November  13,  1841.  On  June  27,  1847,  Jacob  Wellcome  mortgaged 
to  William  Stanwood  this  same  property  in  Brunswick.  Also  he 
gives  another  mortgage  at  a  later  date. 

He  sigpis  one  of  the  mortgages  as  “Jacob  H.  Welcome”  and  he 
signs  the  deed  when  he  conveys  the  property  as  “Jacob  H.  Well¬ 
come”.  His  name  also  appears  in  a  deed  as  “Jacob  Welcome”. 
Children,  born  in  Maine  —  the  names  of  five  are  known :

2  Abner  P.'^,  lived  at  Newport,  New  Hampshire;  had  a  farm  on  the

He  had  a 
son,  Abner  P.  Wellcome,  Jr.  It  is  said  he  had  several  sons  who 
became  men  of  business  and  settled  in  Boston.

i  John  Ball®  Wellcome  was  born  Sept.  22,  1858,  in  New  York 
City;  died  March  23,  1908,  of  pneumonia,  at  his  ranch  in 
Jefferson  County,  Montana;  married  Dec.  17,  1891,  Emily 
Irvine  of  Butte,  Montana.  He  bore  the  name  of  his 
maternal  great  grandfather,  John  Ball,  and  that  fact  is 
proof  that  this  branch  is  correctly  worked  out. 

He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Judge  Burke  in  New¬ 
port,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in 
New  Hampshire.  In  the  early  eighties  he  was  attorney 
for  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Minot,  North  Dakota,  during  the  period  when 
the  road  was  being  built  West  to  the  North  Pacific  coast. 
During  his  stay  in  North  Dakota  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  State  legislature. 

He  finally  settled  at  Butte,  Montana,  where  he  prac¬ 
ticed  his  profession.  Here  he  was  attorney  and  political 
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manag-er  for  the  late  multi-millionaire  miner  and  United 
States  Senator,  W.  A.  Clark  of  Butte,  Montana,  and  New 
York  City. 

John  Ball  Wellcome  accomplished  much  and  died  while 
yet  in  mid  life.

He 
appears  to  be  a  very  active  business  man  well  endowed 
with  the  Wellcome  ambition.  His  home  and  business  is 
in  Anaconda.

He  and  his  father-in-law  did  an  extensive  banking  business. 
Having  weak  lungs  he  started  for  California  by  boat  but  died 
on  the  water  near  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  where  his  body  was 
interred  for  about  a  year,  when  his  brother,  Abner  P.  Wellcome, 
took  him  up  and  moved  him  to  the  family  cemetery  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  (This  record  of  Clark  Wellcome  was  found  in  manu¬ 
script  written  in  1897  by  Rev.  George  T.  Wellcome  of  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.  Also,  in  the  manuscript  was  found  other  valuable 
records  of  the  Wellcome  family.) 

5  Fanny"^,  married - Taylor. 
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There  are  but  few  people  in  the  world  bearing  the  name  of  Sedgley. 
The  name  is  found  written  Soeges  lea,  Seggesleye,  Seggesley,  Segleslei, 
Segeley,  Sedgeley,  Sedgley,  Sedgly,  and  possibly  the  names  Sedley 
and  Sedgwick  are  of  the  same  origin.  In  a  few  instances  the  name 
at  the  present  time  is  written  two  ways  by  different  branches  of  the 
family.  In  this  book  the  name  is  spelled  one  way  for  uniformity  — 
the  only  exceptions  are  the  signatures  under  a  few  of  the  portraits. 

The  Sedgleys  in  England  were  not  common  or  numerous  enough  to 
have  the  name  listed  in  any  of  the  many  name  books  written  by  Eng¬ 
lish  authors.  But  the  fact  is,  the  name  is  very  ancient  in  England. 
As  early  as  866  A.  D.  in  a  paper  relating  to  an  exchange  of  land,  be¬ 
tween  Burhred  King  of  Mercia  and  Wulfferd,  there  is  a  reference  to 
land  belonging  to  Soeges  lea  (the  name  of  the  locality),  and  this 
property  has  been  identified  and  the  identification  supported  by  a 
number  of  antiquarians  as  the  same  as  Sedgeley  of  Staffordshire.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  witnesses  to  this  agreement  was 
the  sister  of  Alfred  the  Great. 

There  are  between  forty  and  fifty  volumes  of  Staffordshire  Histori¬ 
cal  Collection  at  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Library  in  Boston  and  there  are  many  references  to  this  Segeley 
(spelled  in  a  number  of  different  ways,  but  referring  to  the  same 
locality)  with  its  Manor,  Church,  land,  etc.  From  all  available  in¬ 
formation,  it  appears  that  the  word  “  soeges  lea  ”  was  first  the  name 
of  a  locality  rather  than  of  a  person.  And  is  referred  to  as  the 
“  manor  of  Soeges  lea  ”,  “  manor  of  Seggesleye  ”  and  later  the 
"  manor  of  Sedgeley  ”.  This  manor  or  town  is  in  Staffordshire  three 
miles  from  Wolverhampton,  but  the  original  locality  included  a  much 
larger  territory.  There  are  some  names  of  people,  but  not  many. 
The  name  does  not  appear  early  as  a  family  name,  except  in  such 
cases  as  William  De  Sedgeley  who  was  vicar  of  the  Church  at  one 
time,  and  that  might  not  have  been  his  family  name. 

The  castle  of  the  Dudley  family  belonged  to  this  town  or  manor  or 
was  connected  with  it  in  some  way,  as  in  1616  Edward  “  Lord 
Duddeley  ”  was  “  of  the  manor  of  Seggesley,  otherwise  Sedgeley  ” 
and  together  with  “  Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel  and  Surrey  ”  remitted 
all  rights  to  Richard  Parks  for  500  pounds  —  the  description  was 
“50  messuages  (a  dwelling-house  and  adjoining  land),  50  cottages, 
10  tofts  (probably  a  lot  where  a  house  had  been  and  had  either  fallen 
into  decay  or  had  been  burned),  1000  acres  of  land,  100  acres  of 
meadow,  800  acres  of  pasture,  200  acres  of  wood,  300  acres  of  furze 
and  heath  ( furze  —  a  thorny  evergreen  shrub  with  beautiful  yellow 
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fellows),  16  pounds  rent,  free  warren  (a  piece  of  ground  appropriated 
to  the  breeding  and  preservation  of  rabbits,  also,  place  for  keeping 
fish  in  a  river),  view  of  frankpledge  (a  number  of  neighbors  who 
were  bound  for  each  other’s  good  behavior)  ;  mines  of  iron  and  coals 
in  Seggesley  otherwise  Sedgeley  and  of  the  rectory  of  Sedgeley  and 
all  kinds  of  tithes,  and  shears  of  grain  hay  yearly  issuing  growing 

and  renewing  in  Sedgeley . also  of  the  advowson  of  the 

vicarage  church  of  Seggesley,  otherwise  Sedgeley  (in  English  law  — 
a  right  to  nominating  a  person  to  officiate  in  a  vacant  church).”  The 
above  remittance  of  rights  shows  that  the  name  of  the  locality  was 
spelled  “  Sedgeley  ”  previous  to  the  date  of  the  document  1616,  also, 
it  indicates  the  manor  of  Sedgeley  was  a  locality  of  considerable  size. 

In  the  Litchfield  Wills  and  Administration,  as  early  as  1530  there 
was  a  Jno  Segeley  at  King’s  Newton  whose  estate  was  probated,  an¬ 
other  in  1533,  another  in  1573,  one  in  1595,  and  another  in  1612.  All 
are  in  the  diocese  of  Litchfield  and  Coventry.  There  are  other  names 
—  Nicholas,  Rose,  Thomas,  George,  Arthur,  Henry,  Thane,  William 
• — •  stretching  all  the  way  from  1588  to  1760. 

In  the  Litchfield  Index  of  Wills  1530  and  1533  the  name  of  Jno 
Segeley  is  spelt  without  the  d;  in  the  wills  of  1573  and  1612  the  name 
is  spelt  Sedgeley;  and  in  the  will  of  1595  —  Sedgley,  without  the 
middle  e. 

One  English  writer  says :  Sedgeley,  the  modern  name,  Segeslie,  the 
Domesday  name  (or  ancient  name).  Since  1700  the  name,  both  as  a 
locality  name  and  a  family  name,  has  generally  been  spelled 
“  Sedgley  ”. 

The  will  of  John  Sedgley  of  Great  Harborough,  Warwickshire, 
whose  wife  was  Elizabeth,  was  proved  July  12,  1652.  Warwick  was 
just  over  the  line  from  Safford.  (It  is  all  a  guess  and  not  worth 
anything,  but  this  John  Sedgley,  of  Great  Harborough,  was  of  about 
the  right  generation  to  have  been  the  great  grandfather  of  the  John 
Sedgley,  the  immigrant,  who  appeared  in  1715  at  York,  Maine. 
There  are  so  many  parishes  in  England  that  it  is  very  difficult  and 
expensive  to  do  research  unless  it  is  known  from  what  parish  the 
immigrant  came  or  better  still  where  he  was  born.) 

Another  writer  gives  the  following  which  is  somewhat  similar: 

“  The  Sedgley  family  originated  in  England,  and  no  doubt,  in  a 
locality  called  Sedgley  Park,  or  Sedgley  Shire,  in  Staffordshire, 
Willenhall,  later  growing  into  the  City  of  Sedgley  (population  of 
16,000)  located  near  Birmingham  —  the  family  taking  the  name  from 
the  locality.  There  is  another  Sedgley  Park  in  southern  Lancastshire, 
about  three  miles  north  of  Manchester.  On  some  maps  it  is  given  as 
‘  Edgley  Park  ’. 
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“  The  name  Sedgley  is  Anglo-Saxon.  Sedge  from  secq,  Old  Eng¬ 
lish,  a  kind  of  long,  rough  grass.  Ley,  an  open  space  in  a  wood,  or  a 
field,  a  meadow  or  land  —  it  is  derived  from  ledge,  leag,  or  leah. 
The  name  is  not  found  in  any  work  on  English  heraldry,  and  evidently 
originated  later  than  1400  A.  D.  as  a  family  name.”

Sedgley  Hall  mentioned  in  the  writings  of  Sydney  Smith  was  de¬ 
molished  to  make  room  for  extensions  to  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
at  Manchester,  England. 

Sedgley  Park  School,  a  Catholic  school,  no  longer  exists;  an  ac¬ 
count  of  it  by  one  of  the  old  pupils  is  in  the  British  Museum. 

The  Post  Office  Directory  of  London,  England,  for  1925  gives  the 
names  of  three  Sedgleys  as  living  there.  The  following  letter  was 
received  from  Miss  Florence  Maud  Sedgley,  ladies’  outfitter,  of  the 
firm  of  White  &  Sedgley :

Dear  Sir, 

I  should  have  written  before  but  wanted  to  see  my  sister  who  lives 
at  Westcliff-on-Sea,  to  know  if  she  could  tell  me  anything  about  the 
family,  I  am  afraid  however  I  am  not  able  to  tell  you  much. 
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My  Grandfather,  William  Henry  Sedgley,  lived  at  Stourbridge, 
Worcester.  He  was  in  the  glass  working  industry  and  later  kept  an 
Inn.  He  married  Bridget  Noke.  He  had  a  brother  John,  of  whom  I 
know  nothing.  There  were  two  sons  and  two  daughters  by  this 
marriage. 

My  Father,  William  Henry,  son  of  the  above,  was  apprenticed  to 
the  glass  making,  later  became  a  brass  stencille,  afterwards  taking  a 
Public  House,  and  finally  retiring  to  Woking,  Surrey.  He  married 
Ellen  Catt  of  Hastings,  England.  There  were  ten  children,  5  of 
whom  are  dead  and  the  remaining  five  are: 

Ada  Louise,  Spinster. 

Wm.  Henry,  married,  has  4  children,  lives  at  Croydon,  Surrey. 

Myself,  Spinster. 

Horace  Edward,  married,  has  one  son,  lives  in  Australia. 

Ernest  Percy,  married,  living  at  Shirley,  Surrey. 

I  believe  Sedgley  is  of  English  origin.  There  is  a  place  in  the 
Midlands  called  Sedgley. 

We  have  in  our  family  an  ivory  snuff  box  inscribed  “  John  Sedgley, 
Swifts  House,  1817  ”. 

This  is  all  I  know  of  our  family.

(I)  John  Sedgley  appears  to  have  been  the  only  emigrant  of  this 
name  to  come  to  America;  although  tradition 
says  two  brothers  came  over,  there  is  no  record  found  of  only  one. 
He  was  born  in  England,  probably  between  1680  and  1690,  and  came 
to  York,  Maine,  when  a  young  man ;  was  a  turner  by  trade ;  married 
Jan.  17,  1714,  Elizabeth,*  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  (Parker) 
Adams  of  York.  (The  Adams  family  of  America  is  noted  for  great 
vitality  and  long  life  of  its  members.)  Her  father  gave  them  a  lot 
of  land  in  York,  March  19,  1716,  which  was  his  custom  on  the  mar¬ 
riage  or  coming  of  age  of  his  children.  Thomas  Adams  later  deeded 
a  second  lot  January  1716  and  a  third  lot  of  four  acres  on  the  south¬ 
east  side  of  Scituate  Plain  Farms  December  16,  1726.  The  following 
is  a  copy  of  a  portion  of  the  deed  dated  March  19,  1716: 


*  Following  the  genealogy  of  the  Sedgley  family  is  an  outline  of  the  an¬ 
cestry  of  Elizabeth  Adams  which  can  be  traced  back  beyond  700  A.  D.  and 
ineludes  William  the  Conqueror  and  Charlemagne. 
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“  To  all  Christian  People  to  whom  this  deed  of  gift  may  come  or 
concern,  Thomas  Adams  of  York  in  ye  County  of  York  in  ye 
Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England,  sendeth  greeting. 
Know  ye  ye  sd.  Thomas  and  Hannah  his  wife  for  and  in  considera¬ 
tion  of  ye  love  they  have  and  do  bear  unto  their  Son-in-Law  John 
Sedgley  of  sd.  York  and  more  especially  for  yt.  he  sd.  Sedgley  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  ye  Daughter  of  ye  sd.  Thomas  and  Hannah  in  consid¬ 
eration  thereof  ye  sd.  Thomas  and  Hannah  hath  given,  granted,  bar¬ 
gained,  aliened,  enfeoffed  &  conveyed  &  doth  by  these  presents,  etc.” 
for  two  acres  of  land  adjoining  land  of  Daniel  Simpson.

John  Sedgley  bought  thirteen  acres  from  John  Hammond  of  York, 
dated  April  10,  1724,  recorded  June  27,  1729,  in  consideration  of 
Thirteen  Pounds,  ten  Shillings  of  money. 

He  appears  as  a  witness  of  Will  of  Lewis  Bane,  of  York,  which 
was  probated  July  21,  1721;  is  also  a  witness  to  several  deeds.  From 
the  signature  of  John  Sedgley  being  written  is  drawn  the  deduction 
that  he  was  an  educated  man.  His  acquisition  and  sale  of  property 
show  that  he  was  enterprising.  At  one  time  he  allowed  himself  to  be 
sued  on  a  note.  His  wife  signed  her  name  by  mark. 

An  item  in  the  Will  of  Thomas  Adams  dated  April  18,  1726,  reads: 
“  I  give  unto  my  youngest  daughter  Elizabeth  Sedgley  besides  what 
she  has  already  received  ten  shillings.” 

York  County  Probate  Court  record,  case  No.  16,841,  is  the  estate 
of  the  first  John  Sedgley  of  York  “turner”.  Administration  was 
granted  to  his  son  John,  Jan.  13,  1745-6.  The  “homestead”  was 
assigned  to  John,  being  the  oldest  son,  he  to  pay  his  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters  fifteen  pounds  each.  This  homestead  farm  was  retained  in  the 
Sedgley  name  for  three  or  more  generations  —  and  is  situated  near 
Chase  Pond  in  York. 

The  house  he  built  two  hundred  years  ago  is  still  standing  (1926) 
and  used  as  an  out-building,  another  and  larger  house  having  been 
built.  Forty  or  fifty  rods  from  the  house  is  the  grave-yard  where  the 
first  two  or  three  generations  are  buried  in  a  plot  about  two  rods 
square,  a  low  stone-wall  around  it,  and  big  maple  trees  growing  in 
and  about  it.  The  grave-stones  that  neighbors  say  were  once  standing 
are  all  down  and  covered  up  with  leaves  and  earth. 

If  the  immigrant  ancestor  was  born  in  about  1685  as  assumed,  then 
he  was  about  sixty  years  old  at  time  of  his  death.  He  left  four  minor 
children.

(II)  John  Sedgley,  son  of  John  (I)  and  Elizabeth  (Adams) 

Sedgley,  was  born  in  York,  Maine,  Dec.  15, 
1718,  and  lived  to  old  age  on  the  homestead  in  York,  being  seventy- 
seven  when  he  made  his  will.  His  will  was  probated  July  15,  1805. 
Most  likely  he  married,  first,  Oct.  18,  1744,  Mary  Bane  although  it  is 
possible  that  his  father  may  have  been  the  John  Sedgley  who  married 
Mary  Bane  for  a  second  wife  only  a  few  months  before  he  died,  but 
as  she  is  not  mentioned  in  the  settlement  of  John,  Sr.’s,  estate  pro¬ 
bated  the  next  year  it  is  believed  that  she  married  John,  Jr.  In  either 
case  she  probably  died  soon  after  marriage.  He  married,  second,  Jan. 
1748,  Joanna,  daughter  of  William  and  Joanna  (Poor)  Grow,  of 
York,  Maine.  (She  was  born  May  23,  1720.  The  Grow  Genealogy 
says,  “William  Grow,  cordwainer,  left  an  estate  of  2,791  pounds  17 
shillings  —  a  large  estate  for  those  times.’’)  In  1778,  Mr.  Sedgley 
was  administrator  of  the  estate  and  executor  of  the  will  of  Mehitable 
Hill  of  York.  His  signature  appears  as  follows  on  papers  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  estate: 
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He  was  administrator  of  his  father’s  estate  in  1745-6,  and  Lewis 
Bane  was  bondsman.  The  York  town  records  give  a  partial  list  of 
his  children,  and  the  names  of  others  are  given  in  his  will  —  a  copy 
of  which  follows : 

I  John  Sedgley  of  York  in  the  county  of  York,  yeoman,  not  know¬ 
ing  how  soon  my  great  &  last  change  by  death  may  come,  do  hereby 
make  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  to  prevent  trouble  and  disputes 
among  such  of  my  children  as  may  survive  me;  and  thereby  dispose 
of  that  worldly  estate  which  God  in  his  providence  hath  blessed  me 
with,  in  the  following  manner  and  form,  viz: 

1st.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Joanna  my  wife,  the  use  &  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Southeast  end  of  my  dwelling  house  (except  the  back  part 
which  was  built  by  my  son  Joseph)  from  the  bottom  of  the  cellar  to 
the  ridge  pole  (except  a  priviledge  in  the  same  which  I  shall  herein¬ 
after  give  to  my  daughters)  — also  the  use  and  improvement  of  the 
one  half  of  all  my  real  estate;  and  also  the  use  &  improvement  of 
three  cows  &  six  sheep;  and  also  the  one  half  of  all  the  indoor  move¬ 
ables  that  may  be  in  my  house  at  my  decease.  All  the  aforesaid 
premises  to  her  my  said  wife,  during  her  natural  life  and  no  longer. 
And  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  my  son  Joseph  is  to  have  the  privi- 
ledge  of  taking  that  part  of  the  real  estate  which  I  have  herein  given 
his  mother,  to  the  halves,  if  he  should  use  her  well,  otherwise  she  may 
let  some  other  person  improve  it.  I  also  give  my  said  wife,  if  she 
should  survive  me,  all  the  money  that  I  may  leave,  at  my  decease. 

2d.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  John,  twenty  dollars  to  be  paid 
him  by  my  son  Joseph  after  the  decease  of  my  wife.  I  also  give  him 
one  sixth  part  of  the  remainder  of  the  indoor  moveables  which  may  be 
in  my  house  at  my  decease. 

3d.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Daniel,  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
paid  him  by  my  son  Joseph,  after  the  decease  of  my  wife;  I  also  give 
him  one  sixth  part  of  the  remainder  of  the  indoor  moveables  which 
may  be  in  my  house  at  my  decease. 

4th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Joanna  Merrifield,  fifteen 
dollars,  to  be  paid  her  by  my  son  Joseph,  after  the  decease  of  my 
wife,  provided  the  said  Joanna  shall  leave  any  lawful  issue.  I  also 
give  her  the  said  Joanna  one  sixth  part  of  the  remainder  of  the  indoor 
moveables  which  may  be  in  my  house  at  my  decease. 

5th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  grand  daughter  Elizabeth,  the 
daughter  of  my  daughter  Jemima  Grant  deceased,  one  sixth  part  of 
the  remainder  of  the  indoor  moveables  which  may  be  in  my  house  at 
my  decease.  I  also  give  her  the  said  Elizabeth  a  living  in  my  dwelling 
house,  with  my  unmarried  daughter,  so  long  as  she  the  said  Elizabeth 
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shall  remain  single  and  unmarried,  which  with  what  I  gave  the  said 
Jemima  in  her  life  time,  is  in  full  of  what  I  designed  for  her  porton 
of  my  estate. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughters  Anna  &  Elizabeth,  one 
cow,  the  use  and  improvement  of  the  lower  pasture  next  to  Elder 
Simpsons,  also  the  use  and  improvement  of  the  tract  of  land  next 
adjoining  said  pasture,  as  far  as  the  jog  in  the  fence  &  to  hold  the 
same  breadth  to  the  road,  to  cut  hay  for  their  cow;  Also  the  use  and 
improvement  of  the  small  orchard  before  the  door;  also  the  use  and 
improvement  of  the  North  west  end  of  the  dwelling  house  from  the 
bottom  of  the  cellar  to  the  ridge  pole,  and  liberty  to  bake  in  the  other 
room :  (they  allowing  my  aforesaid  grand  daughter  Elizabeth  a  living 
in  the  same  as  aforesaid)  I  also  give  them  a  priviledge  in  the  barn  to 
keep  their  cow  and  put  their  hay,  also  the  priviledge  of  cutting  and 
hauling  wood  for  one  fire.  Also  the  aforesaid  premises  and  privi- 
ledges  to  them  the  said  Anna  &  Elizabeth,  my  said  daughters,  so  long 
as  they  or  either  of  them  remain  single  and  unmarried,  and  no  longer. 
And  is  to  be  understood  that  my  son  Joseph  is  to  maintain  the  fence 
round  the  lands  herein  given  my  sd  daughters.  I  also  give  my  said 
daughters  the  said  Anna  &  Elizabeth,  fifteen  dollars  each  to  be  paid 
them  by  my  son  Joseph  after  the  decease  of  my  said  wife,  also  one  bed 
&  bedding  to  each  of  them.  I  also  give  to  my  said  daughter  Anna,  one 
sixth  part  of  the  remainder  of  the  indoor  moveables  that  may  be  in  my 
house  at  my  decease.  Also  all  the  money  which  I  may  leave  at  my 
decease  if  my  wife  should  not  provide  me  which  with  what  I  have 
before  given  them  the  said  Anna  &  Elizabeth,  is  in  full  of  what  I  de¬ 
sign  for  them  out  of  my  estate. 

7th.  I  give  to  my  grand  son  Joseph,  the  son  of  my  son  John,  ten 
dollars,  to  be  paid  by  my  son  Joseph,  after  the  decease  of  my  wife;  I 
also  give  him  one  yoke  of  steers,  to  be  delivered  him  by  my  said  son 
Joseph,  when  he  goes  from  my  dwelling  house. 

8th.  I  give  to  my  grand  daughter  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  my  son 
John,  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  her  by  my  son  Joseph  after  the  decease  of 
my  wife;  also  one  bed  &  bedding. 

9th.  My  pew  in  the  meeting  house,  I  leave  for  the  use  of  my  wife, 
children  and  grand  children,  whenever  they  have  occasion  to  use  or 
improve  the  same. 

10th.  All  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  estate  real  personal  or  mixed, 
be  the  same  more  or  less,  wheresoever  the  same  is  or  may  be  found, 
together  with  the  reversion  and  remainder  thereof,  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  to  my  son  Joseph  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever;  he  paying  out 
all  my  just  debts,  the  legacies  aforesaid,  my  funeral  expenses,  and  the 
cost  &  charges  of  settling  my  estate.  And  it  is  to  be  understood  that 
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if  the  said  Joseph  shall  bring  any  account  against  my  estate  for  service 
done  &  performed,  in  that  case,  the  amount  of  such  account  shall  be 
deducted  from  what  I  have  herein  given  him. 

And  I  appoint  my  said  son  Joseph,  executor  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal,  the  first 
day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety  five.

(HI)  John  Sedgley,  son  of  John  (H)  and  Joanna  (Grow)  Sedg¬ 
ley,  was  born  in  York,  Maine,  Jan.  10,  1750; 
married  Oct.  11,  1772,  Lucy  Junkins  of  York.  (Members  of  the 
Junkins  family  are  still  living  in  York  in  1926.)  With  his  brother 
Daniel  he  removed  from  York  to  Waterboro,  Maine,  in  about  1788. 
Daniel  remained  in  Waterboro  while  he  after  a  few  years  moved 
farther  on  to  Limerick,  Maine.  He  sold  his  farm  in  Waterboro  to 
his  wife’s  brother,  William  Junkins.  While  living  in  Waterboro  he 
served  as  fenceviewer  in  1789,  and  as  highway  surveyor  in  1792. 

He  settled  in  Limerick  in  about  1796  on  Lot  16  D  Range  containing 
one  hundred  acres  which  he  cleared  in  part  and  began  farming  and 
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here  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life.  His  land  went  to  the  town  l}ne  of 
Limington.  The  old  cellar  can  still  be  seen  in  the  field  where  he  built 
the  log  house  in  1795.  Perhaps  the  reason  for  his  settling  in  Limerick 
was  that  another  brother-in-law,  Samuel  Junkins,  had  bought  the 
north  half  of  Lot  5  D  Range.  In  1806,  with  his  son  Joseph,  he  bought 
the  south  half  of  Lot  5  D  Range  from  Abby  Felch.  (Timothy  Sedg- 
ley  of  New  Portland,  Maine,  married  a  granddaughter  of  this  Felch 
family.)  This  lot  of  land  bought  in  1806  is  still  (1927)  in  the  Sedgley 
name  —  owned  and  occupied  by  Albert  J.  Sedgley.  The  old  family 
Bible  printed  in  1803,  old  style,  is  also  in  the  possession  of  A.  J. 
Sedgley. 

The  date  of  his  death  is  not  found.  He  was  living  in  1822,  as  he 
conveyed  his  homestead  to  his  son  John,  and  a  lease  back  for  life  to 
himself  and  his  wife  Lucy,  dated  March  5,  1822,  and  is  recorded  in 
volume  114,  page  45,  deeds  Office,  Alfred,  Maine.  This  lease  recites 
that  one-half  the  homestead  had  been  sold  to  another  son,  Timothy 
Sedgley.

and  died  1863).  He  was  left  at  York,  when  the  family  moved  to 
Waterboro  in  1788,  to  care  for  a  maiden  aunt;  went  to  school 
and  qualified  himself  for  all  kinds  of  business;  came  to  Lim¬ 
erick,  Maine,  when  he  was  twenty-one  (1801)  and  lived  with  his 
father  for  a  time.  In  1806,  with  his  father,  he  bought  the  south 
half  of  Lot  5  D  Range.  He  built  the  first  schoolhouse  in  the 
district.  The  settlers  paid  him  by  hauling  his  lumber  to  Kenne- 
bunkport.  He  taught  the  first  school  in  the  district;  had  an  in¬ 
terest  in  two  sawmills,  sawing  lumber  and  hauling  it  with  oxen 
twenty-four  miles  to  Kennebunkport.  He  was  justice  of  the 
peace,  land  surveyor  and  owned  the  first  clock  in  the  town. 
This  clock,  together  with  much  other  old  and  valuable  furniture. 
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is  at  the  farm  he  bought  in  1806,  and  in  the  possession  of  his 
grandson,  Albert  J.  Sedgley  (1926).  All  of  the  Sedgleys  were 
accustomed  to  go  to  him  for  advice.  His  cousin,  Daniel  Sedg- 
iey  of  Waterboro,  named  him  for  executor  of  his  will. 

After  his  death,  leaving  five  small  children,  his  widow  per¬ 
sonally  never  did  any  more  work,  but  she  hired  help,  kept  the 
farm,  and  brought  up  the  family.

Sedgley,  was  born  in  Limerick,  Maine,  April  1, 
1848;  married  Dec.  26,  1880,  Anna  P.  Moody 
(separated  when  their  son  was  a  year  old).  He 
owns  and  lives  on  the’  farm  where  he  was  born, 
which  he  has  much  improved,  and  which  has  been 
in  the  Sedgley  name  since  1806.  He  is  seventy-nine 
years  old  (1927),  looks  about  sixty,  and  has  vitality 
and  gumption  enough  for  a  man  forty;  has  an  un¬ 
usually  active  brain,  a  quick  thinker,  and  vigorous 
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speaker  with  a  heavy  bass  voice.  His  ideas  of  life 
and  things  are  positive,  and  he  expresses  himself 
very  strongly.  When  he  was  asked  what  he  thought 
of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  he  replied,  “  It  is  a 
poor  place  for  a  feeble  minded  man.”  In  personal 
appearance  he  has  a  commanding  presence,  about 
medium  height,  weighs  180  pounds  or  more,  and  in 
his  younger  days  was  called  a  very  handsome  man. 

He  has  been  a  giant  at  manual  labor;  a  successful 
farmer,  stock  breeder,  and  orchardist  —  specializing 
in  fancy  apples  of  which  his  annual  crop  is  many 
hundred  bushels,  often  thousands.  He  has  the  right 
soil  to  grow  apples,  a  good  cellar  to  keep  them,  and 
has  sold  apples  every  month  of  the  year. 

He  lives  alone,  does  the  housework  and  cooking' 
and  the  work  for  a  crew  of  three  or  four  men  dur¬ 
ing  the  busy  farming  and  apple  picking  season,  en¬ 
tertains  many  visitors  —  some  of  them  strangers 
who  call  out  of  curiosity  to  see  an  unusual  man,  and 
besides  the  already  named  activities  he  does  much 
out-door  work  on  the  farm.  Everything  about  the 
place  is  in  order  and  well  kept.  In  the  pasture  was 
a  pair  of  eight  foot  oxen,  young  cattle,  some  big, 
fat  sheep,  and  in  an  orchard  near  the  barn  two  four 
hundred  pound  hogs.  He  is  naturally  ingenious 
and  can  turn  his  hand  to  any  kind  of  work,  and  up 
to  within  a  few  years  would  do  the  work  of  two 
men.  He  is  a  picturesque  man  endowed  with  much 
natural  ability. 

A  few  years  ago  he  was  called  as  a  witness  in  a 
land-grabbing  case,  and  was  stating  what  he  remem¬ 
bered  about  how  and  where  the  corners  were  estab¬ 
lished,  the  lines  run,  and  the  names  of  the  men 
present  when  he  was  a  small  boy  twelve  or  fourteen 
years  old  and  carried  the  flag  for  Abner  Burbank 
of  Limerick,  the  surveyor.  The  attorney  for  the 
plaintiff  did  not  like  his  testimony  and  objected  say¬ 
ing  the  witness  was  too  young  at  the  time  the  lines 
were  run  to  be  able  after  a  half  century  to  recall  the 
facts.  The  Judge  ruled  that  Mr.  Sedgley  might 
testify  as  the  Court  would  like  to  hear  some  definite 
and  accurate  facts  which  the  witness  appeared  ta 
possess. 
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He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  National 
Presidential  Convention  at  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
and  was  active  in  politics  for  many  years,  serving 
for  six  years  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen. 

A  clipping  from  a  newspaper  printed  some  years 
ago  says :  “  The  25  acres  of  timberland  in  Limerick 
recently  bought  by  John  R.  Matthews  of  Dover,  N. 
H.,  from  A.  J.  Sedgley  is  not  excelled  in  value  by 
any  tract  of  standing  timber  in  New  England.  The 
tract  was  a  virgin  forest  when  Mr.  Sedgley’s  grand¬ 
father  cut  the  timber  on  this  plot  almost  three- 
quarters  of  a  century  ago.  The  price  paid  the 
tract  was  $20,000.” 

Seeing  and  talking  with  ”  Jud”  Sedgley,  as  he  is 
called,  who  has  lived  all  his  life  in  the  ancestral 
neighborhood  of  the  Sedgleys  and  has  known  five 
generations  of  the  family,  gives  the  writer  a  differ¬ 
ent  and  far  better  opinion  of  the  character  of  the 
Sedgley  family,  for  he  says,  “  The  Sedgleys  were  a 
good  people ;  ingenious,  prudent,  well-to-do ;  not  a 
lazy  bone  in  their  bodies;  physically  and  mentally 
able;  supported  the  church,  and  kept  out  of  neigh¬ 
borhood  rows.”

In  1788,  Jotham  moved  with  his  parents  from  York  to  Water- 
horo,  Maine,  and  in  1795  to  Limerick,  Maine.  He  was  a  black¬ 
smith  and  farmer,  and  lived  in  Limerick  in  the  same  neighbor¬ 
hood  where  his  father  and  four  brothers  lived.  His  twin  brother 
James  who  was  also  a  blacksmith  and  farmer  settled  in 
Winthrop,  Maine. 
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The  farm  where  he  lived  has  long  been  abandoned,  the  large 
set  of  buildings  gone  to  decay,  only  a  few  of  the  timbers  remain¬ 
ing.  Near  where  the  buildings  stood  is  a  walled  in  family  ceme¬ 
tery  where  he  and  his  wife  and  five  or  more  of  their  children 
are  buried.  In  the  fields,  now  a  pasture,  were  some  fat  steers. 
All  in  all  the  place  was  rather  lonely,  but  interesting.

Igaged  in  the  butcher  business  working  with  or  for  his 
brother  and  boarding  at  his  house,  835  Mission  street. 
Here  he  met  Miss  Moffitt  who  was  working  in  his 
brother’s  family. 

In  1863,  he  engaged  in  the  teaming  business  which  he 
followed  for  the  next  twenty  years.  At  this  he  was  very 
successful  and  made  money  rapidly.  He  had  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  become  wealthy  as  he  was  offered  sand  lots  in 
the  district  near  Gough  street,  San  Francisco,  if  he  would 
do  hauling  for  the  owners  of  the  tract,  but  he  refused  to 
take  such  worthless  lots. 

Unfortunately,  he  was  too  generous,  and  was  a  heavy 
^endorser  of  notes  of  Sheldon  &  Armstrong,  lumber 
merchants,  and  when  they  failed  Mr.  Sedgley  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  pay.  He  was  financially  ruined  and  never  recov¬ 
ered  from  this  reverse.

(IV)  William  Sedgley,  first  child  and  oldest  son  of  John  (HI) 

and  Lucy  (Junkins)  Sedgley,  was  born 
in  York,  Maine,  1776;  died  in  Limington,  Maine,  Sept.  12,  1863.  On 
the  gravestone  his  age  is  given  87  years,  and  that  makes  1776  the  year 
of  his  birth.  The  date  of  his  birth  is  not  found  recorded  anywhere, 
so  the  inscription  on  the  small  white  stone  at  his  grave  in  the  Sedgley 
burial  plot  in  Limerick  just  across  the  line  from  Limington  told  a  lot 
—  just  the  link  needed.  It  was  more  than  half  accidental  that  the 
writer  happened  to  go  to  Limerick  and  found  there  Mr.  Albert  J. 
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Sedgley,  who  now  lives  in  the  same  neighborhood  where  his  great 
grandfather  settled  in  1795,  and  his  wealth  of  information  about  the 
family.  (Albert  J.’s  grandfather  was  Joseph,  a  brother  to  William, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch.) 

William  Sedgley,  of  Limerick,  and  Mary  Ricker,*  of  Waterboro, 
Maine,  married  Nov.  17,  1799,  by  Rev.  Henry  Smith.  (On  her  grave¬ 
stone,  “died  Oct.  12,  1869,  aged  84.”) 

He  moved  with  his  parents  at  the  age  of  twelve  years  from  York  to 
Waterboro,  Maine,  then  to  Limerick,  Maine,  in  1795.  He  settled  in 
Limington  just  across  the  line  from  Limerick  where  his  father  and 
four  of  his  brothers  had  homes.  First  he  bought  fifteen  acres  of  land 
adjoining  his  father’s  land,  and  from  time  to  time  bought  more  land 
until  he  had  a  large  farm.  The  large  barn,  eighty  feet  long,  which  he 
built  has  been  moved  some  fifteen  or  twenty  rods  across  the  highway 
and  is  still  in  use  and  in  good  condition  and  repair.  He  was  a  farmer

10th,  I  give  and  devise  unto  my  son  Ervin  Sedgley  and  his  heair  the 
Farm  on  which  I  now  live  together  with  the  buildings  thereon,  also 
all  of  my  land  lying  in  the  town  of  Limerick  and  also  the  farming 
utinsils  and  implements  of  husbandry  on  the  same,  he  to  provide  for 
the  maintainence  and  support  of  my  said  wife,  and  my  said  son  Ervin 
in  to  pay  the  above  names  figures  to  all  my  sons  and  daughters  and 
all  my  debts,  funeral  charges  and  expenses  of  the  probate  of  this  my 
last  Will  and  Testament.

Rev.  Daniel  Burbank,  although  he  had  a  great  uncle,  Daniel  Sedgley. 

He  was  a  farmer  and  lived  first  on  a  farm  in  Freeman,  Maine,  but 
after  his  marriage  he  lived  in  Phillips,  Maine,  on  his  wife’s  farm  — 
the  “  Moody  Burbank  farm  ”.  The  last  years  of  his  life  he  lived  in 
Phillips  village.  He  was  a  rugged  man,  and  during  the  summer  sea¬ 
son  worked  from  4  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  8  at  night.  He  was  a 
good  farmer  and  took  pride  in  his  work,  in  his  crops,  in  his  sheep 
and  cattle  and  matched  oxen.

He  was  brought  up  on  a  farm  and  there  learned  the  ins  and 
outs  of  real  work.  Graduate  of  the  Farmington  State  Normal 
School,  class  of  1894.  Taught  country  schools  for  two  years. 

In  1897  he  bought  the  stock  of  dry  goods  and  shoes  of  a 
merchant  in  Phillips,  and  started  in  trade  without  knowing  the 
business,  and  during  the  next  six  years  bought  out  three  more 
local  merchants  to  eliminate  competition  and  which  proved  a 
lucky  stroke.  He  has  since  continued  in  business  with  more  or 
less  success.  Trustee  of  the  Phillips  Savings  Bank.  Expert 
rifle  and  pistol  shot.  A  few  of  the  rifle  scores  are  put  in  below 
to  keep  the  records  from  being  lost  and,  also,  for  whatever  of 
interest  they  may  be  to  the  reader.  (Referring,  if  permissible, 
to  experts  and  others  that  attain  high  character  and  standing  in 
the  community:  There  is  but  little  difference  between  people, 
but  that  LITTLE  DIFFERENCE  makes  the  high  or  low.  To 
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one  that  by  unusual  endeavor  or  natural  ability  or  both  becomes 
able  to  do  things  well  there  is  a  degree  of  satisfaction  —  the 
satisfaction  similar  to  that  felt  by  the  person  who  sacrifices  to 
help  others.) 

Although  he  has  accomplished  some  things,  and  enjoyed  life 
to  quite  an  extent,  he  has  been  greatly  handicapped  by  ill  health 
:as  the  result  of  a  sickness  at  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  and  fre¬ 
quently  repeated  attacks  since,  which  has  prevented  him  from 
living  a  normal  life,  barred  him  from  doing  many  worth  while 
things,  and  obtaining  the  best  results  —  the  natural  heritage  of 
health.  Such  is  the  fate  of  nature  that  could  he  have  kept  his 
•sound  health  of  youth  and  lived  a  more  strenuous  life  the  proba¬ 
bilities  are  that  this  book  would  not  have  been  written.  (The 
original  cause  of  the  illness  is  believed  to  have  been  due  to 
hard  work  on  the  farm  followed  by  lack  of  exercise  at  school.) 

Mr.  Sedgley  plan’s  to  retire  from  the  mercantile  business 
within  a  few  years  and,  thereafter,  may  perchance  be  forced  to 
live  the  life  of  a  recluse  —  interested  in  research,  finance,  people. 

At  the  annual  State  shoot,  August  12,  1908,  he  shot  the  fol¬ 
lowing  score,  out  of  a  possible  100,  in  a  ten  shot  re-entry  match 
at  Auburn,  Maine,  range,  200  yards  off-hand,  with  a  fifteen 
pound  32-40  Stevens-Pope  rifle,  five  power  telescope  sight,  on 
the  Standard  American  target,  eight  inch  bull’s  eye,  the  figures 
eight,  nine  and  ten  being  in  the  bull’s  eye.  This  score  was  the 
first  ten  shots,  except  two  sighting  shots,  that  he  had  ever  fired 
on  this  range,  and  it  raised  the  range  record  from  89.

During  the  summer  and  fall  of  1908  he  kept  in  practice  ex¬ 
pecting  to  enter  the  National  hundred  shot  match  in  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  February  22,  1909,  but  sickness  prevented.  He  shot  the 
following  scores  at  practice  on  the  Phillips,  Maine,  rifle  range, 
200  yards  off-hand,  with  the  above  described  $100  rifle.  The 
shell  was  loaded  and  re-loaded  as  fired  with  three  grains  of 
white  nitro  smokeless  priming  powder  and  the  body  black  semi¬ 
smokeless.  The  two  hundred  grain  bullet  was  seated  from  the 
muzzle,  leaving  a  quarter  inch  space  between  powder  and  bullet. 
The  bullets  were  moulded  by  hand  to  insure  a  perfect  base,  and 
weighed  to  detect  air  spaces.  To  shoot  all  bull’s  eyes  in  a  fifty 
or  hundred  shot  match,  as  now  and  then  someone  appears  who 
can,  is  exacting  work  —  the  result  of  a  perfect  combination  of 
mechanical  perfection  and  personal  skill. 
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In  a  string  of  fifty  shots  fired  Oct.  24,  1908  there  appeared 
fifteen  consecutive  bull’s  eyes,  possible  score  150.  Eleven  of 
the  fifteen  shots  were  within  a  three  and  one-half  inch  circle  as 
it  is  a  fraction  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  across  the  ten 
ring.

He 
graduated  at  the  Phillips  High  School  class  of  1895;  began 
farming  at  the  age  of  twenty  on  the  Moody  Burbank  farm  which 
has  been  in  the  Burbank-Sedgley  name  since  1850.  For  twenty- 
seven  years  he  lived  on  this  farm  and  during  the  last  twenty 
years  of  that  time  he  carried  on  the  most  extensive  general 
farming  operations  in  the  County  —  a  breeder  of  Durham  cattle, 
Shropshire  sheep,  and  horses,  an  apple  orchardest,  a  manufac¬ 
turer  of  rock  maple  syrup  with  an  annual  yield  of  four  to  six 
hundred  gallons  from  two  thousand  trees,  timberland  owner 
and  operator.  He  increased  the  original  two  hundred  acre 
farm  to  five  hundred  by  buying  adjoining  farms  and  land,  and 
hired  a  two  thousand  acre  pasture  high  up  on  the  side  of  Mt. 
Abram  for  his  cattle  in  summer.  His  cattle  year  after  year 
took  first  prizes  at  the  county  fair.  In  1922,  his  son  having  taken 
over  the  farm,  Mr.  Sedgley  moved  to  Phillips  village,  and  has 
since  served  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  He  has  been  president 
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or  the  Phillips  Farmers’  Union  store  since  its  organization  in 
1917.  Some  of  the  progressiveness  and  financial  ability  which 
Polly  (Wellcome)  Bray  so  lavishly  bestowed  on  her  children 
reached  down  through  the  generations  to  her  great-grandson. 
(See  the  Bray  family  and  Wellcome  family). 

A  landscape  picture  of  the  “Moody  Burbank  Farm”  is  on 
page  130.  The  farm  is  on  a  hill  and  its  fields  are  at  the  highest 
elevation  of  any  cultivated  land  in  the  county — far  above  the 
early  frost  line.  Many  people  visit  this  farm  and  climb  to  the 
top  of  the  hill  to  get  the  scenic  view  of  the  surrounding  country, 
and  to  look  at  the  big  granite  bowlder  on  the  hill-top  and  to 
see  the  “  Devil’s  Tracks  ”  in  the  ledge.

(H)  Robert  Sedgley,  third  son  of  John  (I)  and  Elizabeth 

(Adams)  Sedgley  was  born  in  York, 

Maine,  March  14,  1726-27;  married  -  Littlefield.  He  settled  in 

Bowdoinham,  Maine,  in  about  1750.  His  name  appears  signed  with  a 
mark.  It  has  been  difficult  to  work  out  this  branch  for  several  rea¬ 
sons.  One  is  that  the  town  records  of  Bowdoinham  were  destroyed 
by  fire.  Then  John  O.  Sedgley  says,  “there  is  a  cemetery  full  of 
Sedgleys  with  no  head-stones  to  identify  them.”  And  the  wills,  deeds, 
and  administration  of  estates,  generally  a  good  source  for  information 
in  working  out  a  family,  are  not  numerous.  The  lack  of  deeds  is  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  the  fact  that  many  of  this  branch  of  the  family  were 
mariners.  Also,  many  died  young  with  consumption.  But  with  the 
help  of  John  O.  Sedgley,  a  Civil  War  veteran,  who  has  always  lived 
in  Bowdoinham,  and  the  assistance  of  other  descendants  some  head¬ 
way  has  been  made. 

The  following  items  appear  in  the  History  of  Bowdoinham : 

“  On  the  west  side  of  the  Abagadasset  River  the  land  was  generally 
taken  up  about  1749,  or  1750,  by  settlers  from  Old  York,  among  them 
Robert  Sedgley.” 

The  family  is  mentioned  “  as  once  having  been  numerous,  now  a 
scanty  remnant.” 

“  Robert  Sedgley  elected  surveyor  of  highways,  at  first  town  meet¬ 
ing,  March  14,  1763. 

“  Olive  Sedgley  dismissed  Oct.  19,  1840,  from  the  First  Free  Will 
Baptist  church  to  form  the  4th  church,  Raymond  district. 

“A  road  ordered  to  be  built  to  Stephen  Sedgley’s  (George  Wey¬ 
mouth’s  place). 

“  Robert  Sedgley,  Jr.,  son  of  Robert,  Sr.,  settled  on  Sedgley’s 
Point.” 

The  list  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  who  lived  and  served  from  Bow¬ 
doinham,  includes,  Joseph  Sedgley,  private,  Capt.  Samuel  Young’s 
company.  John  Sedgley,  private,  Capt.  Solomon’s  company.  (These 
were  both  York,  Maine,  companies,  and  the  Joseph  and  John  Sedgley 
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who  lived  in  York  are  sometimes  confused  with  their  cousins,  Joseph 
and  John  Sedgley,  who  lived  in  Bowdoinham.) 

In  the  War  of  1812  the  names  appear  of  Joseph  and  Stephen  Sedg- 
ley,  Bowdoinham. 

List  of  soldiers  in  Civil  War  from  Bowdoinham  includes  Benjamin, 
John  O.,  Charles  F.,  Joseph  T.,  Stephen  and  Nathaniel  W.  Sedgley. 

From  the  above  and  in  other  ways  a  partial  list  of  the  children  of 
Robert  (II)  is  obtained.  The  order  of  birth  and  dates  of  birth  are 
not  known.

The  ancestry  of  Elizabeth  Adams,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Adams, 
and  the  wife  of  John  Sedgley,  the  immigrant; 

Thomas  Adams  was  born,  it  is  thought,  in  Braintree,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  or  he  may  have  been  born  in  Devonshire, 
England,  and  came  with  his  father  to  America,  on  a  return  trip.  He 
was  born  in  1640.  His  father  was  Philip  Adams,  the  immigrant  an¬ 
cestor  who  settled  in  Braintree,  Mass.  He  is  thought  to  have  arrived 
about  1632,  and  may  have  returned  to  England  for  his  family.  He 
was  from  Devonshire.  His  ancestry  running  back  is  as  follows : 
(1)  father  Robert;  (2)  grandfather  Richard  Adams  who  married 
Margaret  Armager;  (3)  John  Adams  who  married  Margery  Squier; 
(4)  John  Adams  who  married  Catherine  Stebbing;  (5)  Thomas 
Adams  who  married  Marie  Upton;  (6)  Roger  Adams  who  married 
Jane  Elliott;  (7)  Sir  John  Ap  Adams,  who  adopted  the  name  Adams, 
and  married  Qara,  daughter  of  Roger  Powell;  (8)  Sir  John  Ap 
Adam,  Knight,  who  married  Lady  Millicent;  (9)  Thomas  Ap  Adam, 
who  married  Lady  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Ing,  Knight;  (10) 
Sir  John  Ap  Adam,  Knight;  (11)  William  Ap  Adam;  (12)  Sir 
John  Ap  Adam;  (13)  Sir  John  Ap  Adam,  Knight  and  Lord  Ap 
Adam,  who  married  Elizabeth  in  1291,  the  daughter  of  and  heiress  to 
John  Lord  Gourney  of  Beviston  and  Tildenham,  County  of  Glouches- 
ter;  (14)  Ap  Adam,  who  Came  out  of  the  “Marches  of  Wales”. 

Taking  up  the  female  line  John  De  Gournai,  Lord  Beverstan,  died 
1290,  married  Lady  Olivia,  they  would  be  the  (14)  ancestor.  His 
father  (15)  Anselme  de  Gournai,  died  1285;  (16)  Robert  de  Gournai, 
younger  son,  died  1268;  (17)  Anselme,  Baron  de  Gournai,  by  tenure, 
died  1240;  (18)  Hugh  de  Gournai,  Lord  of  Beberstan  and  Glouches- 
ter,  who  lost  his  Norman  estates  through  political  troubles  and  took 
refuge  in  England,  died  in  1221  and  was  buried  in  Langley  Abbey, 
Norfolk.  He  married  Lady  Julia  Dampmartin,  sister  to  Reginald, 
Count  of  Boulogne;  (19)  Hugh  de  Gournai  died  1184,  married  Lady 
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Millicent  de  Maria,  daughter  of  Thomas,  Lord  of  Coney;  (20) 
Gerard  de  Gournai  who  married  Lady  Edith  de  Warren,  a  grand 
daughter  of  William  the  Conqueror;  (21)  Hugh  de  Gournai,  who 
accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  from  Normandy  to  England, 
who  married  Basilia  Flaital,  daughter  of  Gerard  and  sister  to  Wil¬ 
liam,  Bishop  of  Evreaux;  (22)  Hugh  de  Gournai,  who  accompanied 
the  Conqueror  and  with  his  son  fought  in  the  battles  of  Mortimer 
and  Hastings. 

Going  back  to  Edith  de  Warren,  her  father  was  William  de  War¬ 
ren,  who  is  a  common  ancestor  of  the  Thornbury  line,  25th  ancestor 
of  Delmar  Sedgley  Thornbury  and  Destal  Miriam  Thornbury  of  Cali¬ 
fornia.  On  the  Sedgley  line,  however,  generations  moved  faster  for 
William  de  Warren  is  the  31st  ancestor.  He  is  also  the  27th  ancestor 
of  the  Daniel  ancestry,  the  maternal  grandmother  of  these  children. 
To  be  exact  if  there  were  no  intermarriages  at  the  time  of  William  the 
Conqueror,  there  would  be  33,538,432  ancestors  of  each  person  living 
in  1918. 

It  is  highly  probable  that  all  people  who  are  of  English  descent 
and  have  an  ancestor  in  England  before  A.  D.  1500  are  related  in  the 
same  degree.  The  total  population  of  England  in  1066  was  not  more 
than  two  million  people,  so  all  English  descent  are  related  many 
times,  in  fact  it  is  a  family  net  and  not  a  family  tree.  The  wife  of 
William  de  Warren  was  Princess  Gundreda,  daughter  5th  of  William 
the  Conqueror  who  married  Lady  Maude,  in  1053,  the  daughter  of 
Baldwin  V  Earl  of  Flanders  whose  wife,  Princess  Adela,  was  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Robert  the  Pious,  a  son  of  Hugh  Capet,  King  of  France.  If  it 
does  any  good  this  line  runs  back  beyond  700  A.  D.  and  includes 
Charlemagne,  King  of  the  French  or  Franks,  and  Emperor  of  Ger¬ 
many. 

Getting  back  to  Phillip  Adams,  the  emigrant  ancestor  who  came 
to  Braintree,  Massachusetts,  about  1632,  he  moved  to  York,  Maine, 
before  1653,  as  he  signed  on  November  22,  1652  the  articles  of  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  and  was  at  that  time  a 
freeman.  He  bought  from  Edward  Godfrey  forty  acres  of  land  on 
the  west  branch  of  the  Agamenticus  River,  May  10,  1653.  In  the  year 
1666  he  had  sons,  Philip  and  Thomas,  at  Agamenticus  and  may  have 
had  others. 

Getting  back  to  Thomas  Adams,  and  tracing  the  ancestry  of  his 
wife  who  was  HANNAH  PARKER,  daughter  of  John  Parker,  Sr., 
who  was  born  Feb.  18,  1649  in  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  and  the  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Captain  James  Parker,  born  1617  in  England,  and  died 
in  1701,  his  will  being  dated  May  25,  1700.  He  was  the  immigrant 
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ancestor  of  the  Parker  line,  and  arrived  about  1638-39.  He  was  a 
subscriber  to  town  orders  in  Woburn,  Mass.,  in  1640,  and  was  made 
a  freeman  of  that  town  in  1644.  He  was  one  of  the  grantees  of 
Billerica,  Massachusetts,  and  lived  a  short  time  in  that  town.  He 
was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Groton,  Massachusetts,  also 
one  of  its  first  selectmen  chosen  in  1662,  was  made  deacon  of  the 
church  in  1663  and  was  sergeant  and  later  captain  of  the  militia. 
He  was  moderator,  chairman  of  committees  in  laying  out  lands,  high¬ 
ways  and  boundaries.  In  1693  he  was  representative  of  the  general 
court  under  charter  from  William  and  Mary.  He  married  May  23, 
1643  to  Elizabeth  Long,  born  1623,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Long,  born 

1590,  died  1663,  and  Elizabeth  - ,  born  1603,  died  May  29,  1687, 

aged  84  years.  These  last  are  immigrant  ancestors  who  came  to 
America  in  the  Defense  from  London  in  1635.  Robert  Long  had 
been  an  inn  holder  at  Dunstable,  County  Bedford,  thirty  miles  from 
London.  In  America  he  was  a  selectman  of  Charlestown,  Mass.,  kept 
the  inn,  and  died  January  9,  1664.  His  will  was  made  July  10,  1658. 
His  wife  Elizabeth  survived  him  many  years. 

Captain  James  Parker  had  ten  children  by  Elizabeth  Long,  who 
was  his  first  wife.  He  married  a  second  wife  late  in  life  and  was 
eighty-one  years  old  when  his  eleventh  child  was  born.  He  died  when 
eighty-four  years  old,  and  was  an  extraordinary  man,  and  active  in 
all  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  community,  especially  prominent 
in  military  affairs. 

Again  returning  to  Thomas  Adams,  he  received  a  grant  of  land 
from  the  town  of  York  on  March  12,  1678  of  forty  acres  on  the  south 
side  of  the  York  River.  He  was  a  prominent  citizen  and  owned  much 
land.  His  children  by  his  wife  Hannah  (Parker)  Adams  were: 
Philip,  Samuel,  Hezekiah,  Hannah,  Esther,  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of 
John  Sedgley,  Thomas  and  Nathan. 


WELCH 

Some  of  the  Welches  in  America  are  of  English  origin,  wWle 
others  are  of  Scotch-Irish  descent.  Scotch  Protestants  named  Welch 
crossed  the  sea  to  the  north  of  Ireland  during  the  period  of  religious 
upheaval  in  Scotland.  The  first  of  the  name  found  in  the  colonial 
records  of  New  England  is  Philip  Welch  who  was  a  passenger  from 
the  north  of  Ireland  on  the  ship  “  Goodfellow  ”,  in  1654,  when  six¬ 
teen  years  old.  Welch  is  a  very  common  name  in  America. 

fl)  Philip  Welch  was  a  servant  to  Samuel  Symonds,  gentleman, 
of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts.  In  1661  he  abso¬ 
lutely  refused  to  serve  his  master,  and  brought  suit  in  court  to  be 
freed.  At  this  time  he  had  served  seven  years,  and  was  about  twenty- 
three  years  old.  •  He  was  stolen  from  his  home  in  Ireland  by  an  Eng¬ 
lish  sea-captain  and  brought  to  America  and  sold  to  Symonds.^ 
George  Dell,  ship-master  of  the  ship  “  Goodfellow  ”,  says,  “  Two 
Irish  youth  I  brought  over  by  order  of  State  of  England,  one  William 
Dalton,  the  other  Philip  Welch,  and  sold  to  serve  nine  years  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  corn  or  live  cattle  before  the  end  of  the  following  Octo¬ 
ber.”  (Essex  County  Quarterly  Court  Records) 

Philip  said  to  his  master:  “We  will  go  away  and  leave  you  before 
your  face.”  The  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  that  the  boys  would  have  to 
serve  full  time,  if  the  contract  that  the  Sea  Captain  made  with  Mr. 
Symonds  was  legal. 

Philip  married  in  Ipswich  in  1665,  Hannah,  daughter  of  Henry 
Haggert  of  Wenham,  Mass.,  and  settled  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.

He  is  probably  the  Benjamin 
who  went  to  Berwick  in  1719  and  later  to  Kittery,  Maine,  and 
married  Mary  Hill  of  the  family  to  which  the  late  Governor 
Hill  belonged. 

4  Moses2,  b.  Nov.  25,  1685 ;  lived  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire. 

The  names  of  four  of  his  sons  are  found  in  the  court  record, 
where  he  and  his  sons  were  before  the  court  in  regard  to  a  row 
with  Benjamin  Miller,  Jr.,  for  calling  Miller’s  mother  names.

V  Benjamins,  is  not  named  in  the  court  record  with  his  broth¬ 
ers;  married  Elizabeth  - ;  lived  in  Portsmouth;  was 

a  carpenter. 

(II)  Samuel  Welch,  son  of  Philip  (I),  married  in  about  1701; 

lived  in  Portsmouth  and  Kingston,  New 
Hampshire,  and  is  called,  yeoman,  in  the  deed  of  land  to  his  son, 
Benjamin.  His  wife’s  first  name  was  Mary.  He  married  his  wife 
on  the  guaranteed  basis  so  common  in  those  days,  and  the  names  of 
the  witnesses  show  that  she  belonged  in  Stratham  or  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire.  There  is  a  court  record  of  his  wife  —  the  case  was 
brought  soon  after  her  marriage.  The  case  is  No.  17529  Mary  Welch, 
wife  of  Samuel,  statutory  offence  before  marriage.  Witnesses  in 
court.  Isaac  Coal,  Widow  Wiggin,  and  wife  of  Thomas  Reed.  It  is 
easy  to  trace  all  generations  of  this  Welch  family  by  the  court 
records. 

The  children  of  the  Welch  families  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
baptised  as  infants,  as  was  then  the  custom.  The  parents  were  prob¬ 
ably  not  members  of  the  church.  The  records  show  that  quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  them  were  baptised  in  later  years  after  they  grew  to  manhood 
and  womanhood. 

In  1719  Mr.  Welch  was  appointed  to  assist  widow  Thomas  Scribner 
in  settling  an  estate.  His  name  appears  in  Kingston  in  1725.  His 
son,  Samuel,  mentioned  below,  lived  to  be  the  oldest  man  in  New 
England. 

Children,  probably  others  not  mentioned  here;  order  of  birth  not 
known : 

1  Joseph^,  wheelwright,  lived  in  Portland,  Maine;  m.  Sarah  - ; 

left  issue. 

2  TabithaS,  was  admitted  a  church  member  in  1730  at  Kingston, 

N.  H.  (She  was  probably  the  daughter  of  Samuel.) 

3  Samuels,  born  in  Kingston,  N.  H.,  Sept.  1,  1710;  died  April  6, 

1823  at  the  age  of  112  years  7  months  4  days.  Farmer  says : 

“  Probably  the  oldest  man  known  as  native  of  any  part  of  our 
country.”  He  had  a  child  baptised  in  1735  at  Kingston.  It 
appears  from  the  court  record  that  he  moved  to  Berwick,  Maine, 
although  it  is  possible  that  it  may  have  been  his  father,  Samuel, 
who  went  to  Berwick,  and  is  mentioned  in  the  following  record:

“Benjamin  Welch,  lately  of  York,  Maine,  but  now  of  pttery, 
brought  suit  on  a  note  against  Samuel  Welch,  late  of  Kingston, 
N.  H.,  but  now  of  Berwick.”

Mary3,  married  in  Kingston,  N.  H.,  Oct.  2,  1740,  Elisha  Clough  o 
North  Yarmouth,  Maine;  had  a  son,  Amos  Clough,  born  in 
1742,  who  states,  in  an  interview  taken  down  in  1833  when  he 
(Amos  Clough)  was  91  years  old,  that  he  was  born  in  Brent¬ 
wood,  N.  H.,  and  that  Benjamin  Welch  of  Yarmouth,  Maine, 
was  his  uncle,  and  came  from  Kingston,  N.  H.  (This  is  first 
class  proof  of  the  identity  of  Benjamin  Welch  of  Yarmouth.) 
No  doubt  she  is  the  Mary  Welch  baptised  in  1733  at  Kingston. 
She  was  named  for  her  mother. 

Thomas3,  baptised  in  1727  at  Kingston,  appears  to  have  been  the 
son  of  Samuel. 


(Ill)  Benjamin  Welch,  son  of  Samuel  (II),  born  m  Kingston, 

New  Hampshire,  between  1708  and  1714. 

He  appears  to  have  been  born  in  about  1710,  but  if  he  was  born  in 
that  year  he  would  have  been  a  twin  to  his  brother,  Samuel,  who 
lived  to  extreme  old  age.  By  the  record  of  deeds  and  the  census  he 
died  late  in  1789  or  early  in  1790,  and  not  far  from  80  years  of  age. 
When  Kingston  petitioned  to  be  incorporated  as  a  town  in  1730,  a 
petition  which  naturally  would  be  signed  by  all  the  inhabitants,  the 
only  Welch  was  Samuel  — the  father  of  Benjamin.  But  by  New 
Hampshire  Province  Papers,  volume  12,  page  332,  in  a  list  of  Kings¬ 
ton  men’s  names  sworn  to  fidelity  to  the  King  in  1727,  are  the  names 
of  Samuel,  Joseph,  and  Benjamin  Welch.  Boys  from  16  years  up¬ 
wards,  being  of  fighting  age,  had  to  take  this  oath,  so  it  is  known 
that  Benjamin  was  16  or  over  in  1727,  and  less  than  21  in  1730. 

He  lived  in  Portland  and  Yarmouth,  Maine.  When  he  lived  in 
Portland  he  was"  a  house  carpenter,  but  the  most  of  his  life,  or  the 
last  half,  he  lived  on  a  farm  in  Yarmouth.  This  farm,  100  acres,  lot 
number  22  range  A,  was  in  the  part  of  the  town  that  was  incorporated 
as  Freeport  in  1789,  and  about  two  miles  east  of  Yarmouth  village  on 
the  state  road  to  Freeport  village.  The  spot  where  his  buildings  stood 
is  now  in  a  beautiful  field. 

He  married  first  Margaret  Larrabee  in  Yarmouth,  Sept.  1735.  She 
died  Dec.  1,  1737,  leaving  a  baby  boy,  Benjamin,  Jr.  The  surname  of 
his  second  wife  is  not  known. 

He  went,  with  others,  in  pursuit  of  the  Indians  at  the  time  the 
Mitchell  boys  were  stolen  in  1751.  His  war  record  is:  Benjamin 
Welch  of  North  Yarmouth  served  in  Capt.  John  Berry’s  Company  of 
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Rangers  in  the  first  French  and  Indian  War  from  May  11,  1747  to 
Jan  18,  1748.”  (Massachusetts  Archives,  volume  92,  pLge  73) 

^  descendants  to  join  the 

Colonial  Wars  Society”. 

The  land  that  his  father  gave  him  in  Kingston  he  sold  before  he 
came  to  Maine.  It  is  on  record  that  he  made  opposition  against  some- 
one  voting  m  1769  town  meeting.  Either  he  or  his  uncle,  Benjamin 
Welch  of  Kittery,  was  involved  in  a  lawsuit  and  lost  some  land,  but 
recovered  the  price  of  the  land  because  the  woman  who  sold  the 
land  did  not  have  a  good  title.  In  1739  Peter  Greely  of  Portland 
brought  suit  against  Francis  Tucker,  hatter,  Benjamin  Pitman, 
cooper,  Benjamin  Welch,  housewright,  Nicholas  Blake,  glover,  James 
Blake,  glover,  all  of  Portland. 

There  is  on  record  an  agreement  made  in  1745  between  him  and  his 
brother,  Joseph  Welch,  wheelwright,  both  of  Portland,  both  wives 
sign  — his  second  wife  signs  her  name  Elizabeth.  Also  the  first  name 
of  his  second  wife  is  given  as  Elizabeth  in  the  Yarmouth  town  books 
Where  the  names  and  date  of  birth  of  their  children  are  recorded. 
Child  by  first  wife: 

1  Benjamin^  b.  Sept.  9,  1736;  was  killed  in  1758  at  Lake  George 
in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  (From  a  Yarmouth  diary.) 
He  left  a  will  dated  May  9,  1756  and  approved  Jan.  1,  1759, 
leaving  his  property  to  "  my  beloved  brother  Thomas  Welch  ” 
and  “my  beloved  sister  Elizabeth  Welch”.  He  was  only 
twenty-two  yet  he  left  some  property  —  he  may  have  received 
some  property  from  his  mother.

(IV)  Mary  Welch,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Elizabeth  Welch, 

was  born  in  Yarmouth,  Maine,  May  13,  1745; 

lived  with  her  father,  and  her  father  after  giving  20  acres  to  his  son 
Thomas  and  20  acres  to  his  son-in-law,  Jeremiah  Mason,  gave  the  rest 
of  the  homestead  to  her  in  consideration  of  her  kindness  and  care  of 
him  in  sickness  and  old  age.  The  last  deed  is  dated  and  acknowledged 
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Sept.  1,  1789 ;  so  her  father  must  have  died  very  soon  after,  or  he 
would  have  been  in  the  1790  census  as  head  of  the  family  in^ead  o 
his  daughter.  This  farm  she  deeded  to  her  son,  Colby  ^ 

minor,  in  1793.  In  the  1790  census  for  Freeport  she  was  called  Molly 
Welch,  and  was  the  head  of  the  family. 

Evidently  she  had  more  than  her  fair  share  of  human  frailty —  she 
n.v.r  married,  vet  was  the  mother  of  two  children.  Her  first  child 


was  Dorcas.  ,  ,  r 

By  the  Sessions  Court  records,  volume  1.  page  194.  Mary  Welch  of 
North  Yarmouth  accused  Joshua  Brown  of  Cape  Elizabeth,  manner, 
of  being  the  father  of  her  female  child  born  July  13,  1766.  The  case 
never  came  to  trial.  There  were  three  Joshua  Browns  living  in  the 
vicinitv  and  one  of  them  went  to  Machias,  Maine,  soon  after  the 


above  suit  was  brought. 

Her  second  child  was  Colby  Welch.  She  named  him  Sarnpson 
Welch  but  when  he  grew  older  he  called  himself  Colby  Welch.  So  by 
his  two  names  it  is  known  that  his  father  was  Sampson  Colby,  a  Revo¬ 
lutionary  soldier,  who  lived  in  or  near  Yarmouth.

2  Colby5  Welch,  b.  about  1774-5  (named  first  Sampson  Welch  as 

above)  ;  lived  on  the  “homestead  farm”  deeded  to  him  by  his 
mother  in  1793  when  he  was  a  minor.  He  was  married  twice 
or  three  times.  (Freeport  town  records.)

In 
his  youth  he  entered  a  textile  mill  in  Brunswick  as  an 
operative,  and  being  advanced  to  the  position  of  overseer 
continued  in  that  capacity  for  some  time.  Returning  to 
Freeport,  he  learned  the  ship  carpenter’s  trade,  and  for 
the  remainder  of  his  life  followed  that  occupation  in  con¬ 
nection  with  farming.  “  Mr.  Welch  was  an  upright,  con¬ 
scientious  man,  who,  as  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
church,  labored  diligently  and  without  ostentation  to  im¬ 
prove  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  the  community.” 
Some  of  his  children  and  grandchildren  now  live  in  Free¬ 
port  and  Yarmouth,  and  are  well-to-do  citizens.  The 
Welch  family  was  noted  for  great  physical  strength. 
When  he  was  in  his  69th  year,  and  only  a  few  months  be- 
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fore  he  died,  Colby  S.  Welch  outlifted  every  man  in  the 

ship-yard  where  he  worked.

(V)  Dorcas  Welch,  daughter  of  Mary  Welch,  was  born  in  Yar¬ 
mouth,  Maine,  July  13,  1766;  died  in  Free¬ 
man,  Maine,  at  the  age  of  85  years.  (The  writer  had  considerable 
difficulty  m  working  out  her  line  as  her  ancestry  is  unusual  and  irregu- 
ar,  but  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Libby,  a  genealogist,  whose  home  is  in 
armouth,  the  court  record  of  her  mother’s  suit  was  found  which 
proves  the  identity  of  Dorcas.)  She  married  July  23,  1787,  John 
Burbank  (see  No.  60  page  68),  a  mariner,  and  lived  in  Freeport,  Me., 
sixteen  years.  In  1803  the  family  removed  to  Freeman,  Maine,’  built 
a  log  house,  cleared  a  farm.  She  was  a  medium  sized  woman  of  un¬ 
usual  physical  strength.  She  outlived  her  husband  by  nineteen  years. 
When  she  was  eighty-two  she  applied  for  a  pension,  and  it  was 
allowed.  She  developed  into  a  remarkable  woman  — she  became, 
from  experience,  an  old-fashioned  country  doctor,  in  the  settlement 
where  there  was  no  physician.  She  traveled  on  horse-back  over  the 
bridle-paths  to  visit  the  sick.  In  cases  of  childbirth  her  fee,  for 
attending  the  mother,  caring  for  her  one  week,  and  doing  housework 
for  the  family,  was  one  dollar  if  the  family  was  well-to-do,  but  if  the 
family  was  poor  she  got  only  her  board.  She  had  seven  children. 
Several  of  her  descendants  became  eminent  in  the  professions  and 
business  — one  great-grandson  left  an  estate  of  five  and  a  half  million 
dollars.  She  had  fifty-six  grandchildren.  Two  or  more  of  her  sons, 
and  many  of  her  grandsons  stood  six  feet.  On  her  gravestone  is  the 
following  verse,  which  she  wrote: 

Thousands  of  journies  night  and  day 
I ’ve  traveled  weary  on  the  way 
To  visit  the  sick  but  now  am  gone 
A  journey  never  to  return.”
